When thofe whö 
mad? deep proteftatiöns of their zeal for our Li- 
berty both fpiritual »d civil, and made the faireft 
cSkts to be aflertors Aercdf, and whoitn wc there-- 
upon trufted ; when thofe bemg inftated in power 
Ihall bctray the good thing committed to them, and 
Icad US back to Egypfj and by that force which wc 
gave them to win us Liberty, hold us faft in chains ; 
what can poor people dö ? You know who they

TO delcant on the misfortuncs of a perfpn 
fallen frqm fo high a dignity, who hath 
alfo paid his final debt both to nature and his faulcs, 
i^ncitherof itfclfa thing commendabic, nor the

intention of this difcourfe. Ncithcr was it fond 
acnbiti<Mi, or the vanity to get a name, prefent or 
with poftcrity, by writing agjdnft a king. I never 
was fo thirfty aftcr famc, nor fo deftitute of othcr 
hopes and means, better and more certain to attain 
it : for kings hav^ gained glorious titles froip thcir 
favourcrs by writingagainft private men, as Henry 
the Ylllth did againft Luther; bgt no man evey 
gained much honour hy wrijiing ^ainft a king» 
as not ufually meeting with that forcc of argument 
in fuch courtly antagonifts, which to coqvince might 
add to hi3 reputation. Kings mofl: commonly^ 
though ftrong in i^ions» are but weak at. argu- 
ments 5 as they who c^cr havc accuftomed from 
the cradle to ufe their wilhbnly as their right hand» 
their reafon always as their left. Whence unex- 
pefbedly conftrained to that kind of combat, they 
prove but weak and puoy adverfaries : Neverthe-r 
lefs, foi" their fakes who through cuftom^ fimpli- 
city, qr want of better teaching, have not more fe-r 
rioufly confidered kings, th^n m the gaudy nanie 
of majefty, and admire them and their doings as 
if they brcathed not the fatme breath with other 
mortal men, I fliall make no fcruple to take up 
(for it feems to be the challenge hoth of hini 
and all his party) to take up this gauntlet, tho* 
a king*s, in bchalf of liberty and the common- 
yrealth^

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And fuither, fince it appears manifeftly thf cuh-» 
mng drift of a faftioiis and defeated party, to make 
the ikme advantage of his book, which they did be- 
iöYc of bis regal name and authority, and intend It 
not fo much the defence öE liis former aftions, as 
the promoting of their own fäture defigns ; (mak- 
Sng thereby the book their öwn rather than the 
king\ as the benefit now muft be their own more

worUy and tofind out ber own readers ; few perbapSy 
hut tbofe few offucb value and fuhflantial wortby as 
trutb and wifdomy not tefpeSling numbers and big 
namesy bave beet^ ever wont in. all ages to be contented 
witb. And if the late king had thought fufEcient 
tjiofe anfwecs and defences made för him in his life- 
tlme, they who. pn the other fide accufed his evU 
gpvcrnment, judging that on their bchalf cnouglv 
a||p hath bcen rcplied, the heat of this controyerfy 

wa$ 
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irai in all likelihood drawing to an end ; and the 
ftirthcr mention of his dccds, not fomuch unfortu-* 
riatc as faulty, had in tendcmcfi* ta his läte fuffcrings 
bcen willingly forbcrn ; and pcrhaps for the prefent 
agc niight have flept with hini unrepeated, while 
his advéffaries, calmed ähd affuaged with the fuc- 
ccfs of their cäufe, had bceti the léfs uftfavourable 
to his niemory. Buc fiffce hé hittifelf» making new 
appeal to truth ahd the wörld, hath lefc béhind him 
this booki äs the beft advocaté ahd inter|)reter of 
his öwn a£tion$9 and that his friends by publilHing, 
difperling, tommending, and altnofl: adoring it, feeiii 
tö place therein the chicf ftrehgth and ncrtes of 
their caule ; it would argue doubtlefs in the other 
party greät deficiénce and diftruft of themfelvei, 
not to meet the fortt of his rcäfon in anj ficld 
whatfoever, the forcc and equipage of whofe arms^ 
théy haVe foöften met vlftoriöufly. And he who 
ät the bar ftood excepting agäinft the form åod 
mannér öf his judicatilre, arid coniplaifled that he 
IvaS not hcard; néither he nor his friends Ihall 
hävc that caufe liow to fihd fault, bdng met and 
débated with irt this open and nnonum^ntal court 
of his own erefting ; and not oftly heard uttering 
his whole mirtd at large, but anfwered t which to 
do effcaually, if it be neceflary that to his book 
nothing the more refpeft be had for being his, they

dfhis own party can have no juft reafon to exclairor* 
For it were too unrealönabk that he, becaufe dead, 
fhould have the liberty in his book to fpeak all evil.

be ej^pcfted to havc.Icfs frecdom or any for thcm, 
to f^ak bome the plain truth of a full and per- 
tjncntreply. As he, tp acquit hirofclf, hath not 
ipared bis adverfaries tQ load them with all ibrts. 
of blame and. accufation> lo to htm, as in his book 
^iye, there y^ ill be ufed no more courtfhip than he. 
ufes ; but wha^t is properly his own guilf;, not ii^-^ 
puted any n^pre. to his evil counfellers (a ceremony 
ijfcd longcr by the parfianaent than he himfclf de- 
^red) Ihall be laid here without €ircumIocution«, 
at his own, dpor. Thaj; they wJio firorn the. firft 
bcginning, or but now of late, by what unhap- 
pinefs I knpw not, are ib much aSatuated, not 
with his perfon only, but with his palpable 
^ults, and doot upon his deformities^ ni^y havjB; 
jione to blamc but their own foUy, if they live 
and.die in fuch a ftrooken brindnefs, ^ nexH 
tp that of Sodom hath not happened to any fort 
qi men more grofs, or more mifleading. Tet nH^ 
tber let his-enmies expefi tofind recorded hert all fbaf 
batb beenwbiffcrédin the eourt^ or alledged openfyy ef 
the kin^s kada^am ; it being^ tbe proper fcope oftbis 
vork m taud, not to ripMp and reläte the mijldoings

Séquence that revenge to his dead corpfe» which 

he himfelf living cöiild never gain to hispérfon» it 

appears both by the concéited portraitiire befott 

his bo^9 dråwn out to the ftill meafure of a m^- 

ing fcene, and fet there tO catch fools and filly 

g^c^rs; and by thofe Latin words^ after the end^ 

Vota^dabunt quse bella negarunt ; intimating that 

what he could not compafs by war, he fhould at^ 

chievfr by bis meditations : for in words^ which ad* 

nritof y^arious fctifei the liberty is ours to chure 

that inttrpretatiea which may beft mind us of what 

öv» reftlcfi cnemies endeavour, and what wc are 
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timely.to prevcnt* And herc may be wcll ob- 
fcrved thc loofe and negligent curiolity^of thofc 
who tpok upon them to adorn thc fetting out of 
this book; for though. the. pidurc fet in front 
would martyr him and faint him to befool thc 
people, yet the Latin motto in the end, which 
they underftand not, leaves him, as it were, a 
politic contriver to bring about that intereft by 
fair and plaufiblc words, which the force of arms 
denied him.. But qu^nt emblems and devices 
begged from the old pageantry of forne twelfth- 
nights entertainment at Whitehall, will do but iU 
ta make a faint or martyr : and if the people re* 
folvc to take himfainted at the råte of fuch a ca* 
nonizing, I fhail fufpeft their calendar rnore than 
the Gr^goriao. In one thiog I muft commend his 
opcnncfs who gave the title to thia book, Eöcoöp 
BÄ(r/X/>tti,that is to fay, the King*s Image ; and by the 
flirinehc dreffesoutfor him,certainly would have the 
people come ^nd worfhip him. For which rcafori this 
anfwer alfo is entitled, Iconocläftes, the famoiis fuf- 
name of many Greek emperörs, who in their zeal 
to the coihmand of God, aftcr long tradition of 
idolatry in the church, took courage and broke all 
fuperftitious imagcs to pieces. But the people, ex* 
brbitant and exceflive in all their motions, are 
prone oft-times not to "a reiigioUs only, but ta a 
civil kind of idolatry in idolizkig thcit kings : tho* 

never 
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ncvcr morc miftaken in thc objeft of thcirworfliip : 
herctofore being wont to repute for faints tloofe 
faithful and couragious barons who lod their lives 
in the field, making gbrious war againft tyrants 
for the common liberty; as Simon de Momfort 
Earl of Lcicefter, againft Henry the Illd j Thomas 
Plantagcnet Earl of Lancaftcr, againft Edward 
the lid. But now, with a bcfotted and degeneratc 
bafenefs of fpiritj except forne few who yctretain 
in them the- old Engiifli fortitudc and love of 
freedom, and bave teftified it by their matchlefe 
deeds, the reft, imbaftardized .from, the ancient 
noblencfs of their anceftors, are ready tö fall flat 
and give adoration to the iraagc and mismory of 
this man, who hath offered at more cunning fctehes, 
to undermine our liberties, and put tyranny into 
an art, than any^ Britifh king before hkn : which 
low dejeftion and debafement of mind in thepeople, 
I muft confefs I cannot willingly afcribe to the na-, 
tural difpofition of an Engliöiman, but rather to. 
two othcr caufes : firft, to the, prelates and thdr 
fcllow^teachers, though of another name and fedi:,* 
whofe pulpit-ftuff, both firft and laft, hath been 
the dodtrine and perpetual infufion of fcrvility 
and wretchcdncfs to all their hearcrs, and wbofe 
lives the type of worldlinefs and hyprocify, without 
the leaft true pattern of virtue, righteoufnefs, or

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ftlf dehial in their wholc praftice. I attriburé ti 
ncxt to the faftious incHhation of moft tnen dividcci 
from the public by fcveral cnds and humows of 
chdr own^ At firft no rtOLB fefs beloVted, nö män 
morc generally condcmned than was the kingj 
from the time thät it became his cuftom fb farcak 
pariiamcnts at homc, and dthcr wilfally or wcakly 
to betray proteftants abröad, to the beginhing of 
thefc combuftioris. All mcii inveighed againft him 5 
all men, except court-vaflals-, c^jfofed hinl and his 
tyrannical proceedlngs ; the cty^Was äniverfal; and 
this full pariiament was at firfl! unanitHous iit their 
diflike and protieftation againft his evil government. 
But when they Who fought themfelvés and ndt the 
publie, began to doubt thät all of them could not 
by one and the fame way attaiil to their ambitious 
purpofes, then was the king, or his name at Itz&i 
^s a fit property firft made ufe of, his doings made' 
thebeft of, andbydegreesjuftlfied; which begot 
Kim fuch a party, as after many wilcs and ftirug- 
glings with his inward fears, emboldéncd him at 
length to fet up his ftandard againft' the parlia-» 
nient, When as before that time, all his* adherents, 
confifting moft of diflblute Iwordfmen and fu- 
berb-royfters, hardly amounted to the making up 
öf one ragged regiment ftrong enough to aflatflÉ 
the unarmed houfe of commons. Aftér which at^ 
tcmpt, feconded by a tedious and^ blobdy^war oif. 
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]iis fuhjeds, whcreia he hack fb &r excGedtd^t^ofe 
his aiiutxary videncei in^ time of peace, tkcy whi» 
beforchated hhnfbr his bigk xigii^oireniinm^ nay, 
&)Ught againft him wkh ^fifptayed banners iQtfao 
field» now appkud himaad<3ctojLhimfordie^iRafdflr 
jiod mofl: lel^ioits prince diKt Eved. Bjit fo ftrango 
a.mediod amongft die mad^ midxltudc is a fudde» 
seputatioa woa^ o£ wifdpm by; wilfiilneis :(nd:lpb«

much lefs that théy whofeprofcfied loyalty and 
aUegianee kd thetn tö diredk arms ^ainiltbe king's' 
peribn, and thöught him nothitig violated by the 
fword of hoflility drawn by riicm agaihft him/ 
ihould now in earneft think hbxi vtolated by the. 
unfparing fword of jtifiLce, which undoubtédly fo' 
niuch the lefs in vain ihe bears^among méh, Hy 
how much greater and in higheft p^oc theoflTender.' 
EUejuftice, whethér moral dr political^ were not 
juilice, but a faUe counterfeit of that impjcrtiat anci 
godlike virtue. The <Miiy grief is, thÄt:the feå* 
was jK)t ftrook off to tbeiDeft advantage and com-' 
modity of thcni that hcid k by tbé hair* : }in in^'- 
graiåfuland perverfigenerdsiån; é>bo i^awngfifji ct^léå 
to God to be delivered from' tbéirkiiig^ mw fnurmuf 
againft God that heard tbiir frayirs^ and ct^ as, hud 
for tbeir king again/i tbofe tbat delivered tbem. But 
as to the author . of theff ^foliloquies, whether it 
vittt undoubtedly the late king,. as is i^u-lgarly bc- 
lieved, or any fecret Coadjutor, and forne ftick not 
to name kim ; it cah add nothing, nof Ihall täke 
from the weight, if ahy 'be, of reäfoh which he 
brings.

4oubt the authodty of a parliament denying. Bat 
if thefe bis. fair-lpoken words fhall be hcre fairly 
confronted and laic} parallel to his own far difFering 
^^cåsy manifelt and vifible to the whole nacionr 
tben furcly we may look on thtfm who notwith- 
ftanding (hall perfilt to give to barc words more 
credit than to open deeds, a$ men whofe judgment 
was not rationally evinced and perfuaded» but fsk-; 
^lly ftupified and bewitchcd intp fqch a blind and 
obftinate bplief ; for whofe curc it may be doubted, 
pot whethcr any .charip^ thoqgh nevcr fp wifely 
ipurmurcd, but whethcr^ny praycr can be avail- 
^blc. Tffis jbow^v^r wofild be rcmembered and weU. 
noted^ ibat wbile the king infiead of ihat repentance 
wbicb was in reafon and in confcience to be epcpe0ed 
from him, without wbicb we could not lawfulLy re- 
admit bim^ ferftjls bere to ntaintain and juftify tbe 
moji apparent of bis ^il doings^ andwafbts över with 
a court-fucus tbe worft and foulejl of bis aSlions^ dif 
ahlis and uncreates tbe parliament itfelf^ witb all our 
laws and native liberties ibat ajk not bis leave^ dif^ 
bonours and attaints all ^rotejiant cburcbes not prela-

But in ny opinion it goes not ill vritb t hat peopU wber€ 
thefe firtuefgrjpjv fo numerous and welljoined togetber^ 
as to r^ md make bead againfi t be råge and torrent 
of tbat boiflerous folly and fuperftition tbat poffeffes and 
bifnies on t be vulgär fort. Tbis tberefore v>e may 
(onclude to U a bigb bonour done us fromGody and a 
fpecialmrk ofbisfavoury wbom be batb feleSed as 
tbefok remainder^ af t er all tbefe cbanges and commo^ 
tions^ t Q Jland uprigbt and fiedfafi in bis caufe ; äg^ 
mfiei witb t be defence of trut b and public liberty ; 
%Qbile otbers wboafpired to he tbe top of zealots^ and 
bad almofi hrougbt religion to a lund of trading mono^ 
poly% bave not only iy tbeir late Jiknce and neutrality 
hflied tibeir profefftofiy but foundered tbemfelves and 
tbeir confdenwy to comply witb enemies in tbat wicked 
caufe and interefiy wbicb tbey bave too of t en curfed in 
others^ to prpfper now in tbefame tbemfelves.

T HAT which the king lays down here as his 
firft foundation, and as it were the head ftone 
of bis whole ftrufturc, thät, *' He callcd this laft 
parliament, not more by others advice, and the 
ncccflity of bis affairs j than by his own choice and 

inclination \ 
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incKnation •/* is to all knowing men fo apparendjr 
not trucj that a more uniucky and inauipicious 
fentenccy and more betokening the downfal of his 
whole fabric, hardly could have come into his 
xnind. For who knows not that the inclinacion of 
a prince is beft knöwn eithcr by thofe next abouc 
Rim, and moft in favour with him, or by the cur- 
rcnt of his own aftions : Thofe ncareft to this king, 
and moft his favourites, wcre courtiers and pre-r 
lätes ; men whofe chief ftudy was to find out which 
t?ay the king inclined, and to imitate him exadlly : 
How thcfe men ftood aflfeded to parliaments, canr 
not be forgotten. No man but may remembcr it 
was thetr continual exercife to difpute and preach 
againft them ; and in their common difcourfe no- 
thing was more frcquent, than that " they hoped 
the king fhould now have no need of pariiaments 
any more/*' And this was but the copy which his 
parafitcs had induftrioufly taken from his own 
words and aftions, whp never called a parliamcnt 
but to fupply his necefllties ; and having fupplied 
thpfe, as fuddenly and ignominiouQy diflblved it, 
without redrefiing any onegrievance of thepeople: 
Spmetimes choofing rather. to mifs of his fubfidif s, 
or to raife theni by illegal courfes,. than that the 
people flioold not ftilf mifs of th^ir hopc3 to bp re- 
Kcvcd by pariiaments* 

The 
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. The firft hc broke ofF at his coming to thc 
crowDj for no othér caufe than to prote£t the duke 
of Bjuckmgham againft-théäi who ha4 accufed him, 
befides other heihous critnes^ of nd lefs than pol- 
foning the deceafed king his father ; concerning 
%vbicb matter the dcclaration of No more aidrejfes^ 
batb fuffidenfly informd us. And ftill the lattcr 
,breaking was with more afFront and indignity put 
upon the houfe and her worthieft mem|;)ers, than 
the formen Infomuch tha€ in the-fifth yéar of hi$ 
reign, in ^ ptoclamation hc fecms offejided at the 
very-rumöur of aparliämenft divulgcd among the 
peoplé ; as if he had taken ;it for a kind* of (länder 
.that Ttien fhould think him that way txörabte* much 
lefs iaclined: and-forbids ic as a^prefumption to 
prcfcribethim any tirfie för parliampms 5 : that is to 
fay, either by perfuafioh or petition, or fo much as 
th€ repbitling of fuch a rumouri: for othcr mariner 
of p^refcribing was at that time not fufpdÄed. : By 
which fierce edift, thepeople, forbiddeii to eobv 
plain, as.well as focced.taftlffcr, béganfromthence* 
forth to de^air of parliaments. Whércupon fuch 
illegal afti^Mis, and e^)ecially to get väft fums of 
.money^ Werc put in.praiäiccby the king and his 
,new ofiicersy as mcMiopöiies, compulfive knight- 
hoodsy coat, conduS: and fliip-moncyy the fcimng 
•not of (Kie Nabob*$ vincyard^ but t>f;wholc inhe- 
ritanccs under the pretdncc of £orrcft/i)r crown- 
C lands s 
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lands ; corra^tiéti änd briber^ coiiipbulided for, 
%kh impunkieis granted for xhé fiston^ as gam- 
evident |>roof chat the king never noearlc, nor could 
i€ ftand %kh the reafon of his affairs mrto recalt 
parliäments: having brought by thefe -irrcgolar 
<?ourfes the people^ft intereå änd his oWn to fö di- 
réft an öppofttiian, that he migbt fowfée plalfily^ 
rf höthiilg ^t a patliament could fave the peopl&» 
it inuft ncceflarily be h» unäöteg. 

Tilliäght or nirtfe ytars after, procetdiiig with 
-u high hand in thefe eiiormtties, and haväng thb 
feeond timelevied an is^oripas v^r agjaitift his iia- 
ijve country Scotland ; and finding all <)li(ife othe): 
Ihifts of raifing money, whith bore ont hi^lifft ex^ 
^pedition, noir to fasl bini, not ^^ <^ his own choice 
<and incUnatioa,'' ^ any cfaild may iee, but urged 
by (bong heceiBties, and the vety pangs of ^ftäte^ 
whkhhia ^owm violent preceedings had49|R>ught 
him tO) ^e calb a par^iahiem ; firft in hehnd, 
ivhich only was to gtve Jum fouf iubfidtes, and h 
to expire y€tsnt in'£nglitnd,'w)mre Ms fifftdemand 
^as bttt:twelvefublidie8, to »mintäiii^i ^oötsVar, 
condemnéd and abominiaced by the whote king- 
dom : pTomifing their ^grievpAces fliould be cof^- 
fidefed afterwards« Which irfaen the parliamienty 
ii^ho jbdged that war itfetf one of tfaeir matn griev* 
•ances, made nohofte-to ^rant, not endining the 
delåy^f his impatiem ^11^^'^!^ feariog th^ kon- 
ditions 
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ditlons of tbelr grant, he breaks off the wholc fef^ 
Con, and difmifles thcm and their gricyance? with 
fcorn and fruftration* 

Much Icfs thcrcforc did he call tbis laft parlia* 
ment by his own choice and incUnation ; buc hav* 
ing firft tried in vaia all qndue ways to procure 
moncy, his army of their own accord bcing bcatcn 
in the north^ the lords petitioning^ and th« general 
Voice of the people almoft hifling him and his ill^ 
aiäcd rcgality off the fta^e, compellcd at lengtlj 
both by his wants, and by his fears, upon mer^ 
extrexnity ht fumaioncd this l^ft parliament- And 
how is it ppffiblc thgt he (hpuld willjpgly incline tQ 
parliamcnts, who never was perceired to call thenj 
but.for the grccdy hope of a whöle pational bribe, 
his fubfidies 5 and nevcr loved, never fulfillcd, ne- 
ver promoted the trufr ^d of parliaff^eat?, the re: 
drefs of grieyances ; but ftill put thetn offj ^ncji 
prolonged then^ whether jgratified pr not gratiQed 1 
and was mdeed the author ofall thoie grievances ^ 
To fay thtrefore that he caHed this parliamept of 
bis own choice and inclination, argvces how littl^ 
tnith wc can expeft from the fcquel of this book, 
which ycntures in the vcry firft period to a^Sfronr 
more than one nation with an untruth fo remarks 
able ; and prefumes a more implicit faith in the 
people of England, than the popc ever commanded 
froip theRomilh laity ^ or elfe a naturalfbttilhncls fit 
Ca to 
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to bc abufed and riddcn : While in thc judgment of 
wife men, by laying the foundation of his defencc 
on thc avouchmcnt of that which is fo manifcftly 
untrue, he hath given a worfc foil to his own caufe, 
than when his whole forccs were at any time over- 
thrown. They therefore who think fuch greac fcr- 
vice done to the king's afFairs in publifhing this 
book, will find themfelves in the end miftaken ; if 
fenfe and right mind, or but any mediocrity of 
knowledge and remembrancc hath not quite for- 
faken men, 

But to prove his inclinatiön to parliamcnts, he 
affirms here, " to have always thought the right 
Way of them moft fafc for his crown, and beft 
pleafing to his pcople/* What he thought we 
know not, but that he ever toök thc contrary way, 
we faw 5 and from his own a6Hons we felt long 
ago what lie thought of parliaments or of pleafing 
his people : a ' furcr evidencc than what we hear 
now too late in words. 

' He alledgcs, that " the cäufe of forbearing to 
convene parliariients was the (parks which forne 
men*s diftempers^thcre ftudied to kindle." They 
were indeed not tempered to his temper ; for it 
ncither was the law, nor the ruleby which all other 
tempers were to bc tried ; but they were cfteemcd 
and chofcn for the fitteft men, in thcir fcycral 
counties, to allay and quench thoie diftémpers 

which 
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whkh his own inordinate doing^ had inflamed. 
And if that were his refufing to convene, till thofe 
men had been qualified to his temper, that is to 
fay, his will> we may cafily conjedure what hope 
there was of parliaments, had not ftzt and his in- 
fktiate poverty, in the midft of his exceffive wealth» 
conftrained him. 

*^ He hoped by his fi^eedom and their modera- 
tion to prevent mifunderftandings." And where- 
före not by their freedom and his moderation i Buc 
freedom he thought too high a word for them, åtid 
moderation too mean a word for himfelf : this W4i 
not the way to prevent mifunderftandings. He 
ftill ** feared paflion and prejudice in other men ;'* 
not in himfelf: ** and doubted not by the weight 
of his " own** reafon to counterpoife äny fadion ;*' 
it béing fo eafy for him, and fo frequent, to call 
his obftinacy reafon» and other men's reafon, fac- 
tion. We in the mean while muft believe, that 
wifdom and all reafon came to him by title with his 
erown ; paffion, prejudice, and faAion came to 
others by being fubjefts. 

** He was forry to hcar with what populär heat 
jéleékion» were carricd in many places." Sorry 
rather that court*letters and intimations prevailed 
no more, to divert, or to detcr the people from 
their frec eleftion of thofe men, whom they thought 
bcft affcftcd to rdigion and their country's libcrty, 
C 3 both 
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both at that litnc in dang^r to be loft. And fuch 
men they were, as by thé kingdom were fent to 
ädvife him, not ient to be cavilled at, betaufe 
elééted, or to be entertained by him widi an un* 
dervalue and mifprifion of thcir tcthper, judgment, 
or afFe&ion, In v^in was a pariiament thought fit^ 
teft by the known laws of our nation, to advife and 
regulace uhruly kings, if they, inftead of hearken- 
ing to advice, (houki be peirmitted to tura it ofTs 
and refufe it by vilifying and traducihg their ad* 
tifers, ar by accufing of a populär beot thofe that 
JawfuUy cle<5ted thcm, 

^^ His own and his children's intereft obliged 
him to fcck, and to prdcrvc the lovc and welfarc 
of his fubjeas/* Who doubts it i But the fame 
intereft, commön to all kings, was never yet avail- 
able to make them all feek that, which was indced 
bcft for themfelves and their pofterity. All men 
by thcir own and their childrcn's intereft are obliged 
to honefty and juftice : but hoW little that confide* 
ration works in pri\rate men, how much lefs in 
kings, thcir deeds declare beft. 

*• He intended to oblige botji friends and ene- 
fnies, and to exceed their dcfires, did they but 
|>rctend to any modeft and fbber fenlé i* mift:aking 
the whole bofin^fs of a pariiament ; which met not 
lo reccive from him obligations, but juftice ; nor 
h^ to cxpcft from th^m thcir modcftyi but their 

grave 
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graivé adnrice^ utteredwith freedom in the pubtic. 
caufe* l^is talk pf modeftjr in their deikts of the 
commoa wdfiure, argues hicr^ not much to. faajve 
xmåttOw^ wbac hc had to grant* who mifconc^ived 
fo much the nature of wbat they had to defire* 
And for " fober fenfe/*^ the expreflion was loo 
mean, and rccoils with as much diflionour upon 
himfelf, to be a king where Ibbcr fcnfe could pof^ 
fibly be fö wanting in a parKament, 

** The pdium and ofFcnces which forne men^s ri* 
gour, or reniiflhcis in church and ftate, had con- 
trafted upon his govcfnment, he refolved to hävc 
expiated with bctter laws and regulatiöns.** And 
yet the worft of mifdemeanors conmiittcd by the 
worft of all bis favourites in the height of thcir do- 
minion, whether afts of rigor or remiffnefs, he 
hath fropi tiipe to tinie cpntinued, owned, and 
taken up(pin himfelf by public declarations, as oftcn 
as the clergy> or any öther of his inftrumcnts felt 
diemfclvcs over-hurdcned ^ith the peoplc's hatred. 
And who kaows not the fuperftitiou^ rigour of his 
Sunday^s chapel, and the licentious remiffnefs of his 
Sunday's the^tr? j apcompanicd witk that reverend 
ftatute for D^njinjcal jigs^ and n?aypoles^ publifhed 
in his own name, and derired from the example of 
his f^ther J^pes ? Which tcftifies all that rigor in 
fuperftition, aU thftt remiffiiefs in rcUgion to havp 
iffited Ottt originally from his own houfe, and from 

C 4 ^^^ 
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his own authority. Much rather then may thofé 
general miicarriages in ftate, his. proper fphere, be 
imputed to no other perfon chiefiy thän to lumfelf* 
And V9hich of all thofe opprelfiveaAs or impofitiom 
did he ever. difclaim or difavow, till the fatal awi$. 
of this parliament hung ominoiffly över him ? Yet 
l»ere he fmoothly fecks to wipe off all the envy of 
his evil gpvernment upon hisfubftjtqtcs and under- 
officers; and promiies, thpugh much too late, what 
wpnders hp purppfed tphave donc in the reform.ing 
of religion; a work wher^in all his undertakings 
Ijcretofore declare him to havc had little or no 
jiidgment: Neither could his breeding, or his 
courfe of lifc acquaint him with a thing lo Ipiritual. 
Which may well aflure us what kind of reformation 
wc could expeft from him ; either fpme politic 
form of an impofed religion, or elfe perpetual vex* 
ation and perfecufion to all thpfe that complied 
not with fuch a form, The like amendment he 
promifcs in ftate ; not a ftep further " than reafon 
^* and confcience told him was fir to be delired ;** 
wilhing " he had kept within thofe bounds, • and 
not iuffered his pwn judgment to have been over- 
born in föme things," of which things éne was the 
Earl of StrafFord*s exccutipn.. And what fignifies 
all this, but that ftill his refolution was the fame, 
to fet up an arbitrary government of his own, and 
^hat all Brirain was to be tied and chained to the 

conicience, 
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conrdence^ judgment, and reafon of one man ; as 
if thofe gifts had been only his peculiar and prero^ 
gativc, intailed upon him with his fortune to be a 
king ? Whenas doubdds no man fo obftinate, or 
fd much a tyrant, buc profefles to be guided by 
that which he calls his reafon and his judgment» 
tfao' never fo corrupted ; and.pretends alfo his con- 
icience. In the mean while, for any parliament or 
the whole nation to have either reafon, judgment, 
or confcience, by this rule was altogether in vain^ 
if it t^warted the king^s will ; which was eafy for 
him to call by any other plaufible name. He bim- 
felf batb many times acknowledged to have no right 
över US hut by law ; and by tbe fame law to govern 
US : but law in a free nation batb been ever fublic 
reafon j tbe ^näiled reafon of a farliament ; wbicb be 
denying Tto enaU^ denies to govern us by tbat wbicb 
ougbt to be our law \ interpojing bis pwn private res- 
fony wbicb to us is no law. And thus wc find thefc 
fair and fpecious promifes, made upon the expc- 
rience of many härd fufFcrings, and his moft mor* 
tified retirements, being thoroughly fiftcd, to con- 
tain nothing in thcm much difFcrcnt from his for- 
mer prafticcs, fo crofs, and fo averfe to all his 
parliaments, and both the nations of this ifland. 
What fruits they could in likelihood have produccd 
in his rcftoremcnt, is obvious to any prudent forc- 
fight, 

And 
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And this is the fubftance of bis firft feftion, tiU 
we come to the devout of it, moddlcd into the 
form of a private pfaltcr. Which they who fo much 
admire, eitberfar the maåtir or tbetfumner^ may as 
wdl admire the archbifhop^s late bceviary, and many» 
other as good Manuals and Hand-maids of Devo- 
tion, the lip-work of cvery prclatical liturgift, clapt 
togcther and quilted out of fcripture-phrafe, with 
as much cafe, and as little nccd of chriftian dili- 
gence or judgment, as belongs to the compiling of 
any ordinary and falcable piece of Englifh divinity 
that the (hops value. But he who from fuch a 
kind of pfalmiftry, or any other verbal devotiont 
without the pledge and earnefl: of fuitable deeds, 
can be perfuaded of a zeal and true rjghteoufnefs in 
the perfon, hath much yet to learn^ and knows not 
that the dcepeft policy of a tyrant hath been ever 
tocounterfeit religious. And Ariftotle in bis po- 
liticshath mentioned that fpecial craft amorig twelve 
other tyrannical Sophifms. Neither want we ex- 
amples : Andronicus Comnenusthe Byzantine em- 
peror, though a moft cruel tyrant, is reported by 
Nicetas to have been aconftant reader of St, Paulus 
epiftles ; and by continual ftudy bad fo incorpo- 
rated the phrafe and U:ile of that tranfcendent apoftle 
into all bis familiar letters, that the imitation feemed 
to vie with the original, Yet this availed not to 
deccive the people of that empire, who notwitb- 

ilanding 
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(tanding hts faint^s vizard, tore btm tp pieces for 
his tyranny. From ftories of thb nature both an* 
cicnt and modern which abound, tbe poets alfo, and 
fon^e Englilb, bave been in this point fo mindful 
of decorum, as to put never morc pious words in 
the mouth of any perfon, than of a tyrant. I {hall 
not inftance an abftrufe author, wherein the king 
might be lefs conYerfant, but one whom we wel} 
knowwas the clofet companion oftheié his Ibli- 
tudes, Wm. Sbakefpeare ; who introduces thé per- 
fon of Richard the III. fpeaking in as high a ftrain 
of piety and mortification as is uttered in any paf^ 
fage of this book, and fometimes to the fame fenfe 
and purpofe with forne words in this place 5 " I in* 
" tcnded," faithhc, "notonlytoobligemyfriends, 
" but my cnemies.*' The like faith Richard, Aft 
II. Scene i. 

I do not know that Engliihman alive, 
With whom my foul is any jot at odds, 
More than the infant that is born to*night; 
1 thank my God for my humility. 

Other ftufF of this fort may be read throughout 
the whole tragedy, wherein the poet ufed not much 
liccnce in dcparting from the truth of hiftory, which 
delivers him a deep difTembler, not of his afiec- 
tions only, but of religion. 

In 
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In praying thercforc, and in the outward work of 
devotion, this king we fee hath not ät all exceedeil 
the worftof kings before him, But herein the worft 
of kings, profcffing Chriftianifm, have by far ex- 
cceded him. Thcy, for aughtwe know, have ftill 
prayed their own, or at Icafl borrowed from fit au- 
thors. But. this king, not contcnt with that which, 
aithough in a ching holy, is no holy theft, to attri- 
bute tohis own making other men*s whole prayers, 
hath as it were unhallowed and unchriftened the 
very duty of prayer itfelf, by borrowing to a chrif- 
tian ufe prayers offered to a héathen g9d. Who 
would have imagined fo little fcar in him of the 
true all-feeing deity, fo little revcrence of the Holy 
Ghoft, whofe office is to diftate and preferlt our 
chriftian prayers, fo little care of truth in his laft 
words, or honour to himfelf, or to his friends, or 
fenfe of his afflidions, or of that fad hour which 
was upon him, as immediately before his death to 
pop into the hand of that gravé bifhop who attended 
him, for a fpccial relique of his faintly exercifes, a 
prayer ftolen word for word from the mouth of a 
heathen * woman praying to a heathen god ; and that 
in no ferious book, butthevain amatorious poem of 
Sir Philip Sidney^s Arcadia; a book in that kind 
full of worth and wit, but among religious thoughts 
and ducies not worthy to be named ; nor to be read

at 
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at ahy time without good caution, much lefs in tlme 
of trouble and afÖiftion to be a chriftian*s praycr- 
book. *They who areyet incredulous ofwhatl teU tbém 
for a truib^ t hat t bis pbilippic prayer is na pari of i be 
iing^s goods^ may fatisfy tbeir own eyes at leifure^ in 
tbe ^d book of Sir Philips s Arcaäia^' p. 248. cm* 
paring Pamela*s prayer with tbe firft prayer of bi^ 
majefiyy delivered to Dr. Juxton immedtately heforå bis 
• deatb^ and entitled a Prayer in time ofCaptivity^ printed 
in all tbe beft editions of bis book. And fince tbere

, zard idol, fit to hefo ferved and worfbipped in r^er- 

Jiony witb tbe polluted orts and refufe of Arcadias and 

Romancesy witbout hcing able to difcern tbe affront ra^ 

tber 
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4ber than tbe worjhip offucb an etbnic frayer. BiU 
Jeaving wbat migbt juftly h cffenfive to God^ it zoof 
u trtjpafs alfo more tban ufud ugainft buman rigbt^ 
wbicb commmds tbatevery autber Jbould bave tbe fr9- 
perty of bis own work re/ervc^ to him af ter deaib of 
well as living. Many frinces bave ieen r^crous tu 
laying taxei m tbeir fubjeSs iy tbe bead^ btti of aeff 
Åing beretofore tbat made a levy upon tbeir wit^ and 
fiized it as bis own iegitimate^ I bave not whom h^de 
to ii^ance. Tj^Msit is^ I lookedratber to bavefound 
him gkaning out of books written purpofely to belp de- 
votion* And if in itkelibooå be bave borrowed nnub 
mört out of prayer-books tban out of pafioralsy tben 
wé thefe painted featber^^ 4bat fet bim off fo gay 
among tbe people, to be tbougbtfew or none of tbem bis 
awn. But if from bis . divines be baive borrowed 
notbingi notbing out ofall tbe magazine^ and tbe rbeum 
of tbeir mellifiMous prayers and meditations^ let tbem 
wbo now mournfor Um as for Tamuz^ tbem wbo bowl 
in tbeir pulpits^ and by tbeir howUng declare tbemfelves 
rigbt wolvesy remember and confider in tbe midft of 
tbär bideous faces^ wben tbey do only nat cut tbeir fkfi> 
for bim Wte tbofe ruefulpriefts whom EUjsb mocked\ 
tbat be wbo was once tbeir Abab^ now tbeir Joftab^ 
^bougbfégmng outwafdif toreverehce cburebmen^ yet 
'herebatbfo extremelyfet at nongbt botb tbem and tbeir 
^raying faculty^ tbat being at a lofs bimfelf wbat to 
•pray in eap^iiHty^ be eonfulted neitber mtb she liturgy^ 
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mr witb tbe direSory^ hut negléHing the huge fafåell 
of all their boneycomb devctions^ ivent direSily wbere 
be douhted not to find httter praying to bis mind witb 
Pamela^ in tbe Ccuntejfes Arcadia. Wbat greattr 
-én-gument of dijgrace and ignominy could ba^oe been 
tbromnwitb cunning upon tbe wbole clergy^ tban tbat 
(be king among all bis priejlery^ and all t bo/e number^ 
lefs volumes of their tbeologieal dijiillationsy notmeeting 
witb oneman or book of tbat coat tbat could hefriénd 
bim witb a prayer in captivity^ wds forced to rob 
Sir Pbilip and bis captive fhepberdefs of tbeir beatben 
erifons^ to fupply in any fafhion bis miferable indigence^ 
not ofbread hut of a ftngle prayer to God? Ifay tbere^ 
före notofbready for tbat want may befall a gooå 
man^ andyet not make bim totally mtferablei hut be wbo 
wants a prayer to befeecb God in bis neceffity^ *tis in-- 
exprefftble bow poor be is ; far poorer witbin bimfelf 
tban all bis enemies can make bim. And tbe unfitnefsy 
tbeindecency of tbat pitiful fupply wbicb befougbty ex- 
freffes yet furtber tbe deepnefs of bis poverty. 

Thus much be faid in general to his prayers/and 
in fpecial to that Arcadian prayer ufed in his cap- 
tivity } enough to undeceivc us what eftcem wc are 
to fet upon the refl:. 

For be certainly wbofe mind could ferve bim tofeek 
a cbriftian prayer out of a pagan legend^ and affume it 
for bis own^ migbt gatber up tbe refi God knows from 
wbence\ oneperbaps out of tbe Frencb Afiraa^ amr 

tber 
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tber tmt oftbt Spanifij Diana ; Amaäs and Palmerin 
could hardly ^Jcape bim. Sucb a ptrf$n wt may be 
pir t bad it not in bim to make a .prayer of bis own^ or 
at leafi would excufe bimfelf tbe pains and €ofi of bis^ 
iinjentionyfa kng asfucbfweetRbapfodiesofbeatbenifm 
and knigbi errantry could yield bim prayers. How dif- 
bowmrabU tben^ and bow unwortby of a cbrifiian king^ 
were tbuft ignoble fhifts t/>feem boly and to get afaint- 
fbip among tbe ignorant and wretcbed petipk \ t$ draw 
tbem by tbis deception^ worfe tban all bis former inju-^ 
ries, to go a wboring af ter bim ? And bow unbappy^ 
bow forfook ofgracCy and unbeloved of God tbat peo- 
ple wlfQ refoive to know no more ofpiety or ofgoodnefsy 
tban to account bim tbeir cbief faint and martyr ^ wbofe 
hankrupt devotion camenot bonejily by bis veryprayers\ 
bnt baving fbarked themfrom tbe moutb of a beatben 
V^orJbippeTy (detejiabk to teaab bim prayers !) fold 
tbem to tbofe wbo ftopd and banoured bim next to tbe 
Mejfiab^ äs bis own beavenly compofnians in adverfity^ 
fur bopes no lefs vajn and prefumptuous (and deatb at 
tbat timefo imminent upon bim) tban by tbefe goodly: 
relics to be beldafaint and martyr in opinion.wtbtbe. 
cbeated people I 

And thus far in the whok chapter we have feca 
and confidercd, and it cannot but be clear to all 
men,- how, and for what cnds, what concernmcnts 
^d ncceOities, the late king wa$ no way ioduced,; 
h«t cvcf y way conftrained to call this laft parliament ^. 
... P yet 
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yec hcirc in Hi3 firft prayer he trettlbics ibk to avoocb 
as in the ears of iSod, ^^ That he did it with an up^ 
light intention t© his ^ly, and fais pcöpfc*s good :'* 
of which dreadfui atteftation how fincerel^ meaht. 
God, to whom it m% avowöj, canonjyjudge; and 
he hath judged aljeady, and hath written his im- 
partiai fentence in charafters Icgiblé to all chrillen-r 
dom ; and befides hath taught us, that therc be 
forne, whom he hath given över to delufion, whofc 
very mind and confcience is dcfiled ; of whom St. 
Paul to Titiis makes mention. 

II. Upon the Earl gE Strafford's Death. 

TH I S ncxt chaptcr is a pcnitcnt confeffion of 
the king, and the ftrangeft, if it be well 
weighed, that e ver /Was aiiricular. . Fdr he rcpents 
here of giving his confent, though moft unwillingly^j 
to the moft feafonable and folemn picee of jufticc 
that had been done of many ycars in the land : but 
his fole confcience thought the contrary. And thus 
was the wclfarc, the fafety, and within a little, the 
unanimous demand of three populous nations to 
have attended ftill pn the fingulärity pf pne man'§ 
opinionated confcience ; if men h^d always been 
fo tame and fpiritlefs, and had not unexpeftedly 
found the grace to underftand, that if his confci- 
ence were fo narrow and peculiar to itfelf, it was nqt 
^ ' " ' - ' fit 
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$t his aiM^ity ihould fae fb imple and univer&l 
orcr ötfaers : forcertainly a private confcience forts 
not with a public calling, but declares that perlbn 
ratfaer meant hj sature for a private fortuse. And 
ithis aUb we may takefor trui^b, tbat he whofe confci* 
ence thinks it fin to put to death acapital Oaonder, 
wtllasoftthink it meritorioi^stokill a righteous per- 
fon. But let m hear what the fin was tbat lay fo fore 
.%iponIum; and, as m^^hisprayers given to Dr. 
Juxon teffifies, to the very day of bis dcath, it was 
bis fignir^ the bill of Straffi>rd's execution : a man 
whom all men iooked upon as one of the boldeft 
and moR, impetuous inftrutnents that f be king bad» 
to advaace any violent or illegal delign. He bad 
ruled Ireland and forne parts of England, in an ar- 
bitrary manner 5 bad endcavoured to fubvert fun- 
damental Iftws, to fubvert parliaments, and to in- 
cenfe the king againft tfaem ^ be bad alfo endea- 
voured to make boftility between England and 
Scotland z be bad counfelled the king to call över 
that Irifh army of papifts, whicb be. bad cun- 
ningly raifcd, to reduce. England, as appeared ty 
good teftimony tben prefent at the coi>fultation : 
forwhichj andmanyothercrimesalledged and proved 
againft him in twenty-eight artides, he was con- 
demned of bigh treafon by the parliament. The 
commons by far the greater number caft him ; 
the lords, after they bad been fatisficd in a full dif- ^ 

Dz courfc 
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courfe by thc king's folicitor, and the opinions o( 
many judgés delivered in their houfe, agreed like- 
wifc to tlic fentcnce of trqafon. The pcople uni- 
vcrfally cricd outfor juftice, Nonc wcre his friends 
but courtiers and clcrgymcn, the worft at that timc^ 
and moft corrupted fort of men 5 and court lädies, 
nöt thc beft of women ; who when they grow ta 
that infolence as to appear aftive in ftate-affairs, 
are the certain fign o£a diflblute, degenerate, and pur 
filanimous common-wealth. Laft ofall the king, 
or rather firft, for thefe wcre but his apes, was not 
fatisfied in confcience to condemn him of high trea- 
fon ; and declared to bbth houfes, " That no fears 
or refpeds whatfoever fhould make him aher that 
refolution founded upon his confcience:** either 
then his refolution was indeed not founded upon 
his confcience, or his confcience received better in- 
formation, or elfe both his confcience and this his 
ftrong refolution ftrook fail, notwithftanding thefe 
glorious words, to his ftrongcr fear: for witbin a 
few days after, when the judges at a privy council; 
and four of his elefted bifliops had picked the thorn 
out of his confcience, he was at length perfuaded 
to fign thc bill for StrafFord's execution. And yet 
perhaps that it wrung his confcience to condemn 
the earl of high trcafon is not unlikely ; not becaufe 
he thought him guiltlefs of higheft treafon, had 
half thofe crimes been committed againft his own 

private 
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private irttereft or pcffon, as appcared plainly by his 
charjge ägåinft the fix members ; but bccaufe he 
kncw himfelf a principal in what the earl was buc 
his acceflbry, and thought nothing treafon againft 
the common-wcalth, but againft himfelf Orily. 

Had he rcally fci4ipled to feritcnce that for trea- 
fon which hé thought not treafonable^ wl^ did he 
feem refolved by the judges artd the bifhops? and- 
if by thcm refolved, hbw cötnes the fcruple hcre- 
again f It wås Hot then, as he now pretchds, ^* The 
hnportunities of forne, and thié fear of many/* 
iJ^hich made him figri, but the fatisfaÄi^n given him 
by thoie judges and ghoftly fathers of his own 
chufing. Which of him Ihall tre believc ? for hc 
feems not öhé, but double ; either here we muft ' 
nöt believc him profefling that his fatisifaÄion was 
but feemingly received and out of fear, or elfe wc 
may as well believe that the fcruplé was no feäl- 
fctuple, as ive can believe him here againft himfelf» 
before, thät the fatisfadion theh received was no" 
rcal fatisfadbioii. Of fuch a variäble and fteeting 
d5n(cieiice$ what hold can be taken ? But that in- 
deed it was a facil confcience, atid coulddiflemble 
fatisfadtion wheri it pfeafed, hisownenfuing adions* 
declared; beingfoon after found tö have achicf hand ^ 
in a moft detefted confpiracy againft the pärliamertt 
and kingdom, as by letters and examinations of 
Bsrcy, Goring, and other confpirators came t6 Ugbt; 
D 3 that

that his intention was to refcue the earl of Scraflbrd» 
by feizing on the Tower of London ; to bring up 
the Engliih army oat of the North, joinéd witb 
eight thoufand IrUfa papifts raifed by Stpaflford, and 
a French army to be knded at Portlkiouth againft 
the parliamcnt and cheir friends. For which pnr- 
pofecheking^ thoug)» sequefted by botb bouie$^ 
to di(band thofe kiib PapUls, refufed to do it> and) 
kepfi them ftill ia arms to bis own purpofes. No 
nurvel theis i£ being as deejjdy criminoufli as the 
earl hicnfelf, it ftun^ iis con&ience te adjudge ta^ 
dearh thofe miftleeds where<^ himfelf had been the 
chief aaithor : no marvel though inftead of tdaming; 
and deceftingi bi&acnfaltion^his evil cotmfeli his v^ 
oknce and oppreflion of the peoplev he fall to praiie 
hisgreat atnlities^ and wltb fcholaftic äourifliesbe^ 
neätb the decency of a king, compares him to the 
Sun^ which in all figwrative ufe and fignigcaace^ 
bttars äJluiioft t4) a kmg,. not to a! fubjeél: no mar- 
veli thougb he knit contracfidions as clofe as woid»; 
can he togcther, " not appröviitg in his judgment,*** 
and yet approving in kis fub&qu^nt reafon ^ ehat 
Strafford dld,. as ". driven by the neceffity of tiifies^ 
and the tempcr of that peopk;** for (his exeuldh 
all his mtfdemeaAoa^s : Laftly^ ng ma^el thftt hö 
gpc9 ori buikiing noany fair and pious conclufions^ , 
upoD falfe and wicked premifes, which deceivt thé 
coBbmon^ ceadei^ n^t wdH di&erfiing ihft antipathy 
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fef foch C(Mine>:k>ns : biit this is thc marvel, ancj 
may be the aftoniflimcnt of all that have a confci- 
fcnce, how hc diirft iri thc fight of God fand with 
thc fame words of cöritririöri wherewith David rc- 
pents the murdcrJrtg of Uriah) repent his lawful 
fcortipliaficé tö thät juft aft of fiot favirtg himi, whom 
he ougbt to havé deKvered upl tö fpeedy punilh- 
menti tkdiigh hiÉnfclf thc guilticr ofthctwo; If 
ihe dced were fö fiiiful to häve plut to déath fo great 
ä niålefåAör, it ^oiild have taken mtich doubtlcfs 
from the hcäviriefe of hiS fin, tö haVe told God in 
hii cofifellion, hoW he labouréd, what dark plots he 
had cöhtiived, into what a league critred, and with 
what confpiratdrs ägaiiiil his jparliament and king- 
dom$, to havé réfcued fi-om the elaim of juftice fb 
liotablc ahdfodearah irtftrUtnent of tyrahny 5 which 
Would have been a ftory, no doubt, as pleafmg in ^ 
the cart öf Heäveri, as all thefe equivocal repen- 
tarices; For ic was feär^ arid nothing elfe, which 
made hini feign both the fcruple and the fatisfaétion 
öf his confciénce, that is tofay, of his mind : his 
firft feaf pretended confcienee, that he might be 
bome with tö refufe fignirig j his latter fear being 
ttiore ttrgexit, made him find a eonfcience both to 
fign^ arid tö be fatisfied. As for repentance, it 
came not oii him till a long time after j when he 
faw " he couW have fuffered nothing more, though 
hfe had deftied that Brll;"^ För höw coiild he under- 
D 4 ftandingly 
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ftandingly repent of lecting that be treaKbn, ^^hich 
the parliament and whole nation fo judged ? Thia 
was that which repented him, to havc given up ta 
juft punilhmentfo ftout a chanapion of his defigns, 
who might have been fo ufcful to him in hisfoUow- 
ing civil broils. It was a worldly repentance, not a 
confcientious; or elfe it was a ftrange tyranny which 
his confciencc had got över him, to vex him like 
an evil fpirit for doing one aft of juftice, and by 
that means to '• fortify his refolution" from cver 
doing fo any n?ore. That mind muft needsbc ir- 
recoverably depraved, which either by chance or im- 
portunity, tafting but once of one juft deed, fpatters' 
at it, and abhors the relifli ever aftcr. Tp the- 
fcribes and pharifees, woe wasdenounccd by our Sa-; 
viour, for ftraining at a gnat and fwallowing a ca-, 
mel, tbough a gnat were to be ftrained at : But to> 
a confcience with whom one good deed is fo härd. 
to päfs down as to endanger almoft a choaking, and 
bad deeds without number, though as big and bulky . 
as the ruin of three kingdoms, go down currently. 
without ftraining, certainly a far greater woe ap-: 
pertains. If* his confcience were come to that un- 
natural dyfcrafy, as to digeftpoifon and to keck at. 
wholefome food, it was not for the parliament, or 
ainy of his kingdoms to feed with him any longer. 
Which to conceal he would perfuade us that the par- 
liament aljTo in thcir confciencc cfcapcd not " forne; 

touches 
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touches of remorfe ** for putting Strafford tö 
dcath, in forbidding it by an after-a6t to be a pre- 
cedent for the future. But in a faircr conftrudlion^ 
that aét implied rather a defire in them to pacifjr 
the king*s mind, whom thty perccived by this 
means quite alicnatcd : in the mean whilc not ima- 
gining that thiis aftcr-aft fhould be retorted on them 
to tie up juftiée for the time to come upon like oc- 
cafion, whether this wcrcmade a precedent or not, 
ho more than the want of fuch a precedent, if it 
had bcen wanting, had becn available to hinder 
this. 

But how likely is it that this after-aft argucd in 
the parlian^cnt their leaft repentingfor the death of* 
Strafford, when it argucd fo little in the king him- 
fclf: who notwithftanding this after-aft, which' 
had his own hand and concurrence, if not his own 
inftigatibn, within the fame year accufed of high 
treafon no lefs than fix membcrs at once for the 
lame pretcnded crimes ^hich his confcicnce would* 
not yicid to think treafonable in the earl : So that' 
this his fubtle argument to faften a repenting, and 
by that means a guiltinefs of Strafford's death upon' 
the parliament, concludes upon his own head ; 
and fhews US plainly that either nothing in his judg* , 
ment was treafon againil the commonwcalth,' but 
only ^gainft the king's perfon 5 (a tyrannical prin* 
ciplel) or that his confcience was a perverfe and' 
I. . / prevaricating 
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tnonwéalth ibould puaiih for treafoixom in on&emih^ 
nent dSeiider, that wbich hé hinfetf fouglit fo ve-^ 
iieméntly to have punifhed i& fix guätlds pérfoÅs^ 
If this werc " that t(nich of confcience which he 
bore ivith greater regret'* thaa foir any fin cöinaiit^* 
ted iii his life» whether ii were that prodttory aid 
fent to Rochel and religioxi abroad» or that prodn 
gality of fiieding blood at bome, to a Aiillion of 
bis fubje£ts lives not yained in comparifön of one 
StFaSbrd i we iiiay confiderf yet at laft, wKat truo 
fenfe and feeling could be in that confcience, and 
wfaat fitnels to be the mafter-confcience of threé 
kingdoms. 

But the reafoh why he labours that we ihould 
take notice of fo much ^' tenderne& and regret ii^ 
his foul for having any hand in Stra0brd's death/' 
is worth the marking €'cr we cohclude : " He 
hoped it woald be fornt evidenee before God and 
man to all poftericy, that he wa^s ht ftom bearii^ 
that väft load and guiU of blood" Uid v^on himf 
by others : Which hath the bk«n«fs of a fabdc 
dillimulation ; bewailing the blo^é of <mé mauf» 
his coinnf>odioi}$ inftrun^eot» pvt to. death mofl 
judly, tbofiig^ bjr him iinwiiBtigly^ that we might 
think him toa tender to flied wttiingly the blood of 
thofe thoofaods, whom hc couinted febeis. And 
thus by dipping volumarily his fii^ors tnd^ ye£ 
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whh fliew af great remorfe, iaz the blood of Stvaf- 
fordy whereof all men dear faåaa, he thinks to 
fcape that fea of innocent blood whercla his own 
gjoik iiievitaUy hath ptunged him all över. Änd 
we may well percetye to what eafy fatisfaftions and 
purgations hc hath inurcd bia fecvet conlcicnceir 
who tbougbt by fuch weak polkies and oftentatioot 
as thefe, to g^n belief and abfolsmon from under*^ 
ftanding men. 

III. Upon hift gdng to the Honfe of Commons. 

/""^Onocrning his uncxculable and hoftife marchf 
^■^^ from the court to the houfe of commonsy 
therc nceds not much be faid ; for hc confeflcs it 
to be an a£i: whkh moft men, y^hom he calls ^^ hisr 
enemics," cricd Ihame upon> " indifFercnt men 
grew jealous of and fearful, and many of his friends- 
relentcd, as a motion arifing rather from paflioa 
than rcafon:'* He himfclf, in one of his anfwcrs ta 
both houfcs^ made profcflion to be convinced that 
it was a plain breach of thcir privilcge ; yet here 
like a rottcn building newly trimmed över, he rc- 
prefents it fpecioufly and fraudulcndy, to imppfc 
upon the fmiple readcr ; and feeks by finopth and 
fopple words not hcre only, but through his whole 
book, to nwke fome bcncficial ufe or othcr even of 
his worll mifcarriages. 

*« Thefe 
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** Thefc men," faith he, mcaning his fricnds/ 
•' knew not the jiift motives artd pregnant ground^ 
with which I thought myfelf fumifh^d ;" to wit; 
againft the five members whom he cåme to dra^ 
^ oiit of the houfe. His beft friends indecd knew 
Bot, nör cöuld ever* know his motives to fuch a 
fiotous aft -, and had he himfelf known any joft 
grounds, he was not ignorant how mucK it rhight 
have tended tohis juftifying, had he named theni 
in this place, and not concealed them. But fup- 
pofe them real, fUppofe théih krlowh, what wis 
this to that violatioa and difhonour put tipon the 
lyhole houfe» whofe very door forcibljr kept open/ 
änd all the paflagcs ncar it hé befet witK fwords and 
piftols cocked and nienaced in the hands of abqut 
three hundred fwaggerers and rufEäns, who but 
cxpefted, nay audibly callcd for, the word of on- 
fet to begin a flaughter ? 

" He had difcovered, as he thought, unlawful 
correfpondencies which they had ufcd, and engage-^ 
ments to embroil his kingdoms," and remembers 
not his own unlawfial correfpondencies and conlpi- 
racies with the Irifh army of papifts, with the 
French to land at Portfmouth, and his tampéring' 
both with the Englifli and Scots army to cöme up 
againft the parliament : the leaft of which attémpts 
by whomfpever, was no lefs than maniféft treafonf 
againft tjic commonwcalth. 

If 
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If to demand juftice on the five members were 
bis pka, for that which tbey. with more reafoa. 
Oiight bave demanded juftice ypon bim (I ufe hit^ 
own argument) there needed not fo rough aflif- 
tance. If be had " rcfolycd to bcar tbat repulfe 
witb parienpc," vhich bis queen by ber words tq 
him at bU return litt|e tbougbt be would bave 
dpne, wherefore did hp provide ^gainft it witb fuph 
an armed and uqufual force i but bis beart ferved 
bun not to undergo tbe bazard tbat fucb a defpe- 
fäte ff ufile would bave brought hioi to. But: 
wbereforp did be ^go at all* it bebpving biqi tq 
kiiow tbere were two ftatutes tbat declared be 
pught firft to baye acquainted the parliament, wbq 
were the accufcrs, which be refufed to do, though 
ftill profefling to governby law, and ftill jjuftifying 
bis attempts againft law ? And when be faw it was 
not permittedhim to attaint them but ty a fair 
trial, as was offered him from time to time, for 
want of juft matter which yet neyer came to lighti 
be let the bufinefs fall of bis own accord ; and all 
thofe Pregnancies and juft Motives came tö juft 
poihing. . 

" He had no temptation of difplcafure or re- 
yenge againft thofe men:** None but what he 
thirfted to cxccute upon them, for the conftant 
oppofition which they made againft bis tyrannous 
proccedings, and the lovc and reputation which 

they 
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idiejr therefore (i$m1 ^uaoiig che peopk s A»/ fiK^ im- 
meiiately^ får tkat fbey nere ftipfoféd ihe cbief iy 
tffbofi cSivity tb9fe iwehe proiefiing iifiaps %pere iut 
fl weejsr iefore cammHei /^ i1>e Towér. 

" He mift btjt little to haw producci writfega 
|tindcrfomctnctt'<st>wn hands.** 3ut yet hc nrift^ 
thoogh tbeir chanAers, titinks, and ftudies wece 
feated up and fcarchcd ; yct not fonnd ginky. 
^* Proyidence wouM not have it fo.'* <?ood JPro- 
iade;nce ! tfaat ctn^s t!te raging^pitnid meparc^, 
as wcll as öf mad multitudcs, ^ Yct hc inrantcd 
not futh probabffitics'' (for his pregnant is come 
nowto probable) ^ as werc fofficient to raife jea- 
loufies in any kin^s heart :■ * And thus his preg- 
nant motiyes are at laft proved n^thing bijt a tyni- 
pany, or a queen Mary's cufliion 5 for in any 
ki^g's heart, as kings go now, i?i^hat ihadowy 
conceit or groundlefs toy will not creatc a jear 
lowfy ? 

" That he had defigncd to affault thc houfc of 
commons/* taking God to witnefe, he utterly de- 
nies ; yet in his anfwer to thc city, maintains that 
•* any courfc of violence had been very jqftifiabk/* 
A«d we may then guefs how far it was froin hi$ 
defign : However, ic difcovcred in him an cycet 
five eagernefs to be avenged on them that crofled 
him ; and that to have his will, he ftood not to do 
things nevcr fo much below him. What a be- 

coming 
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fioaång fight tc "wu^ to fec the kiiig c£En^^é 
one !«lliie in thé boufe of commons» and by and by 
in the Gttildhali amoog the liveries a^ tnanu&c^ 
tums, proftcfiting {o gveedOjr the track of five ot 
Ax Atå fubjcl^ 1 himfdf not tiie foUicitor only fout 
the i^fivat^ and ^ Äppafitor ofhi^ own partial 
caufeJ Åf\d althpqgh in his adfwers to the parliar 
mentf he hatb ^confcflcd^ firft that his manner of 
pro&cttlion wasilkgai, next ^^ that as he once con« 
jceived he had ^Fpund enough to accufe them, fa 
at length äiat he fbund a$ good^rauié to defert any 
pfp^utioa of them V - yet hene he ieems to r eveiie 
aU, dnd'^atnft piomife tak€s ixp hi$ oU defeited 
aocufttioii, that he might have ibwething to exr 
pjjfc hkn&lf, iofttfad of giying dpe reparation, 
which be alwäys refufod to give them» whom he 
had fo dHhonoisfed, 

f * That I iwtrtt," ftiA he of his going tq the 
honfe of ootncnoii^, ^^ åttended ivith ibme gentle*- 
mcn;'' Gentlemen indeed ! the ragged infantry of 
ftews, and brothels ; the ipawn and flupwreck of 
tovems and dicing-hou^rs : and then he pleads, '* it 
itos no unwonted thii^ for the noajefly and fafety 
of a king to be fo åttended, elpecially in difcon- 
teiitcd times.*' An iÄuftrious majcfty no doubt, 
fo attendcd ! a becoming fafety for the king of 
England, placed in the fiddity of fuch guards and 
fAampions ! happy times, when braves and hack- 

fters. 
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fters, th/e onlycöntented mcmbcrs of his goréra** 
ipént, wcrc thoyghtthc fittcftand.thcfaithfuHdttO; 
defend his perfon againft the difcöntents of a parlia^ 
jncnt and allgood men ! Wcre thofe the chofcn cnes 
to " preferve reveirence tohinij-* while he entered 
^' unaflured,'^ and full öf fufpitions, into hisgreat 
and faithful counfel i Let God then and the world 
jodge, whethér the caufé were not hi his own guilty 
and unwarrantabledoings : The houfe of commoni 
ixpon feveral examinations' of this bufinefs, declared 
i% fufficiently proved, that the coming of thofe foI-- 
diers, papifts and others with the king, was to 
tiake away forne of their membérs, and in cafe of 
oppofition or denial, to bavg fiällen upon the houfe- 
u\ a hoftile mannen This the king hcre denies;t 
adding a fearful impr^cation againft his own lifc,' 
" if he purpofed any violence or oppreffion againft^ 
the innocent, then^" faith he, ^^ let the eneriiy 
perfccute my foul, and tread my lifc to the groundj 
and lay my honqur in the duft/' What needthen^ 
more difputiög ? He appealed to God*s tribunal, 
and behold ! God hath judged ånd doné to him ia 
the fight of all men according to th^ verdifl: of hi$' 
Qwn mowth : To b? a warning i;o all king$ hcre-; 
aftpr, how they u(? prefumptuoufly the words and: 
proteftations of David, without the fpirit and <:Qn- 
fcience of David. And the king's admircrs tnay 
herc fce their madneft, to miftake this bpftjc for a 

monument 
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tnonuinent of his worth and wifdom, whenas in- 
deed k is his Doömfday-Book ; nöt like thac of 
William xhc Nortnan his pfcdeccflbr, but the re- 
cord and memorial of his condemnation ; and dif- 
covers whatcver hath bcfallen him, to havc bccn 
haftened on from divinc juftice by the rafh and in- 
confidieratc appeal of his own Hps. ' But what eva- 
fions, what pretences, thöugh nevcr fo unjuft and 
cmpty, will he refufe in ftiartcf^ mofc unknown, 
and more involved in the miils and irttricacies of 
ftate, who, rathcr than not juftify himfelf in a 
thing fo generally odious, can flatter his intcgrity 
with fuch frivolous cxcufes againft the manifefl; 
diflent of all men, whcther cnemies, neutcrs, or 
friends. Buc God and his judgmen^s have not 
bcen mocked ; and gödd men may well perceive 
what a diftance thcre was ever like to be bctwcen 
him and his parliament, and perhaps between him 
and all amendment, who for one good deed, tho' 
but coniented to, a(ks God forgivenefs ; and from 
his worft deeds done, takes occaGon to infiil upon 
his righteoufnefs, 

IV. Upon the Infolency of the Tumults. 

W£ have here, ; I mull confefs, a neat and 
well-couched invc&ive againft tumults, 
exprefling a true fear of them in theauthQr; bufi 
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yct fp han^fomely. cpmpofej* 9ad wtth^ fo fotlr 
ingly, th^t, fp make a r(^al comparifent I be|icv^ 
Rehobo^m the fon of Splompn, cojulfl not Iffi^yp 
compofed it betten Y« Rchoboairo had nopjcip 
caufp to irvveigh againft ik^m \ for tbey ha4 ftQnc4 
his tribute g^thcrer» and perhaps bad as Utt|e fpared 
his own perfpp, Had bP npt witb all ^^d bötakcq 
bim tQ bis cbariqt. Bqt tbis \ax% ha(h ftpo4 tbf 
worft of tbcm ia bis own boqfe viithpij; dapj^jr^ 
when bis coacb s^Ki bori^3> in 4 paqic fcw, bj^vft 
been to f^ek : whicb a^ucs tbat the RiUG^ul^ ^

But the matter here cmfidcrable is not wbifthfK

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the parliament. That bcing difcovercd by fomc oi 
tbe officers, who, tbough bad enoogh, jet ab- 
borred fo fQul a deed ; the king hardened in his 
porpofe, timfis $bem the fecend timt Bi Bttrrofxr- 
hidge^ promifis topammbisjewehfor ibem^ and that 
tbeyjbould be met and nffifted (wtmld tbey but wforch 
an) with agrofi body ofherfe under tbé Earl of New- 
taft le. Hi ten^tJ tbmyet the third timty tbough af'- 
ter difc$vtry^ and h$4 awn abjuratitm to have ever 
Umpted thifUy as is affirmedin tbe declaraiion ef *^ No 
more addreffes.^ Neither this fucceedingj he turns 
him ncxt to thé Scotch army, and hy his own cre- 
dential letters given to Oneal and Sir Jobn Henderfon^ 
baits his temptation with a richer reward ; not only 
to have the facking of London, but four northern 
countics to be made Scotifh, with jcwch of great 
value to be given in pawn the whilc. But neither 
would the Seots, for any promifc of reward be 
bfought to fuch an execrable and odious treachery : 
but with much honcfty gave noticc of the king*s 
defign both to the parliament and city of London. 
The parliament moreover had inteliigence, and 
the people could not but difcern, that there wa$ a * 
bitter and malignant party grown up now to fuch 
a boldncfs, as to give out infolcnt and threatniqg 
ipeeches againft the parliament itfelf. Beddes this, 
the rebellion in Ireland was now broke out; anda 
confpiracy in Scotland had been made, while the 
£ 2 king 
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king was thére» againft forne chief members of thac 
parliament; great numbers here of nnknowh and 
fufpicious perfons reforted co the city. The king 
being retarned from Scotländ, prcfently difmiflcs 
that guard which the parliament thought ncceflary 
in the midft of fo many dangers to havc about 
them> and puts another guard in their place, con- 
trary to the privilege of that high court, and by 
fuch a one commanded, as made them no lefs 
doubtful of the guard itfcif. ' Which thcy therc- 
fore, upon forne ill efFefts thereof firfl: found^ dif- 
charge ^ deeming it more fafe to fit free, tbough 
without a guard, in open.danger, than inclofed 
vtith a fulpefted fafcty. The pcople thereforc^ left 
their worthicft and moft faithful patriots, who had 
cxpofed thcmfelves for the public, and whom thcy 
faw now left naked, fliould want aid, or be de- 
fcrted in the midft of thcfe dangers, came in mul- 
titudes, though unarmed, to witnefs their fidelity 
and rcadinefs in cafe of any violcnce offered to the 
parliament. The king both cnvying to .fce the 
people*s love thus devolved on another objeét, ^nd 
doubting left it might utterly difable him to do with 
parliamcn^s as he was wont, fent a meffage into the 
city forbidding fuch reforts. The parliament alfo, 
bbth by what was difcovered to them, and what 
they faw in a malignant party (forne of which had 
alrcady drawn blood in a fray or two at the court- 

gäte.

53 
gate, and even at their own gate at Wcftminfter- 
hall) cöhcciving themfelves to be ftill in danger 
where they fäte, fent a moft i*ea(bnable and juft 
petition to the king, that a guard might be allowed 
them crut of the city, whereof the king's own 
chamberlain, the earl of Eflex, might have com- 
mand : it bcing the right of inferior courts to 
make choice of their own guard. This the king 
refufed to do, and why hc refufed, the very next 
day made manifeft : For on that day it was, that 
he fallied out from Whitehall, with thofe trufty 
Myrmidons, to block up, or give afTault to the 
houfe of commons. He had, befides all this, be- 
gun to fortify his court, and cntertained armed 
men not a few 5 who ftanding at his palace -gate, 
reviled, and with drawnYwords wounded many of 
the people, as th^ went by unaroied, and in a 
peac^able manner, whereof forne died. The pat- 
(ing by of a multitude, though neither to St* 
Gecrge*s feaft, nor to-^ tijting, certaioly of itfelf 
was no tumult ; the exprefllon of their loyalty and 
ftedfafthefs to the parliamenr, whofe lives and fafe- 
ties by more than flight rumours they doubted to be 
in danger, was no tumult. If it grew to be fo, the 
caufe was in the king himfelf and his injurious reti* 
nue, who both by hoftile preparations in the court, 
and by aftual affailing of the people, gave thcm 
juft caufe to defcnd themfelves. 
' E 3 , Surdy 
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Surdy thofe unarmed and petitioning people^ 
needed not to have beeo formidable to any, but co 
fuch whof^ ^nfciences mifgave them how ill they 
kad deferv^d of the people ; ^nd firft began to ia^ 
jure them^ becaufe they juftly iearcd it from them i 
and then afcribe that to populär tumult^ whioh 
was occafioned by their own provoking. 

And that the king was fo emphatical and elabo- 
råte on this theme againfl: tumults, and expreiled 
ivith fuch a vehemence his hatred of them, will rcr 
dound lefs perhaps than he was aware to the cofn* 
mendation of his governmentt For befides that in 
goöd governments they happen feldomeft, and riie 
not jwithout caufe, if they prove extreme and per- 
nicious, they were never counted fo to monarchy, 
but to monarchical tyranny ; and extremes one with 
another are at moft antipathy. If then the king fo 
cxtremcly ftood in fear of tumults, the infcrcnce 
wiil endanger him to be the other extreme. Thus 
far the occafion of this difcourfe ägainft tumults : 
now to the •difcourfe itfelf, voluble enough, and 
full of fentence, but that, for the aipft part, either 
fpecious rather than folid, or to his caufe nothing 
pertincnt. 

** He neyer thought any thing morc to prefage 
the mifchiéfs that enfued, than thofc tumults.'* 
Then wa3 his forefight but fhort, and much mif- 
taken. Thofc tumults were but the mild effedts of 
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tn évil ÄÄd ir^urioirt retgti ; not figns of mifchicfs 
to come» but feeking relief for fnifbhiefs paft: 
thoftf figns were to be read trtore apparent in his 
råge and päfpofcd revehgfe of thofe ffeé c^poffula^ 
fioTtSj and chmotirfi of the peopfe agaihft hiis !aw- 
bft goVemmeot. *« Not tny thing,'^ fekh he, 
** poftehds mofef God's diTpIeafure againft a nation, 
thaift *^étt he fuffcrs thc chmötjts tf the vulgaf M 
pafs all bounds of law and rtvcrtnfcc to aothority.** 
It pöif endi ratTier his dtipteafbre againft a tyran- 
M\ii king, whole ]^ouc( throfte he incends to oyer' 
iftr^il by tbåk tdntértipåkit tiggar, thé ftd eriéi 
ixÉå opfirdBoft^ ^whöM his tt>yalty regarded not 
As for t&ttt fuj^kdt^ people, thefy did no hurt 
either to law or authorny^ bot ftood for it rather 
tti cbs parKachent againft wbom they feared would 
iridate it» » 

^^ That (hey invaded thé honour and frcedom ok 
die twtf houfds ;" is his bwn offictous accufation» 
Roe &eond«d by the paft'iia[nieAt, who, had they 
htR caufei were theitifelves beft abie ta complain. 
And if thcy ^^ (Ktook and nfienaced" any, they n^erc 
Aich as had moré relation to the court than to the 
€ommonweakh ; ebtmies, not patroni of the peo^ 
ple; But if tbelr petittotting uiiaraied were an in^* 
irafion öf both houfesy what was his enträncé into 
the houfc of commons, befctting it witb armed 
. E 4 men ? 
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men i In what condition then was the lionour and 
frecdom of that houfc i 

*• Thcy forborc not rude deportments, contcmp- 
tuous words and adions to hitnfelf and hls court." 

It was more wondcr, having heard Mrhat trea- 
cherous hoftility be had defigned againft the chy 
and his whok kingdom, that they forbore tohandle 
him as people. in their råge hare handled cyrants 
heretofore for lefs oSences. 

**: They wcre not a fliort aguc, but a fierce quo- 
tidian fcvcr." He indeed may beft fay it, who 
moft felt it ; for the fliaking was within him» and 
it (hook him by his own di^ription *^ worfe th^a 
ftorm» worfe than än earthquake v'' BeUbazzar's 
palfy. Had not worfe fears, terrors» and envies 
made within him that commotion; how could ä 
multitude of his fubjefts, armed with no other 
weapoh thaii petitions/ håvé fliakcn all hi$' joihts 
with fuch a terrible aguei Yetthat theparliamcnt 
Ihould entcrtain the leaft fear of bad intentions 
from him or his party, he endwfes not 5 but would 
perfuade us that ** men fcare thcmfclves and others 
without caufe :'* for he thought fear would be to 
them a kind of armour, and his defign was, if it 
wcre pofSble, to difarm all, efpecially of a wife fear 
and fufpicion j for that he knew would find 
weapons, » 

Hc 
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He goes on thercfore with vehemence to repeac 
the mifchicfs donc by thcfc tunnilts. *' They fifft 
peiitionedf then prqtefted ; di&ate next, and laftlf 
ovcr-awe the parliamcnt, They i^moved obftruc* 
tiofls, they purged the houfes, caft out rotten mem- 
bers." If there were a man of icon, fuch as Talus, 
by our poet Spencer» is feigned to be the page of 
juftice, who with his iron flail couid do all this» 
and expeditioufly, without thofe deceitful forms 
and circumftances of law, worfé than ceremoniesi 
in religion ; I f^y. God iend ic done, whether by 
one Talus, or by a thoufand, 

" But they fubdued the men of confcicncc in par-, 
liament, backed and abetted all feditious and fchif- 
matical propofaU againft government ecclefiaftical 
and civil." 

Now we may perceive the root of his hatred, 
whence it fprings. It was not the king's grace or 
princely goodnefs, biit this iron flail, the people, 
that drove the bifhops out of their baronies, oui: of 
their cathedrais, out of the lord's houfe, out of 
their copes and furplices, and all thofe papiftical 
innovations, threw down the high-commiffion and 
ftar-chamber, gave us a triennial parliament, and 
. what we moft defired ; in revcnge whereof he now 
fo bitterly inveighs againft them : thefe are thofe 
feditious and fchifmatical propofals then by him. 
((»ondefcended to as ads of grace, now of another 

namc; 
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nune ; whicfa deckrei him» etmdiiifg matters of 
church and ftate» to have beeri &<» ödler ftian ifi th^ 
dcepeft of Ms folitude, thaa he wsfd before at the 
higheft of his ibtereigrtty. 

But this was not the worft of thtfe tumtiltsy they 
piaytd the haftj ** mldwivcj, and would not ftay 
the ripcning, but wcnt ftfeight to ripping up, and 
fordbiy cat ont abof tii^c vetes." 

Thcy would not ftajr pcrhaps the Spanifh dc- 
ÄTurring, and putting offfuch wtiolefome afts äncf 
counféh, as the polhic cabinet åt Whhcihall had no 
mind to. But all thii is com|)]laifted here as dönc 
to the parKatnenc, and yet we heard not the parlia- 
ment at that timc complain of any violendc from 
the people, but from him. Wherefore intrudes 
he to plead the caufe of parliament againfl the peo- 
ple, while the parliament was pfcading their own 
caufe againft him ; and againÖ:. him' wefe forced to 
fcek refuge of the people ? It is plain then that 
thofe confluxes and reforts interrupted not the par- 
liament, nor by them wcre thought tumultuous, 
but by him only and his court-faftion. 

^^ But what good man had not rather want any 
thing he moft defired for the public good, than 
attain it by fuch unlawful and irreligious means ?*' 
As much as to fay, had not rather fit illll, and let 
his country be tyrannized, than that the people^ 
finding no other remedy, Ihould ftand up like men» 

and 
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ånd demand thar iights and Jiberties. Tbis is the 

amficialeft pieoe of findSe to perfuade men int^ 

Jlaviryj tliac ihe witof court could havc inventcd. 

But hcaf howffluch better the moral of this Icffon 

trould befit the teachen Whät good man had 

not rather want^ a boundlefs and arbitrary power ^ 

and thofc finc flower s of the crown, caUed prcro- 

gatives, than for thém to ufe fbrce and perpetua! 

vexation to hvs faithful fubjefts, nay to wadc for 

thcm through Wöod and civil war ? So that this 

and the ivhole bund!c of thofc foUowing fentences 

inay be appKed better to the comrinccment of his 

ovm violent courfes, than of tho& pretended tu^ 

mults. 

« Who wwe the chicf demagogucs to fend for 

lAiofe tumults, ibme alive nxt hot ignorant."* Set« 

inng aBde the af&igktment <^ this goblin word ; 

for the king, by Ins leave^ cannot coin Eng^ifh, 

as he could ihoney, t?o be current (and it is be- 

ficved this weiding was above his known ftile and 

orthography, »nd accules the whole compofbre to 

be confctous of forne other author) yet if the peo« 

ple were fent for^ emboldened and direfted by thofe 

Demagogucs, who, faving his Greek» were good 

patriots, and by his own conftffion ** men of ibme 

repute for parts and piecy/' it helps well t& aflure 

US thcre was bock urgent caofe, and the lefs danger 

of their coming^ 

[^ Complaints 
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<^ Cpmplaints were made, yét no redrefs couid 
be obtained." The parliament allo complained 
of what dangcr they fäte in from aoother party» 
and demanded of him a guard» but ic was not 
Igrantcd» What maryel thcn if it chear ed them cp 
fee forne ftore of their friends» and in the Roman, 
not the pettyfoggbg fenfe, their clicnts fo near 
about them ; a. defenjce due hy nature both from 

i ... 

)vhom it was offered, and to whom» as due as to 
their patents ;. tho' the court ftormed and frettcd 
to fee fuch honour-given to them, -whowerc then 
beft fathers of the commonwealth; And both the 
parliament and peopie complained^ and demanded 
juftice for thofe affaults, if not murders done at his 
Qwn doors by thatcrew of rufflcr^^j but he, inftead 
of doing juftice on them, juftified and abetted; 
them in what they.<}id9 ds in hU public anfwer to a: 
petition from the city may be read. Neither is it 
flightiy to be paflcd pver, that. in the very place 
where blood was firft drawn in this caufe, at the 
^eginning of all that followed, there was his own 
tlood fhed by the executipner : According to that 
fentence of divine juftice, •' in the place where 
dögs licked the bipod of Naboth, fhall d(^ lick. 
thy blood, even;thine." 

From hence he takes occafion to excufe that 
knprovident and fatal error of his abfenting from 
the parliament. *^ When he found that no dccla-- 
* ratioii 
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radon of the bifhops could take place againft thofé 
tumults." Wasthat worth his confidering, thac 
foolifh and felf-undoing declaration of twelve cy-* 
pher bifhops, who were immediately appeached of 
treafon for that audacious declaring P The bifhops 
peradventurc wcre now and ^ then puUcd by the 
rochets, and deferved another kind of puUing ; 
buc what amounted this to \^ thé fear of his own 
perfbn in the flxcets?'* Did hc not the vcry nextf 
day after his irruptioh Into the houfe of commons, 
tban which nothing had nx>rc exafperated the peo*- 
ple, go in his coacLunguarded into the city ? Did 
he receive the leäft afiront, much lefs violence, ifi- ^ 

any of the ftreets, but rather humble dcmeanors 
and fupplications ? Hcnce may be gathered, that" 
however in his own guiltinefs he might have ju{!ly 
feared, yet that he knew the people fo full of awé* 
and reverence to his perfon, as to dåre commiC' 
himfelf fingle among the thickefl of them, at a- 
time when he had moft provoked them. Befides» 
in Scotland they had handled the bifhops in a möte 
robuftious manner ; Edinburgh had been full of 
tumults, two armies from thence had entertd Eng- 
land againffc him : yet after all this he was not^ 
fearful, but very forward to take fo long a journey^ 
to Edinburgh ; which argues firfl, as did alfo his 
rendition afterward to the Scots army, that to Eng- 
land he Gontinued ftill, as he was indeed, a ftrarigcr/ 

and 
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wd full of dif&defiGc ; to theScots ODly a nadve 
king, ia his confidcnce, though not b his dealing 
towards tbem. l€ fliews us next beyond doubting, 
that all tHU hia fear of tumults was but a mere co- 
lour and occafion taken of his refolved abfence 
from the parlianient) for forne other end not di0i- 
cult to be gu^ffisd And thofe inftances wherein 
valour is not to be queftioned for not *^ icuffiing; 
wlth the fea, or an undifidplfhed rabUe»" are buc 
fubfervient tQ carry on the foknin jeft of his fear<^ 
ing tiunuks ^ i£ tbey difeover hot irithal the true 
reafon why be deportcd» onljr to tom his ftafhing 
at the CQUrt^^to to flaughtering in the field ; his 
difb^erl; biekering to tn ordet ly inra<£ng ; which 
waa nothing elfe but a more otderly difbrder. 

^ Sooie iulpeéied and affinncd that he medi* 
tated ^ war» when hc wcnt firft from Whitehaö.'* 
And they were not the woril heads that did £>, 
nor did wy of hi& former aAs wcaken him to that^ 
as he ailedg^s for hkafeU^; M if they had, they 
clear him only for the time o£ pafimg them, not 
for Kvhatever thoughis might QCHiie affier into h\s 
miod. Former aäions oi iffiprovideircQ or fear, 
not with him unufual, cannoi ^bfelte him of aä 
afcer- meditations, 

He goes on proteftiqg his ^' oo uitention to have 
left Whitehall," had thcfe horrid tumults g^yen 
him but fair quarter.; as if he himielf, his wi£: and 

children 
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chiklren had bee^ in periU But to this cnougli 
liath been ^nfwered. 

*^ Had thU^parliamenc, as ic was in ils firft 
fle^ion/' pamely viih the lord and baron bifliops^ 
^ fäte full and frec/' he doubcs not but all had 
gone welL What warrant this of hi« tp us» whoft 
not doubting was all gopd men's grcateft doybt i 

^^ He was refplved to hear reafpn, and to con^ 
fent £> far as he coyld compr^h^nd/' A hopefu^ 
reiblution ; what if his reafon were found by oft 
experience to comprchend nothing heyond his owq 
advantages ; was this a reafon fit to be intnifted 
with the comin^n ^d of thrcc nations ? . 

But, faich hc, ^' as fwine are to gardens, (b are 
tomults to parliaments/' This. the parltatnent, 
had they found ic fo, cQuld beft have told us. In 
tbc mca» v^iije, wh? kupws noc t)Mt onc great 
hog may do as mfiMh mifchiff in 4 gaidcn as many 
little fwine ? 

^^ He was fixcnefititics prme to think, that had 
he called this lalt parliamenfs to any ocher place in 
jgngland, the fad confecjuences might have beeo 
prevenced/' But cbange of gir changcs not d>e 
inind. W«s not his firfli parliament at Q^tford 
djiTolved a|ter two fubCdies g^ven, and no ji>ftix:e 
^rcceivcd ? Wa§ no.t his laÄ iq the laroie. placCt wh?W 
thpy fäte with a^ ipych freedona^ as much quict 
from tumults as they could defire ^ a parliament, 

both 
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both in his account and their öwn, confifting ofall 
his fricndsi that fled after him, and fuffered fof 
him, and yet by liim nicknamed, -artd cafhiercd for 
a •* mungrel parliament, that vexed his queen with 
their bafe and mutinous motions,*' as his cabinet- 
lettcr tells us ? Whefeby the world may fee plainly, 
that no fliifting of placc, no fifting of membcrs to 
his own mind, nö numbef, no paucity, no frec- 
dom from tumults could lever briiig his arbitrary 
wilfulnefs, and tyrannical defigns to brook the 
leafl (bape or fimilitude, the leafl: cöunterfeit of a 
parliamenL 

Finally, inftead of praying for his pcople as ä 
jgood king fliould do, he prays to be delivered 
from dicm, as ** from wild beafts, inundationsf, 
and ragtng feas, that had OTCr-born all loyalty, 
modefty» laws, juftice, and religion.** God favc 
the peoplc from fuch interceflbrs ! 

V. Upon the bill for triennial parliaments, and for 
fcttling this, &c. 

npHE bill för a triennial parliament was iul the 
^ tbird fart of ene goodjtep toward that wbicb in 
times faft was our annual ri^bt. Tbé otber bill for 
fettling ttils parliament was new indeed^ lut at tbat 
time very necejfary ; and in t be king^s own words no 
more tban wbat the world •* was fully confirmed he 
• " might 
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mig^t m juftice, reafbn, honour and confcience 
grant them ^" for to that ond bi affirms to bave 
äoneiL 

But whereas he attributes the patliDg of tticm to 
his own aét of grace and willingnefs, (as his man- 
ner is to make virtues of his neceffities^ and giv- 
ing to himfelf all the praile, heaps ingrathude 
upon the parliament, a little memory will fet the 
clean contrary bcfore us ; that for thofc beneficial 
a(5ts we owe what we owe to the parliament : but 
to his granting them neither praife nor thanks 
The firfl biU . granted much lefs than two former 
ftatutes yet in force by Edward the third ; that a 
parliament fhould be called cvcry ycar, or oftener^ 
if need were : nay, from a far ancienter law-book 
called the " Mirror," it is affirmed in a late trca- 
tife called " Rights of the kingdomV* that parlia- 
ments by our old laws ought twice a year to be at 
London. From twice in one year to once in tbree 
jearSj it may he foon caft up bow great a lofs wefell 
into of our ancient liberty by that aSlyWbicb in the ig^ 
hprant and flavijh minds we then were^ was ibougbt 
4 great purcbafe. Wifeft men ferbaps wére contented 
(for tbeprefeni.at leaft) ty t bis a£i to bave recovered 
parliaments^ wbicb were t ben upon t be bririk of dangir 
to befar ever loji. And tbis is tbat wbicb tbe king

The 
ötber a£l was fo neceflary, that nothing in th^ 
powerof man, more feemfd to be the ftay and 
iuppprt of alJ things from that fteep. ruin to which 
he had nigh brought them, than that å(^ obtained. 
He had by his ill ftewårdfhip, and, to fåy no 
worfe, the needlefs raifmg of two ärmies intended 
for, a civil war, beggared both bimfelf and the 
puolic 5 and befides had hft us upon the fcore of 
his néédy enemies for what it coft them in their 
€wn defence againft him. To difengage him and 
the kingdom, great fums wcre to be borrowed^ 

'i which 
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which would nevcr havc been lent, nor could ever 
be repat J^ had the king chanced to diiSblve this 
parliament as heretoforc, Thé crrors alfo of his 
governmcnt had brought the kingdom to foch ex- 
tremes, as wcre incapable of all recovery without 
the abfolute continuance of a parliament. It had 
been elfe in vain to go about thé fetding of fo great 
diftempers, if he who /firft catafed the malady, 
teight, when he pleafed, rcjcft the remedy; Not- 
withftanding all which, that he granted both thefé 
ä£ts unwillinglf , and as a mere paffive inftrument, 
was then vifible even to moft of thofe men whd 
Äow will fee nothing. 

At paffing of the former aft ht himfclf ooncealcfd 
not his unwilliSgnefs ; and teftiffring a general dif^ 
like of their aftions, which they dicn proctecded in 
with great approbation of the whofe kinjgdom, he 
told them with a mafterly brow, that ^' by this aft 
he had obliged them above what they had defefV- 
ed,** and gave a piece of jufticé to the common-f 
wealth^;^ times (horc of his predeceflbrö, as if hé 
häd been giving ifbme boon or begged office to i 
fort of his defcrtlefs grooms. 

That he pafled the latter aÄ a^gainft his will, nd 
man in realbn can hold ic queftionable. For rf the 
Pcbruary bcforc he made fo dainty, and were fö 
loth to bcftew a parliament once in three^years 
iipoh the nation, bccaufe this had lo oppofed Hä 
F 2 courfcs. 
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courfes, was it likely tbajt the^M^tyfollowinghc 
ihould beftow willingly on this parliameot ^n in* 
diffoluble iitting, when- they had offcjided him 
nmch more, by cutting Ihort and impcaching of 
high treafon his chicf favourites ? It .was his fear 
thcn, not Jiisfavour, which drew from him that 
Z&9 left thc. parliament,. incenfed by his confpira- 
cics againftthem about the &rne time difcoyered, 
ihould yvith the people have refcated too heinou% 
thofe his doings, if to the fuipicion of their danger 
from him, hehad aUb added the demal of this only 
-means to fccurc themfclve?. 

From thefe afts thercforc -in which he ;^rie§i 
änd wherewith fooit he^upbraids the parlianpenc, 
he cannot juftly cxped to reap aught but; di(honous 
and difpraife ;. as being both unwillingly grapte^^ 
and the one granting much lefs tha.n was bäfore 
allowed by ftatjutc, the other being a tel^imony of 
his violent and lawlefs cuftom, not only to brcak 
privilegcs, but whole parliaments ;. from wbicl^ 
cnormity they were conftrained to bind hiii^ -firft 
of all his prcdecc(!brs j nevcr any bcfore him .hav- 
ing given like caufes of diftruft and jealayfy to his 
people. As- for this parliament, how far he was 
fröna boing advifed by them as he ought, .let his 
pwn words exprefs. 

. He taxes them with ", undoing what they foui^d 
wdl done :" and yet knows they undid nothing in 
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the church but lord bifhops, liturgies, cercmonics, 
high commiffion, judged vrorthy by all truc pro- 
tcftams to be thrown out of the Church. Thcy 
undid hothing mthé ftate but irregulär and grind- 
ifig coiirts, the main grievances to be rémovedj 
and if thefe wcre the things which in his opinion 
they" found well dorie, we may again from hence 
be infomieä with what unwillingnefs he rcmoved 
them : and that thofe gracious afts whereof fo fre- 
queritly he makes mention, may be englifhed morc 
properly a£ls of fcar and diffimulation againft his 
mind and confcience. 

The biil preventing diflblution of this parliament' 
he calls " an unparalleled aft, out of the extreme 
confidence that his fubjefb would not make ill uie' 
of it/* But was it not a greater confidence of the 
people to put into one man*s hand fo great a po(ver, 
till he abufcd it, as to fummon and diflblve parlia- 
mcnts? He would be thankcd for trufting them, 
and ought to thank them rather for trufting him : 
the truft ifluing firft from them, not from him. 

And that it Was a mere truft, and not his prero- 
gative, to call and diflbke parliaments at his plea- 
fure ; and that parliaments were not to be diflblved; 
till all petitions were heard, all grievances redrcfled, 
is not only the aflertion of this parliament, but of 
our ancient law-books, which aver it to be an un-, 
writtcn law of common right, fo etigraven in* thé

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hwts of ogr anc^dors» and by (hem.& conftantlj 
tnjpftA v^^ flvm^% ^ tbat ic ncje^cd not^nrol-* 
ling.. Aö4.if ihc Scots in thfjir df cUratioa could 
chajrgs .thiC kiijg with . brcach :9£ their law : fQ|-;

England fhouM be fo wanting to itfelf thro^gh all 
ages, »5 not ta provide by. fonac known Im^ 
writtca or wnwritten, agajnft the. not calling, pr tKe 
arbitrary diilblving of parliamentfi 5 or that they 
who ordaincd their fummoning^ twice a year, of as 
ofc as nced reauired, did not tacitly cnaft alfo^jthat 
^.iieceflTnyof afFairs cailed them, fo the farac ne- 
^;«flity öiouldMep^them undiflplvc^^ till that were 
f^lly fati&jied., W^re it not for thafe parliaments» and 
alJL the frujt^apd bcnefit we receive by having them, 
would iur^i foon.tp mere abufion. It appcars then 
thac if this bill of not diflblving were an unparal- 

leled 2i&y it was a known and common right which

our anccftors. under other kines enjoyed as firmly 
as if it had been graven in marble ; and that the 
infringement of this king firft brought it into a 
witten aét, ; who now boafts that as a great favour 
done US, which his own lefs fidelity than was in 
former kingis, conftrained us only of an oid un- 
doubted right to make a new written aft, But 
what nceded >yrittcn afts, whenas anciently it

It is troe, thåt ^^ good fubje&s th*rnk it not juft 
thatth^ king^ CoDdicion (bould be worfe by better-; 
ing^theirs/' But then the king muft not be at fuch 
a <liiUnce h&m the people in judging what is bet- 
ter and what worfe ; which might have been agreed» 
had hö known (for his own words condemn him) 
*^ as weli with moderation to ufe, as with earneft* 
ne& to deGre his own ad vantages/' 

^' A continual parliament he thought would 
keep the commonwcalth in tune." Judge, com- 
iQpnwealth, what proofs he gave that this boalled 
profeffion was cvcr in his thought ! 

*' Some," fdth he, " gave out that I repcnted 
me of that fcttling aft." His^ own adions gave it 
out beypnd all fuppofition ; for doubtlcfs it repcnt- 
ed 
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ed him to faave eftablilhed that by lav, which he 
went aböut fo foon after to abrogate by the fword. 

Hc cdls thofc aös which hc conltl&s ** tended 
to thefr goody not more princely than friendly con- 
tributions," As if to do his duty wcrc a courtcfy, 
and the difchargc of bis truft a parcel of his libc- 
rality i f:> nigh loft in hä efteem was the birtb-right 
of our Ubirtjes, that tog|ive theiti back agaiii upon 
demand) ftood at thé mércy of Ihs cmtf iboidoti. •• 

^^ He doubts not but the aSfeSionftofhis peopSe 
will cömpetifate his fufferings fot thole^«£b^ ö^ con- 
fidence :" And imputes his fufFerings toa^ötttrary 
cauife. l^ot hi^ cönfidence, but hisdiftriift was 
that which brought him to thofe fufFejfings^ from 
the timc^ät he forfbok his parliament ; and truftcd 
thcm ncver the Iboncr for what he telb *^of thcir 
picty and religioiis ftriélnefs," but rathcr hated

He would havc it believcd that ** tö birtd his 
hands' by'thcfc afts, ärgued avery fhortTorcGght 
öf things, and extreme fatuity of mind in him/' 
rf he had meant a war.

From prbphanenefs he "fcarce eomes offwith per- 
fe6t fenfe; " I Was not then in a capacity to make 
ifrar,'* dicrcfore X^inténded hot. *' I was not in a 
capacity, '• Aerefbre " IcöuMiiot håve given my 
ehemies greater advantage' thän by fo unprintely 
iflconftaney to have fcattered thcm by arms,^hom 
but lately I had fettled by parliament.* What 
place could there be for his inconftancy in that thing 
whercto he wås-^n no capacity ? Otherwife his in- 
conftancy was not- fo unwonted, or fo nice, but 
that it would have ealily found pretcnces to fcatter 
thofe in revenge, whom he fettled in fear.

«' I ftaid at WhiljehÄH, till I was driiren away by 
ihamc morc thao fiebr " I retraft not ¥fhat I 
tftiQWgbt of the fiftion, yet here,. I niyft confefs, it 
Iksi %Q9 open. In his meffages and dcclarations, 
nay in the wRoIe chjipter next but one before this, 
hc affirms that "the danger wherein his wife, his^ 
children,. and his gwn perfon" wcre by thofe tu- 
mults, was the main caufe that drove him from 
Whitehall, and appcak to God as witnefs : he af- 
firms' hcrc that ic was " fliame more than fear/* 

And 
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Ähd Digby, who knew his mind as well as any, 
fefls his newJiftcd guard," **" that the principal 
éaufe of his majcfly's going theilcc, was to favc 
thcm from bcing trod in the dirt." JFrom whencé 
wc may difcern what.falfe and frivolous cxcufes are 
avowcd for truth, cithcr in thofc declarations, or 
Hl this penitential book. ' Our fbrefathers wcre of 
that couragc.and feverity oj^zeal to juftice aiyl their 
native ]iberty,:agai|ift thepfQiid cpntempt and mif-. 
mk of thqir.kings, that wbien Ricbar4the Secpqd 
^.epårted bu; frörp å comnwtt^c of lords who fafc prc;; 
färing m^t|er for th€ parliam^at pqt yet ail^mbled, 
to. the remOval of his cidLcQunjfeUors, th<y firft. 
V&nquilhed aiwJ put to flight Robert de V^re his 
ehief favourite ; and then comiog up to Lpndon 
with a huge army, rcquired-tKr kiög:thcn^'With*. 
drawn for fear, but no furth|a'4)fF tban the Tower^ 
CO come to Weftniinftcr. iWbich^hc refufing, thcy 
told him flätly, that unléfs he canie thcy would 
chufe another. ' So high a crime it was acGouAtcd 
then for kings tö abfent thcmfclves, not koin z 
parliament, which nonc ever^durft, but from apy 
meeting of His pecrs and counfeUors which did but 
tend towards a parliament. Much lefs would they 
havc fuffcred that a king for fuch trivial and vä- 
rious prctences, one while for feär of tumults, ano- 
ther whilc " for (hame to fee them," fliould teave. 
his regal ftation, and the whole kingdom bieeding 

to 
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to death of thofc wound$ which his awn unikilful 
and per verfe government had infliAed. 

Shame then it was tbat drove him from tfac^par* 
liament, but tbe fhamc c^ what ? Was it the fliame 
of his manifold errors and mifdceds, and to iee 
how weakly he had played the king ? No ; ^* but 
to fee the barbarous rudenefs of thofe tumults. to 
demand any thing," Wc haye ftarted here ano- 
thcr, and I bclieve the trueft caufe of his defcrting 
the parliament. The worft and ftrangeft of thac 
^' Any-thing" which the peoplc then demanded, 
Was but the unlording of bifhops, and expelling 
them the houfe, and the rcducing of Church-dif^ 
cipline to a conformity with other protcftant 
churches -, this was the barbarifm of thofe tumults : 
and that he might avokl the granting of thofe ho*» 
neft and pious demands, as well demanded by, the 
parliament as the pcople, for this vcry caufe more 
than for fear, by. his own cortfeflion here, .be kft 
the city ; and in a mpft tempeftuous feafon foribok 
the helm and fteerage of the comnionwealth. Thb 
i¥as that terribje " Any-thing** from which hia 
Confcience and \}i% Reafon chofe to run rather than 
not dcny. To be importuned the rcmoviog of c vil 
counfelfers, and . other grievances in Cburch and 
(late, was to him ** an intolerabie oppreffion.^' If tl>c 
people'$ demanding were fo burdcnibme to bicng 
what was bis denial and delay of jufticc to tbem ?

•• Biit as thedemands of his peoplc wfere to him ^ 
burden and opprelfiön, fe Was thc ad vice of his 
parUsmtiKt efteémed a bondagc ; " Whofe agrécing 
votcs,'* ås Äe affirms, •• were not by any law or 
rcafon conclufive to his judgmeht." For the law, 
it ordäiÄS a parliament to advife him in his great 
Effaiirs^ butif it ordain alfothatthe finglejudg- 
mcm of a king ihall out-ballanceall the wifdom of 
his parliament, it ordains that which fruftrates the 
cnd of its owh ordaihing. For where the king's 
judgment may diflent, to the deftruftion, as it may 
happen, both of himfelf and the kingdom,. therc 
aävice, and no furthcr, is a moft infufficient and 
ffuftrancousi means to be provided by law in cafes 
of fe high concernment, jind where the main and 
principal lazo of common préfervation againji iyranny 
is kft fo fruitlefs and infirm^ there it muji needs foU 
hwy that' att leffer täws are ta their feveral ends and 
furpofes much more weak and ineffeSuaL For that 
iMfien woulddeferve to he reric^éned and chronickdfor 
fiffy anå^npidity^ that Jbould hy law provide force

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man, the king, and fo unlike cte law of j^glandt 
which lawyers fay is the qukiteflence of rtOCon and 
mature vu^kmj^ we may condude tbat the kingfi 
licgative voice was never any law» buc an abfoiid 
and reafonlefs cuftom, begottea and grown pp 
eisher front the flattcry of bafefl: times» or the ufur* 
pation of immpderate princesL Thus much to the 
law of it, by a better evidence than rolU and re* 
cords, reafon. 

But is i( poflible he fhould pretend alfo to rea<r 
fon, that the judgment of one man, not as a wiié 
or good man, but as a king, and oft-times a wiK 
ful, prop^, and wicked king, (houl4 outwieighthe

He attempts to give a reafon why it (houldt 
5* Bccaufc the whole parliament rcprefems ;not him 
ijQ any kind*" But marjk bow little he advances \ 
for if the parliament reprefqnt the whole kingdom, 
as is fure enough they do, tben doch the Iqng ret 
preCbntonly himfelf; and if a king wii;hout hi^ 
}cingdom be in a civil (enie nothing, then without 
or againft the repre&ntative of bis whole kingdon>« 
he himfelf reprefents nothing \ and by coniequence 
./ . bis 
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hk judgtnenc aod his oegative is: as good m 
DOtbiiig: and though we fhould aUow häri to 
be fätnetbing; yet not equal:* or jcomparable to 
the whole kingdom, and fo neklKr tö them wbv 
rcprcfcnt it; : ^much kfa tbat om fyllabJe of bis 
trioåb ptU into tbe' fcales Jhould ie more ponden 
rous tbdnrbejoint voke ajd effitacy of a 'wbole par- 
liamM^ affimbUd by eleäkm^ > and endued wUb ibt 
plenipotence of a free nation^ to make laws, not to bi 
denied taws \ and mth no mor t^ but noy a Jleevelefs 
reafon in tbe tnoft preffing times ofdangtr mddifiur^ 
bance to befent bome fruftrate aitd rmedikfs. 

Yct herc he maintains, " to be no further 
bound to agree with the v6tes oF both houfes» thajä 
hc fecs them to agree with the will of God> with 
his juft rights as a king, and the general good <rf 
his people/* As to the freedom of his agreeing or 
not agrceing, litnitcd with due bounds, no mdA 
reprehends it ; this is thequeftion here, ortheini* 
racle rather, why his only not agreeing Ihould lay 
ä negative bar and inhibition upon that which is 
agreed to by a whole parliameht, though nevcr fo 
conducing to the public good or fafety ? To know 
the will of God betterthah his whole kingdom, 
whence (höuld be have it ? Certainly court-breed* 
ing and his perpctual convcrfation With flattercrs, 
was but a bad fchool. To judgé of his own rights

tould not belong to him, who had no right bf 
law in any court to judge of fo much as felohy or 
treafon, being hcld a party in both thcfe cafes, 
itiuch more in this ; and his rigbts howevcr (hould 
gtve place to the general good, for which end all 
his rights wérc given him. Laftly, to fuppofe i 
dcarer infight and difcerning of the general good, 
allottcd to hisown fmgular judgment, than to thft 
parliament and all the people, and from that felf^ 
opinion of difcerning, * to deny them that good 
i¥hich they, being all frcfemen^ fcek carneftly and 
call for, is an arrogance and iniquity beyond ima- 
gioation rude and unrcafonable -, they undoubtedly 
having moft authbrity to judge of thepublic good, 
who for that purpofe are chofen out and fent by 
the pcopk to advifc him; And if it may be in 
him to fec oft " the major part of them not in the 
right,'* had it not been more his modefty to havc 
doubted théir feeing him more often in the' 
wröng ? 

He paflés to another reafbn of his detiials^ *' be* 
caufe of forne men's hydropic unfationableiiefs, and 
thirft of afking, the more they drankj^ whom no' 
fountain of regal bounty was åblc to overcome.** 
A compårifon more properly beftöwed on tliofc' 
thät cameitd guzzle in his wine-cellär, thah on a' 
freeboi^n peöplé that came to claim in parliament' 
their rights and liberties» Which a king Qught there-

It wäs hot the 
lnward yfe of his reafen and öf his confcicncc that 
wouW Göntent him, b«t to ufe ihem both as a law 
Qver all his fubjefls^ *^ in whatever he 4eclared as 
G 2 aking 
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a king to like or diflike,^* Which ufc of rcafon, 
moft reafönlcfs and unconfcionablc, is the utmoft 
that äny tyrarit evcr prctcndcd ovcr his vaflals. 

In all wife nations the Icgiflåtive power, and thc 
judicial exccution of that power, havc been moft 
cömmonly diftinft, and in feveral hands ; but yet 
the former fupreme, the other fubordinate. If 
thcn the king be only fet up to execute thc law, 
ivhich is indeed the higheft of his office, he ought 
no niore to make or forbid the making of any law 
ägreed iipon in parliantent, than other inferior 
jod ges, who are his deputies. Neither tan hc 
liiore rejeét a law offered him by the commons, 
than he can new make a law which they rejeft. 
/tnd yet the more to credit and uphold his caufe, 
he wotild feem to have philofophy on his fide; 
ftraining her wife diftates to unphilofophical pur- 
pofes. Byt^ whcn kings come fo low, as to fawn 
upon philofc^hy, which beföre they neithér valued 
nor underftood, it is a fign that fails not, they are 
thcn put to their laft trump. And philofophy as 
wéll requites them, by not fufiering her goklen 
fayings either to hecome their lips, or' to be ufed 
as maflcs and colours of injurious and violent deeds. 
So thåtwhat they prefume to borrow from her fagc 
and virtuous rules, like the riddJe of Sphynx not 
underftood, brcaks the neck of their own caufe. 

But 
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But^nöw again to pollqcs : '^ He cannot thlnkz 
the Majefty of che crown of England to. be bound 
by any coronation oåth in ^ blind and brutUh for- 
mality, to confent to whateycr its fubjcäs in par- . 
liament (hall require.** What cyrant could prcfumo 
to fay morc^ when hc meant to kick down all law, 
government, and bond of oath P But why^he fo 
dcfires to abfolve himfclf the oath of his coronation» 
would be worch the knowing. It cannot but be 
yiclded that the oath yvhich binds him to pcrfor» 
mance of his truft, ought in reafon to contain th<; 
fum of what his chief truft and o0ice is. But if k 
neither do enjoin, nqr men tion to him, as a parc 
of bis duty, the making or the marrtng of any law, 
ör fcrap of law, but requires only his aflcnt to thpft; 
laws which the people have already chofen, or (hall 
chufe (for fo both the Latin of that oath, and tt^q 
eld Englilh, and all reafon admits, that the people 
fliould not lofe under a new kingwhat frecdpm 
they had before) then that negative voifc fo coht 
tended for, to deny the paflTmg of any law, whic^ 
the commons chufe, isboth againft the oath of his 
coronation, and his kingly office. And if the king 
may deny to pafs what the parliament hath chofeq 
to be a law,^ then doth the King make himfelf fu-, 
perior to his whole kingdom ; which not oply the 
general maxims of policy gainfay, but. ^ven our 
own ftiinding laws^ ^ hath been cited to him in 
G 3 remon- 
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itmönftFances hcretofbre^ thit ^ the idng htth tWo 
luperiors» die law, and his court öf pftrtifttAfeist.** 
But thts he cdunts to be a blind and brudlh foltna^ 
Kty, whethcr it be law, ör oadl, nr lh%& duty^ atid 
thinks to turn it off wich wh6k(bmfe w<^ds åfid 
|)hrares, ^hich he then firft ieaf nt öf the^ honeft 
pople, when they we^ fö 6ften cöfiiptti^ to ufs 
thcm agåinfl thofe more tnsly bliAd åfid brutift 
formalities ri^ruft upoii iiå by h^ 6\yn töriimåhdi 
pat in civil maners only^ l^t in f^ituåi. And if bit 
pati to ferforth wbaf At peopk ret^nirtj tthén tbef 
(toivn bimy he in bis tfteem ä hnH^ forfnaUty^ iben 
doubtkfs ibcje fHb& båfés éfatir^anct étå fteptemacj^ 
taken abfcku bn önr party fiay mvfi jufily åfpeat U 
ns in äWrefpeSls as hutifb nnd as förmäl \ and Jh ly 
jbis owiifentence no more bini^nZ té its IthäH bis oat^ 
iä bir^. 

As for his itrftance, in cJåfé " Ht and the Hxnife of 
Peers attcmpted toenjointheHoufetofCömmons/* 
It bcars no cquality j fot hfe aiid rhc pters repit- 
fent but themfelVes, the. cbirtmons åi^e the whölij 
kingdonn, 

Thus hc concludes " his oath tö be 6aHy dif- 
fcharged in gorerning by hin^s alreädy madt?,^. ai 
bcing not tjound to pafe any new, ** if hii reafön 
^iids him deny.^^And &> may infinitc rnifchiefs grow^ 
änd be witb a pemicious negative ttay deny us aU 
tbingsgotdy ((Tjvifiy crfajéy vöbereof 0ur ancefiofs in 

times 
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filnes much Hfftring froth éurSy bad éilther nojiirefight^ 
ir m ^ccéfioh tbfir^fn ; while our gfeireral good and 
Äfety Aiftll de^nd uJ)on tfie private ånd overwéen- 
l*g rtåfon of oric obftihate tnån, ^\\6 afgåinft all 
%te kiÄéddtn* if hé lift, Will ihtcrjprct both thc laW 
lähd hU öiåth of corcnåtioh by thie tertor öf^his owii 
wäl. Which hé hittifélf confeflfcs töbe an arbitrary 
l^wcr, yci doubts nöt in his argument to imply, 
as if hé thought it moire fit the parltåment ihould 
be fubfafb to hiä will, than ht to their advice ; å 
man neithcr by nature nbr by nurture wife. Hovr 
is it pofiibiié that he in whom fuch prificiples a^ 
thefc wcrc ib dcfep roöted, could evér, though rc«- 
ftored again, havc rcigncd otherwifc than tyi^an- 
nically?' 

Hc <*jcfts, ** Tbat forte was but a flaviÄi mc^^ 
ihod. tö dilpcl his crror." But how often fliali it 
be anfwered him, äixt ho force was ufed co dilpel 
thb cJfröT oUt of hi8 hcäd, but to drive it from off 
pur neicks f for hi$ error was impérbus, aAd \^duld 
command all other men to renounce their own bea* 
*4bn and underftanding, till they peri(hed under the 
injuoftion of his all-ruiing error. 

He alledges the uprightnefs of his intentions t9 ,''/ 

excufe his poflible failings, a pofition falfe borh iq 
law and divinicy : yea, contrary to his own beiter 
^rindples, who afiirms in the twelfch chapter, that 
*^ the goodnefs of a ovanas intention iviU not excu<e 
G 4 iH 
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t)ie fcandal and contagion of his ezample/' Dis 
not knowing, through the corruption of flattciy 
and court principles, what hc ought to have known» 
will not ebccufe his not doing what he oqgbt to 
})ave done -, np more than the (mall (kill of him 
ivho undertakes to be a Pilot, will exculé him tQ 
be miflcd by any wandring ftar miftaken for the 
Fple» Bup let his intentions be never fo uprighc» 
4i7(rhat is tba( to y$ ? what anfwer for the reafon and 
^he national rigbts which Qod hath given us, if 
havipg .parljaments, and laws, and the power of 
making more to ayoid mifchief, we fufFcr one man's 
blind intention$ to lead US all wlth our eyes open 
to manjfeft d^ftruftion ? 

And if arguments prevail not with fuch 9 one, 
forfe is \yell ufcd t not " to carry on the weaknefs 
qf öur CQ^infch, or to convince his crror,^' as hc 
furmifes, hut to acquit and rcfcue our own reafon, 
our own confciences from the force and prohibition 
laid by hrs ufurping crror upon pqf Ijberties and 
underftandings. 

** Never any thing pleafed him more, than whei^ 
bis judgment concurred with theirs." That was 
to the applaui^ of his own judgment, and woyld 
as well have pleafed any felf-concéited man. 

*^ Yea, in many things' he chofe rather to deny 
liimfclf than them." That is to fay, in trifles< 
fov " of his own interefts^' and pcrfonal rights he 

conceives 
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Wiiceiv^s bimfetf ** Maftcr/' To part with, if 
he pk^c, not 10 <:onteft for, againft the kingdom, 
wWch iå grcatcrthan he, whofc rightsare all fub- 
ordinat^ to the kingdom's good : and " in what 
cpncerAs truth, .jufticc, the right of church, or 
his crown, no man (hall gain his cönfent againfl: 
his mind." What can be Icft thcn for a parlia- 
ment, but to fit like images, while he ftill thus 
eicher with incom|>arable arrogance alTumes to hitn- 
fclf the beft abilicy of judging for othcr men what 
is truch, juftice, goodnefs, what his own a?ul the 
church*s right, or with unfuffcrable tyranny re- 
ftrains all men from the cnjoymcnt of any good, 
which his judgment, diough erroneous, thinksnot 
fit to grant them ; notwithftanding that the law; . 
and his coronal oäch requires his undeniable aflenc 
TO what laws the parliament agree upon. 

'♦ He had rather wear a crown of thorns with 
our Saviour." Many would be all one with our 
Saviour, whom our Saviour will not know. They 
who govern ill thofe kingdoms which they had a 
right to, have to our Saviour's crown of thorns no 
right at all. Thorns they may find enow of their 
own gathering, and their own twifting ; for thorns 
and fnares, faifh Solomon, are in the way of the 
froward : but to wear them, as our Saviour worc 
them, is not given to them that fuffer by their 
pwri dcmerits. Nor is a cröwn of gold his due, 

who 
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wbö mnmt Brft weär a cit>wfi df Itäd ; nöt thVf 
for the Vreighc öf thåt gteät öflkre, but fot ttfe 
COÄi^liaftcc which le ought tö havé trtth thcm "^fto 
itt to eounfel him, which here hc terms in fcorh 
** An imbafed flcxiblentfs to the various änd oft 
(fcoAthiry diftätcS öf äny fkftion^," méänihg his paf- 
liattietic ; för the queftiöh hätH been all this wKile 
bctwcfcn them two. And to his parliament^ thougK 
å numefous and chöice afleniibly oi^ whom the land 
thought Vifell, he imputcs, rather than to himfcl^, 
** want öf rcaföh, hegledb of thé public, ihtcrcA of 
partiet, ahd particulärity of private will and paflSoni** 
but with what mödéÄ)^ or likelihood of truth^ it 
wUl be weäriibmc to repeat fo oftcn. 

He concludes with a fentericc fair in leeniing^ 
biit fallacious. For if the confciencc be ill edified, 
the refolutioii may more befit a foolifh th^n a 
chriftiah king, to prefcr a felf- willed confcience bc- 
fore a kingdom*s good ; cfpécially in the denial of 
thåt which law and his regal ofHce by oath bids 
him grant to his parliament and whole kingdonl 
rightfuUy demanding. For we may obfcrve him 
throughout the difcöurfe to aflert his negative power 
againft thé whole kingdom j now under the fpe- 
ciöus plea. of his confcience and his reafon, but 
herctofore in a loudér note ; " Without us, or 
agäinft our confent, the votes of cither or both

Atid brfng fiich-, it ,necd be iHadc rto wondei*, 
though (hc Icft a pröteftant kingdoflfi with to Htthf 
hdhour as het- rtiothér left a popifh. 

Thåt this '^ it riie firft estample of any pröteltafif 
fubjtÄs that hare taken up arms againft theif king 
å prbreftant,'* can be to proteftartts no dilhonour | 
wheA it (hall bfe heärd that hc firft levicd War oii 
ihcttt, änd to the intereft of papifts moré than of 
pröteftants. Hé might have given yet the prece* 
äéricé oFmåking war upori him to the fubjedts of 
hts own nation, who had twice oppofed him in the 
Öpétt field long erc the Englilh found it rieceflary 
fö do the like. And höw groundlefs, how diffem- 
bled is that fear, lett Ihe, whö for fo many years 
häd beCn averfe froni the religion of her hulband, 
j and 
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and every ycar more and mofc» before thelé diP 
turbances broke out, Ihould.foc dicm be now the 
tnore alienatcd from that to which wc never heard 
jhe was inclined ? But if thp fear of her delin- 
qucncy, and that juftice which the proteilants dc- 
manded on her, was any caufe of her alienating 
the more, to have gained her by indired means 
had been no advancage to religion, much lefs then 
was the detriment to Ipfe her forther ofF. It had 
been happy if bis own a&ions, had not given caufe 
of more fcandal to the proteftants, than what thcf 
did againft her couid juftly fcandalize any papift. . 

Thcm who accufed her, well enough known to 
be the parliament, hc ccnfures for *' Men yet to 
feek theit Religion, whether Doftrine, Difciplincy 
or good Manners;" theVeft.he foothes with the 
narae of true Englilh proteilants, a meer fchifma- 
tical name, yet he fo great an eoemy of fchifm. \ 

He afcribes " rudenefs and barbarity worfe than 
Indian," to the Englilh parliarpent ; and " all virr 
tue" to his wifc^ in ftrains that cpnxe almoft tq 
fonnctting : how fit tö govern men, undejpvaluing 
and afperfing the great council of his kingdom, in 
comparifoii of onc; woman ! Examples are not far 
to feck, how great mifchief and difhonour hath 
befallen nations under the government of effcminate 
and uxorious magiftrates j who being chemfelves 
governéd and ovcrfwaycd.at home under a fcmi- 

nino 
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ninc ufiirpation, cannot bitt be far (hört of fpirit 
and authority ^ithout doors, to govern a whole 
nation. 

*• Hcr tarrying herc he could not think fafc 
among theni whowere fhaking hands with alle* 
giance, to lay faftcr hold on religion ;" and taxes 
them of a duty rather than a crime, it bcing juli 
tö obey God rather than man, and impoffiblc to 
fcrve two hiafters : I would they had quite fliaken 
oiF what they ftood fhaking hands with ; the fault 
was in their courage, not in their caufe. 

In his prayer he prays that *' the difloyalty of 
his proteftarit fubjeéls may not be a hindrance to 
hcr love of the true religion ;" and never prays, 
that the diflblutenefs of his court, the fcandals of ' 
his clergy, the unfoundnefs of his own judgment, 
the luke-warmnefs of his life, his letter of compli- 
aiice to the pope, his permitting agents at Rome, 
the pope's Nuncio, and her jefuUtd motber here, 
may not be found in the fight of God far greater 
hindrances to her converfion. 

But this had been a fubtle prayer indeed, and 
well prayed, though as duJy as a Paternofter, if i? 
could have charmed us to fit ftiU, and have reli- 
gion and our liberties onc by onc fnatched froni 
us, forfear left rifingtod^end ourfelves, we (hould 
ifright the Quecn, a ftifF papift, from turning pro- 
teftant! As if the way to make his queen a pro- 

teftaht, 
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He prays next ** that his conftancy may \^ an 
tntidote iigvail ^he ppifon of othw ro«i>*$ exairpfc.'^ 
Hi^ copftackcy yi what ? Not in religion, for ii; in 
ppenly known tbat hcr rclagioa wrwght ffiorc upw * 
him, than his reU^ioij gpQo h^T\ ajod bis opca ftt 
vouriag of papifts, and his hatred pf then), call^4 
puritaps, C/^< minifien alfo th^t pray^4 in cknriktH 
for l^er corrvcrjton^ being cbeckid from courQ OiadQ 
moft men fufpeft fte had quitc pervcrtftd hicn, 
But what is it that the blindnefs of hypocrify d^cs- 
not do? It dåres pray, and thinks to hide tha( 
from the cyes of God, which it canpot hidc fronj 
thc open view of man. 

VIII, Upon hi^ ^^pp^l^ ^ Ha», aad tbc Fatc of 

HULL, a tovwi of great ftrength and öppoj:- 
tunity both to fea and land affairs, was atthat 
time the magazine of all thofe arms which the kinj^ 
had bought with money moft iltegally extorted from 
his fubje£bs of England, to ufe in a caufelefs and 
moft unjuft civil war againft his fubjedls of Scot- 
hnd. The king in high difcontent and anger 
hadiefctheparliament, and was gone toward the 
Korth, the queen into Holland, where ihe pawnéd 
and fet to falc the crown-jewels (ä crime heretofore 

countcd 
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CQunte4 treafonable iq kbgs) and to whac intpof 

tjiefe fums were raiiéd, the parliament was not ig* 

nor^nt. Dis going northward in fo higb a chafe, 

thcy 4o\ibt^d wa9 to poi&fs himfelf of that ftrcngth, 

\yhich the ftore houfe and fituatioh of Hitll noighi: 

add fuddenly to his malignant party. Havin^ 

firft thercfore in m^ny petitions earneftly praycd 

hiip to difpofe and fettle, with confent of both 

hpuics, the military power in trufty hands,^ gnd hc 

^ pft refufing, they were njeceffitated by the tqr- • 

bulenc^ and dang^r pf thofe timea to put the king- 

dom by their own authpfity injtp a pofture of de- 

fcncq i a^nd very finiely fent Sir John Hptham, a 

membcr of the houfe, and knight of that county, . 

to takc Hull into hi? cuftody, ftpd forne of the 

trs^ipccj-bftpdji^ to hi3 affifljance. For btfid^ the ge^

But thefe attempts 
not fucceeding, and tbat town being now in cwC- 
tody of the parliament, he fcnds a meflage to theni, 
that hc had firmly refolved to go in pcrfon into 
Ireland, to chaftife thofe wicked rebeh (for thefe 
and worfe words he then gave them) and that to- 
wards this work he incended forthwith to räifc by 
his commiffions, in the countics near Weftchefter, 
a guard for his own perfon, confifting of 2000 
foot, and 200 horfe, that fliould be armed from 
his magazinc at Hull. On the othcr fide, the par- 
liament, forefeeing the king*s drift, aböut the fame 
time fend him a petition, that they might havc 
leave for neceflary caufcs to remove the magaxine 
öf Hull to the Towcr of London ; to which thé 
king returns his denial ; and foon after going to 
Hull, attended with about 400 horfe, requires the 
governor to deliver him up the town : whereof the 
governor befought humbly to be excufed, till he 
could fend nötice to the parliament who had intruft- 
ed him ; wbereat the king much incenfcd, pro- 
claims him traitor before the town-walls, and gives 
immediate order to ftop all paflagcs between him 
and the parliament. Yet he himfelf difpatchcs poft 
aftér poil to demand juftice, as upon a traitor*, 
ufing a ftrange iniquity to require juftice upon him 
lyhom he then way-laid and debarred from his ap- 

pearanee 
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pearäDce. The parliament no iboncr Underftood. 
what had pafléd, but they declare. chat Sir John 
Hotham had done no more than was his duty, and 
was therefore no traitor. 

This relati(Hi being mpft true, proves that which 
jb affirmed here to be moft falfe ; feeing the par-, 
liament, whom hc accounts his " greatcft Ene- 
mies/* had *• more confidence to abct and own" 
what Sir John Hotham had done» than the king 
had confidence to let him anfwer in his own be^ 
half; 

To Ipeäk of his patience, and in that folemn 
manner, hc might bctter have forborne ; " God 
knows,** faith hc, " it afFeded mc more with Ibr- 
row for others than with anger for myfelf ; nor did 
the afiront troublc me fo much as thcir lin.'* Thiä 
is read, I doubt not, and believed : and as there is 
fome ufe of every thing, fb is there of this book» 
were it but to (hcw us, what a mifcrablc, credu- 
lous, deludcd thing that creature is, which is called 
the vulgär ; who notwithftanding what they mighc 
know> will believe fuch vain-glorics as thefc, Did 
not that chpl^ric and vengeful aét of proclaiming 
him traitor before due procefs of law, having 
been convinced fo late before of his illegality with 
the five members, declare his anger to be inccrifed ? 
doth not his pwn relation confefs as much ? and his 
fccond mcffage Icft him fuming three åd,v§ a^icr, 

H und 
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and in plun words teftifies ^ his impatience of de- 
lay^' UUHodiain be fcverely punifhed^fbr (hativlikk 
he thero terms an infupportabie afiranc 

Surely if his forrow for/fiir Joka Uothaniis 6n 
were greaterchan his anger for the afin^nc» it was 
an exceeding great forrow indeed, and wondMus 
ehariuble. But if it ftirred him fo vehem^ndy to 
have Str John Hotham puntflied, and not at all, 
that we hear, to have htm rcpcnt, it hzå a ftrangc 
operation to be called a forrow for his fin. Hc 
who would perfuadeus of his forrow for the finstf 
othcr men, as they are fins, not as they are finhed 
againft himfelf, muft give u.s firft foqii? . teftimony, 
pf a forrow for his Qwn (ins, and next for fucl^ lins 
of othqr men a,s cannpt be (uyppoftd a direét injury; 
to himfelf. But fuch com^undion in thq k^ijg no 
man hath yct obferved; and till then, hisYorrow 
for Sir John Hotham 's fin will be called jio.other

Thi^s much of what he fqfFered Ipy Hotham, and 
with vh^t^papencc, ; now gf what Hojham fuffcr- 
ed, as he jydges, for oppöfing him : "^He cpuld 
. not but pbferve {lowGod not long after pleaded 
and avéi]ged his caufe.'* Moft men are too apt, 
an|i* pon[imonly ^the worft of men, fo to interpret 
and exppi^nd the judgments pf Qod, and all other 
.cvenit^ of Prpvid^nce or <;hance, a5^ makes moft to 
the jpftjFyipg .of their ,own !c4Ufe, though never . fo 
, evil j ^nd ,attribqte all. to the particular favonr of 

H i ' God 
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God towards thcm. Thus whcn Saul hcard that 
David was in Kcilah, « God," faith hc, « hath 
dclivcred him into my hands, for hc is {hut in." 
But how far that king was deceived in his thoughc 
that God was favouring to his Caufe» that ftoty un- 
folds ; and how little reafon this king had to fm- 
pute the death of Hotham to God^s avengementof 
his repuUe at Hull, may eafily be feen. Forwhile 
Hotham continued faithful to his truft, no man 
more fafe, more fuccefsful, more in reputation than 
he : But from the time he firft fought to make liis 
peace with the king, and to betray into his hands 
that town, into which before he had denied him 
entrance, nothing profpered with him. Ccrtainly 
had God purpofed him fuch an end for his oppofi- 
tion to the king, he would not have dcferred to 
punifli him till then, when of an enemy he was 
changed to be the king's friend, nor have made his 
repentance and améndment the occafion of his ruin. 
How much more likely is it, fince he fell into the 
adt of difloyaity to his charge, that the judgment 
of God concurred with the. punilhment of man, and 
juftly cut him off for rcvolting to the king ? To 
give the world an example, that^lorious deeds donc 
toambitious ends, find reward änfwcrable, not to 
their outward feeming, but to thcir inward ambi- 
tion. In the mean while, what thanks he had from 
the king for rcvolting to his caufe, and what good 

opinion 
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opinion for dy ing in his fervicc, they who havc 
ventured like him» or intend, may here take no* 
tice. 

He procceds to dcclarc, not only in general 
wherefore God's judgment was upon Hotham, but 
undertakes by fancies, and alluGons, to give a cri- 
ticifm upon cvery particular : ** That his hcad was 
divided from his body, bccaufe his heart was di- 
Vided from the king } two heads cut ofFin one fa- 
mily for affronting the head of the commonwealth ; 
the eldefl fon being infe&ed with the fin of bis fa* 
ther, againft the father of his country." Thefe 
petty glofles and conccits on the high and fccret , 
judgments of God» befides the boldnefs of unwar- 
rantable commenting, are fo weak and fhallow, 
and fo like the quibbles of a court-lermon^ that we 
may fafely rcckon them cither fetchcd from fuch a 
pattern, or that the hand of forne hou&old priefl: 
foifted them in 5 left the world fliould forget how 
much he was a difciple of thofe cymbal doftors. 
But that argument by which the author would com- 
nicnd them to us, difcrcdits them the more : For 
if they be fo ** obvious to every fancy," the more 
likely to be erroneous, and to mifconceive the mind 
of thofe high fecrecies, wbereof they prcfumc to 
determine. For God judges not by human iancy. 
. But however God judged Hotham, yet he had 
the king*s pity ; but mark the rcalbn how pre- , 
H 3 pofterous \ 
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pofterous 5 fo far hc had hfs pity, '^ a* Mthéöght 
he at fiffl? äéléd morc againft the light c# 1m« coa* 
fcience than many other men in the fame caufö/' 
Queftionléfs they who aft agaiiftflf coiifcience^ wlfe- 
ther at thé bar of human, or divine juftiee, aré pi^ 
ticd leaft of all. Thefe are the commön grounds 
and verdifts of nature, whereföf Whcn hewfco htth tte 
judgingofa whole natioh, is foutid deftftute^ un- 
der fuch a governor that nation riiuft »écds be mi- 
ferabfe. 

By the way he jcrks at ** forne meh's refomiing 
tö models of religion, and that they thihlc all is 
gold of piety that does but glifter with a flicw oif 
zéål." \^e know his nnfeanirtg, and apprehcnd 
ho-w little hope there cöuM ht of him ffom facit 
knguägé aS this : But até fure that the piety of his * 
prelatld model, gliflered more upoh the pofts and 
pillarå which théir zcaland féfvency gilded övef, 
than in the true works of fpiritual edificätiöli. 
. " He is forry that Hothäm felt the juftiee of 
pthers, and fell not rather into the hands of his 
mercy;" But to clear that, he fiiöuld have Ihewn 
us what iherty lie had ever uféd to fuch'^äs ffeU into 
his händs beföre, rather thäh ^hät mercy he- in- 
ténded to fuch as never could come to aflc it. 
Y/hatever mercy one man might have expefted, if 
IS too well known the whole nation found none 5 
though they befought it often, apd fo bumWy; 

byt 
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biit haä been fwafllow»} up in blood and ruin, td 
fet bis private will afaove %hft parHament^ bad not bis 
ftrcngtb faled him. •* Yet clcmeiicy be counts a 
debt, which be ought to pajr to tbofe tliat crave it i 
finoe we. pay not any thing to God for bis mercy 
but prayers and praifes." By this rcafon m(c ougbt 
as freety to pay aU tlung$ to all men ; for of all 
tbat we receive from God, what do we pay for, 
mors thaiv pra^ers and pralfes f we looked for tbe 
difcbarge crf" bis office, the päyment öf bis duty to 
the kingdoAl, and are pföd cojurt^-payment with 
ömpty ibitfitaces that hzvt tbe ämnd of grävity, buC 
tbe fignificance of notbing pertinent. 

Ytt agaiir after Bis mercy paft and granted, be 
returns back to* give fentenca upon Hotbam ; and 
wbotarbe tells us be would fo fain bave iaved alivr, 
hifR* he ntvir leåves killing with a répeatéd cön^ 
detonatioQ^ thougb dcad long (mce.

Hull, or at Towcr-hill." What kncw he of aftcr- 
timcs, who whilc hc fits judging and cenfuring 
without cnd, the fäte of that unhappy father and 
his fon at Tower-hiil, kncw not that the like» fatc 
attended him before his own palace-gatc ; andas 
little knew whethcr after-timcs referve noi a greatcr 
infamy to theftcry of his own lifc and reign ? 

Hc fays but över again in his prayer, what hjs 
fermon hath prcachcd : how acceptably to thofe in 
Hcavcn, weleave to be decidcd by that precept 
which forbids ** vain Repetitions." Sure enough 
it lies as he^vy as hjc can lay it upon the head of 
poor Hotham. 

Necds hc will faften upon God a piece of re* 
▼cng9 as donc for his fake ; and takes it for a fa«- 
vour, before hc know it was intended him : which 
in his clofet had been excufeable, but in a written 
and publifhed praycr, too prefumptuous. Eccle- 
fiaftes hath a right name for fuch kind of facri- 
fices. 

Going on he prays thus, " Let not thy jufUce 
prcvent the objefts and opportunities of my mercy." 
To folly, or to blafphcmy, or to both (hall wc im- 
pute this ? Shall the juftice of God givc pl^ce, and 
fcrve to glorify the mercics of a man ? All othcr 
men who know what they aflc, defire of God that 
their doings may tend to his glory ; but in this 
praycr, God is rcquired that his juftice would fpr^ 
bear to prcvent, and as good have faid to intrench 

yppa 
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ttpon thc glory of a a)an\< ttiercy. If God for- 
bear his jufticc, it -muft bcj futt, to thc magni- 
iying of his own mercy : Haw tben can any mor- 
talman^ wUbout prefumption RtHe. k/s tban imfHoits^ 
take tbe boldntfs to a^ tbdt glory out/if his band? It 
may be doubted now by them who underftand te- 
ligion, whether the king werc more unfortunate ta 
this his prayer, or Hotham in thoic his iufferiogs. ^ 

IX. Upon the llfting and raifing Armies, &c. 

IT were an endlefs work to walk fide by fide with 
the verbofity of this chapter; only to what al- 
ready bath not bcen fpoken, convenient anfwer (hall 
be given* He hegins again with tutnplts ; all de- 
monftration of the people^s iove and loyalty to the 
parliament vas tumulr^ their petitioning, tumult; 
their defenfive armies were but liAed Tumults ; and 
will take no notice that thofe about him, thofe in 
a time of peacé iifted into his own houle, were the 
beginners ofall thefe tumults ; abufing and aflault- 
mg not only fuch as came peaceably to the parlia- 
ment at London, but thofe that came petitioning 
to the king himfelf at York. Neither did they ab- 
ftain from doing violence and outrage to the mef- 
fcngers fcnt from parliament ; he himfelf either 
countenanciog or conniving at them. 

He foppofes that " his rccefs gave us confidence 
that he might be conqucred." Other men fup- 
pofe both that and all things elfe^ who knew him 

neither 
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net£hef by natiife warliko^ wof e9perienced,,nor 
fbittmate ^ fo ht wi$ dåfff ilian thåt iitiberiied iug^ 
^ from efteeming him unconquerabk i yet fiichårc 
wmK^ to imbröiLothers. 

« ButhehadafcMiliQnäcibk." Whatpfaifih 
that P The flomach of a child it oft-ttmes ilmilcibte 
to att coTFe&ioni. The untcacbable man hath & Ibol 
ta ali reafctn and gocd advice iimncible ; andhdf 
who is intra£table, he whom aothing can perfuade, 
may böaft himfelf invincible ; whenas in forne 
tbing» to be d^ei^éome, is moit b<meft Md land» 
\ alUe tUan to cöaquer. - 

He labours txx hare it fihoaght dsac ^^ hi& k^låtag- 
Godmore than m^^' wa$ tho gmand 6f bis ibffer* 
ings ; but he fhould héve known tliat a good j^m*- 
ciple not rightly: underlkiod tåof prow as hut^tful 
as a bad ; and his ftar of God may be as fauicy as^ 
a blind: zeai. He pretended t^ fear God tnof« t&ai» 
the parliament^ wbo neverorged hUn to do oth^^ 
wife ; he ikould ^S6 have feared God more than h€^ 
did his coUrtici^, and the bkfaops,^ who dnw binir 
as they pkafed^ to things mconfiftent with the&ar 
of God. Thus hoafted Saul to have* •* pärfcxåicå 
the commandmentof God,'* and ftoed in it^aiöft 
Samuel ; but it was found at leogth that he had 
feared the people more than God, in faving thofe 
fat oxen for the worfhip of God which were ap- 
pointed for deftrudlion. Not much unlikc, if not

Hc twits them witb ** his Afts of Grace ;'* proud, 
and un-felf-knowing words in the mouth of any 
king who afTefb not to be a God, and fuch as 
ought to be as odious in the ears of a free nation* 
For if they were unjuft a6ls, why did hc grant 
jbem as of grace ? If juft,. it was nöt of his grace, 
but of his duty and his oath to grant them* 

" A glorious king he would be, though by his 
fufFerings :" But that can never be to him, whofe 
fufFerings are his owo doings. He feigns " a härd 
choice^* put upon him, " either to kill bis fubjefts, 
or be killed.'* Yet neVer was king lefs in danger 
of any violence from his fubje£ts, till he unflicathcd* 

his 
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his fword againil cbetn ; nay long after that time» 
when he had (pilt the blood of thoufknds» they bad 
fUU his perfbn in a foolUh veneracion. 

Hc complains, " That civil war muft be ihc 
fruit5 of his (eventeen years reigning with fuch a 
meafure of jufttce, peace, plcnty, and religion, as 
all nations either admired or envied." For the 
juftlce we had, let the council-table, ftar-chamber, 
high-commiffion fpeak the praife öf it ; not forget- 
ting the unprincely ufage, and, as far as mightbe, 
the aboliihing of parliaments, the difplåcing of ho- 
ned judges, the fåle of offices, bribery and exac- 
tion, not fbund out to be puniflied, but to be 
fhared in with impunity for the time to come, 
Who can number the extortions, the oppreffions, 
the public robberies and rapines committed on the 
fubjed both by fea and land under various pre- 
tences ? their pofTefllons alfo taken from them, one 
while as foreft-Iand, another while as crown-Iand ; 
nor were thcir goods excmpted, no not the buUion 
in the mint ; piracy was become a projed owned 
and authorized againft the fubjeét. 

f^or the peace we had, what peace was that 
which drew out the Englifh to a needlefs and dif- 
honourable voyage againd the Spaniard at Cales ? 
Or that which lent our fhipping to a treacherous 
and antichriftian war againft the poor proteftants of 
Rochel our fuppliants ? What peace was that which 

feU 
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fcU to rob thc Freoch by fea^ to the imbarring of 
all our merchants in that kingdom ? which brot^ht 
forth that anbleft expedition to the Ide of Rhee» 
doubtful whether more calamitous in the fuccefs or 
in the defign, bctraying all the flower of oUr mili- 
tary youth and befi: commandcsrs to a fliameful for- 
prifal and execution. This was the peace we had» 
and the peace we gave, whether to friends or to 
foes abroad. . And if at home any peace were in- 
tended us, what meant tbofe Iri(h billetted foldiers 
in, all parts öf the kingdom, and the defign of 
German horfe to fubdue us in our pea^ful 
houfcs? . , - . ' • . ' 

For our rellgipn, where was thére a more igno- 
lant, profane, and vitious clergy^.learned in ho- 
thing but the antiquity of their pride, thcir cove- 
toiifnefs and fuperflFition ? ^hofé unfmcere and le- 
venous doélrine,. corrupting the pcoplc, firft taug&t 
them loofenefs, then bondagé'; iGbfening them 
from alLfound knowledge and ftriétnefs of Ufe» the 
more to fit them for the bondage o£ tyrahny and 
foperftition.; So that what was Icft us for other 
nations not to.pity rather than admire or en vy, all 
thofc feveptcen years,. no wi& man could fee. For 
wealth and plenty in a land where jufllce reigns not, 
is ^o argument of a flourifhing (late, but of anear^ 
nefs rather to ruin or commocion.

Whom did he not tb his utmoft 
power? Endcavo^oring. to. have. refcutd Strafford 
from tbeir juftice^ thpugh wtth [th? deftryftionof 
them and the cityt to that end expjcfly cömmand- 
ing the admittance of new foldiers into the Tower, 
raifed by Suckling and othcr confpiraton, under 
pretencc for the Portugal j fbougb that amhafadcr^ 
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iikig ferU tOy utterly denied to know of attf fucb com- 
miffion from bis mafitr. And yet tbat lifting conti^ 
tiued : not to repeat his other plot of bringing up 
the two armies. But whät can be difputed mth 
fuch a king, in whoie mouth änd opinion the pan. 
liament itfelf was never but a Fa6tion, and their 
juftice no juftice, but *• the diftates and ovcrfway- 
ingiiifolence of tumults and rabbles?** änd under 
that cxcufc åvouches himfelf openly the general pa- 
tron of moft notorious delinquents^ and approves 
their flight out of the land, whofé crimes were fuch, 
as that the jufteft and the fairefi: trial woiild hare 
Iboneft condemned theih tö déath. But did not 
CataKne plead in like manner againfl: the Roimti 
fenatCi and the injuftidé of their trial, änd the juf- 
tice of his flight from Rome ? Caefar alfo, then 
hatching tyrannyi injeéted the fame fcrupulous de- 
itiurt to ftop the fentertce of death in full and frce 
iénate decreed on Lcntulus and Cethegus, two of 
Cataline^s accomplices, which were renewed and 
vrged for Strafford. He voucKfafes to the refor-^ 
mation, by both kingdoms intended, no better 
name than *^ Innovation änd ruin both iil cburch 
and fläte/' And what we would have learned fo 
gladly of him in other pa£Eiges before, to know 
Hvherdn, he tells us oow of his own accord. The

Hoiy happy could tbts nation be in fuch fi go- 
vernor who counted that tbcir ruin» wWch they 
thought thcir dclivcrance -, thc ruin both of ^hurdi 
and ftate, which wäs tht r^^ovcry and the faving 
of theni both ? 

To the pafTing of thofe bilis againd bifliQp^» hov 
is it likely that thc houfe of peers gavc fo hardly 
their confent, which they g^ve fo cafily befoi^ to 
the attaching them ot high treafon» twelve at once» 
ooly for protefting that the parliament could not 
ad without them ? Surely if their rights arid pri- 
vileges were thought fo undoubted in that houfc, 
as is here m^intained ; then was that proteftation, 
being meant and intended i(i the name of their 
wbole fpiritu^l order, no treafon ; and fo that houfe 
itfelf will become liable to a juft conftrudHon cithcr 
of injuftice to eppeacb tbem for fo ci^nfentingt or of 
ufurpatiön, reprefenting none but theoifelves» to 
exped that their voting or not voting fhould qb- 
ftrud the commons :' Who not for •* five r^pulf^?» 
of the Lords," no not for fifty, were to defift from 
what in the name of the whole kingdom they dc- 
manded, fo long as thofe lords were none of ovx 
lords. And for the bill againft root and branch, 
though it pafled not in both houfes till many of the 
lords and forne fcw of thc commons, tttber cntked 

away 
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away by the king, or overaw^ by the fenfe of 
their own malignancy not prevailingt deferted the 
parliatxient) and made a fåir riddance of themfelves ; 
that wasnoi¥arrant for chem who remained faichful, 
being far the greater number, to lay afide that bill 
of root and brancli» till the réturn of their fugi- 
tives i a bill fo neceflary and fo much defired by 
themielves as toell äs by the people, 

This wa* the Partiality, this degrading of the 
Inihops, a thing fo whokföme in the ftate, and fb 
arthodoxal in the church both ancient and reform- 
ed ) whkh the king rather than aflent to, '* will 
either hazard both his own and the kingdom'a 
ruin/* by our juft defence ag^inft his force ofarms • 
or proftrate our confciences in a blind obedience to 
himfelf» and thofe men^ whofe fuperftition, zea- 
lou« or unzealous, would inforce upon us an and- 
chriftian tyranny in the church, neitber primitive, 
äpoftdyital, nor itiore anciently univerfal than forne 
c(her manifeft corruptions. 

But ^^ he was bound, befides his judgment, by 
a moft ftrid and indifpenfable oath to preferve that 
ordier and the rights of the church." If hé mean 
the oath of his coronation, and that the letter of 
diat oath admit not to be interpreted either by 
eqotty,. refomsation, or better knowledge, then 
. wa» the king bound by that oath to grant the clergy 
^ tkofe cultoms, ftanchifes, and canonical privi- 
I 2 vilcges 
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Icges granted to them by Edward the ConfefToi' j 
and fo might one day, under pretence of that oath 
and his confcience, have brought us all again ta 
popery. But had he fo well remembred äs hc 
ought, the words to which hc fwore, he might 
have found himfelf no othcrwife obliged there,- 
tban " according to the laws of Godj andtruepro- 
fcflion of the Gofpel." For if thofc following 
words, '* eftablifhed in this kingdom," be fet thcre 
to limit and lay prefcription on the laws of God and 
truth of the golpel by man*s eftablifliment, nothing 
can be more abfurd or more injurious to religion. 
So that however the German emperors, or othcr 
kings have levied all thofe wars on their proteftant 
fobjefts under the colour of a blind and literal ob- 
fervance to an oath, yet this king had leaft pre- 
tence of all j botb fworn to tbe laws of God and evan^ 
gelic trutbj and difclaiming^ as we heard him before^ 
^^ to he bound by any cpronation-oatb^ in a blind and 
brutijh formality.^^ Nor is it to be imagined, if 
what fhall.be efltablilhed comein queftion^ but that 
the parliament fliould overfway the king, and not he 
the parliament. And by all law and reafon that 
which the parliament will not, is no more efta- 
blifhed in this kingdom, neither is the king bound 
by oath to uphold it as a thing eftablifhed. And 
that the king (who of his princely grace^ as he pro^^ . 
feffesy batbfo of t aboHJbed tbings thatfioodfirmbykw^ 

as 
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MS theftar cbamber and bigb commiffion) ever thougbt 
bimfdf hound by oath to keep tbem up^ becaufe efta- 
hlijhed ; be wbo will believe, muft at tbe fame fime 
condmn bim of as matrf perjurie^ as be iswell known 
U bave abolifi>ei botb laws and jurifdiSions^ tbat 
wanted no ejiabli/hment. 

" Had he gratificd," he thinks, " tbeir anti- 

cpifqopal fadion with his confent, and facrificed 

thc church-government and revenues to thc fury of 

thcir covetoufnels, &c.*' an army had not becn 

nifed. Whereas it was the fury of his own hatred 

to the profeffors of true rdigion, which firft incitcd 

him to profecutc them with thc fword of war, when 

whips, pillories, exiles, and imprifonmcnts were 

not thought fufficient. To colour which he can- 

»ot find wherewithal, but that ftalc pretence of 

Charles the Vth, and other popilh kings, that the 

proteftants had only an intent to lay hands upon the 

church-rcvcnues, a thing never in the thoughts of 

this parliamcnt, till exhaufted by his endlefs war 

upon them, their ncceffity fcizcd on that for the 

commonwealth, which the luxury of prclates had 

abufed before to a common mifchief. 

. His confent to the unlording of bilhops (for to 

that he himfelf confented, and at; Canterbury the 

chief feat of their pride, fo God would havc it!) 

. ** was from his firm pcrfuafion of thcir contentcd- 

ncfs to fufFcr a prefcnt diminution of thcir rights/' 

I 2 Can 
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Can any maii) reading this, not difcern the pure 
mockery of a royal confent, to ddude u$ only for 
^' thc prcfent," meaning, it feems, whcn time fhould 
fervc, to revoke all ? By this rcckoning, his con-? 
fents aod his denials comé all to one pais : and wc 
may hencc perceivc thtfmall wildom and integrity 
ef thofe votes which vot^d his concefiions at the Ifle 
of Wight, for grounds of a laftirig pcace. This he 
alledgcs, this controveriy afeout bifhops, ** to be 
the true ftate" of that difFcrcnce bctwccn him and 
thc parliament. For he hcld cpifcopacy ^^ both 
vcry facrcd and divine j** with this judgmcnt, and 
for this caufe, he withdrew from the parliament, 
and confcflies that forne men knew •^ he was like to 
bring again the famejudgment which hc^arried with 
him." A fair and unexpefted juftification from 
his own mouth afforded to the parfiament, who 
fiotwithftanding what they knew of his €*ftinate 
mind, omitted not to ufe all thofe means and tha( 
, patience to have gåined him ! 

/ As for delinquents, " he allows them tx> be but 

the neccflary confequences ot his and their with- 
drawing and defending.^ A pretty (bift t to mince 
the name of a delinquent into a ncceffary confc- 
( quent : what is a traitor, but the ncceflary confe* 

quence of his treaibn ? What a rebel, hut of his 
rebellion i From this conceit he would infcr a pre-r . 
\e^t pnly in fhe parliament ** to fctch in delio*- 

qucnts/* 
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qvkcnH^* ^ If there ba4 in^eed been no fuch caufe» 
but all che delinquency in London tumults. Which 
ii theover-worn themei and ftuffing ofäll his dif- 
courfcs* 

This hc thrice repeaCS to be the true ftate and 
reafon of all that war and deTaflation in the land ; 
ftiid that " ofall the treaties and propofitions** offered 
him), he was refolved ^' ntivcr to grant the abolifhing 
pf epifcäpal, or the eftåblifhmentofpreibyterian go- 
vcrnmcrit." I would demand now of the Scots 
aml cayentanteera (fiMr fo 1 c^l them, as mifob- 
ftrvers of the covenant) hovir they will feconcile 
•* the prefervation of religion and their libcrtics, and 
the bringing of delinquents to condign puniih- 
meht/' with the freédoöi, honour, and fafcty of 
this vowed refdution heré, that eCteems all thezeal 
of their pröftituted covenant no better than ^^ a 
öoiiejand flaew of piety, a heat for reformation, 
filliag then^ with prcjudice, and obttrufting aH 
cquality and clcarnefs of judgmcnt in them." With 
thde principlés who knows but that ac lehgth he 
might have come to take the covenant, as ochers 
whoHi they brotberly admit, havé done before 
hm^ And then all, no doubt, had gone well, and 
ended in a happy peace. 

His prayer is moft of it borrowed o\it of David ; 
but what if it be anfwered him as the Jews,who trufted 
in Mofe3, were anfwered by our Saviour j " there is 

I 4 one 
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one that accuiéth you, even David, whom yoii 
mifapply.** 

He tells Gpd, ^^ that his enemies are many,'* 
but tells the people, when it ferves his tum, they 
are but " a fadtion of fomc; few, prcvjuling ovcr 
the major part of both houfcs.^* ^ 
. ^^ God knows he had no paflion, defign or pre^ 
paration to embroil his kingdom in a civil war.'t 
True i for he thought his kingdom to be lilachaF, 
a ** ftrong afs that would have couched down bc^ 
tween two burthens/* the one of prelatical fiiper- 
ftition, the other of civil tyranny ; but what pafiioa 
and defign, what clofe and open preparation he had 
made, to fubdue us to both thcfe by terror and pr&» 
ventive force, all the nation knows. 

** The confidencc of forne men had aimoft per^ 
fuadcd him to fufpcd his own iniioccnce/* As the 
.words of Saint Paul had aimoft perfuaded Ag«ppa 
to be a qhriftian. fi^it aimoft in the^orks of rer 
pentance, is as good as not at all, 

*• God, faith he, will find out bloody and de- 
ceitful men, many of whom have not lived out half 
their days/* It behovcd him to have been morc 
caucious how he ten\pted God's findingout of blood 
and deceit, till his own years had been fur^ei? 
fpent, or that he had enjpyed longer the fruits of 
Jijs pwn violent counfels, 

B« 
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But inftead of warinefi he adds another tempra- 
tion, charging God ^* to knöw that the chief defigh 
of this war was either to deftroy his perfon, or to 
^orcc his judgment.^ And thus his prayer frdm 
tht evil pra&ice of unjuft accufing men to God, 
arifes to the hideous ralfainefs of accufing God be- 
före men, to know that for truth, which all men 
Jcnow to be moft falfe. / 

Hc prays, <• that God would forgive the peoplé, / 
for they know not what they do/' It is an eafy / 
matter to fay över what our Saviour faid ; but how 
hc loved the people, othcr arguments than afFeftcd 
fayings muft demonftrate. He who fo oft hath 
prefumed raflily to appeal to the knowledge and 
tcftin^ony of God in things fo evidcndy untrue, 
may be doubted what belief or efteem he had of 
his forgivcnefi, either to himfelf, or thofc for 
whDRt he would * fo feign that men fhould hear he 
prayed* 

X. Upon their feizing the magazines, forts, Scc. 

fTTS O put the matter fooneft out of controverfy 
"*• who was the firft beginner of this civil war, 
'fince the beginning of all war may be difcerned not 
only by the firft ad of hoftility, but by the counfels 
^uid preparations foregoing, it fiiall evidently ap-

ifft ufe the yfoidfain for fond defirt of a thipg» 

pcar 
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fiear that the king was ftiU foremcft in all thefe. 
No king had cver ac his firft coming tö the crown 
more love and acdamatioa froin a people ; never 
any pcoplc fotiOd YtQvk rcqiiHal of théir loyalty 
ånd good affeélion : Firft, by hi^ extraordinajy 
fear and miftruft that their Ubertiei and righta wcit 
the impairing and diminiihing pf his regal power, 
the true original of tyranny ^ n^t:» ^y b» bfttnsd 
to all thofe who were efteemed rel^gious ; doubting 
that their principles toomuch aflSbrtedUboty. Tliis 
was quickly feen by the vehe|nenc^^> ^d thecaufes 
alledged of his peFfe<:utiog» the other by his frcr 
quent and opprobripus difloliltion of parliaments ; 
after he had demånded more money of them» and 
they to obtain theit rights had grädted him, thaa 
would have bought the Turk outoifMor^, and 
iet frce all the Greeks. But when hefbUghtco cx- 
tort frowi u$^ by way of tribute, that wbkh ba^ becn 
offered him conditionally in parliamcnt, as by a frec 
people, and that thofe cxtortions were no w confumed 
and wafted by the luxury of his court, he began 
then (for ftill the more he did wrong, the more he 
feared) before any tumuk or infurre^ioa of the 
people, to uke counfel howhe might totaUy fub^ 
due th^m to his own wtlL Then was the defi^ 
of German horfe,^ wbik ibe duh reigned -^ andwbiclf 
was worft of all, forne tboufands of the Irijh papifis 
were infeveral parts bilktted upon us^ white a parlia- 

ment 
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mnt tMs tbenjätiiig. ^ The pulpits refounded with 
AO othtrdofhimthan diat wfakh gavc aH property 
ta tfae king) and paflive obectience to tbe fubjeä:. 
A&er whtcb, ihnumerabk forms and fhapes of new 
ttxaäiont and éxaébors overfprcad the land : nor 
wa$ it enough to be impoyerUhed, unlels we were 
di&rmed. Our traincd * bands» which are thc 
traftieft and möft proper ftrength of a free nation 
fM at war wib itfelfy bad their arms in divers 
countks taken from tbem ; other ammunition by 
dfifijgn was ingri)0ed and kept in the towcr» not to 
be bought without a licence, and at a high råte. 

Thus far, and many othér ^ays were his coun* 
fels and preparations before-hand with us, either 
tö a' civil war, if it ihould h^pen, or to fubdoeus 
ni^tthout a war, whicb is all one, until the raifing of 
his two armies againft the Scots, and the latter of 
themTmlfcd to the moft perfidiousVcaking of a 
fdemn pacificätion : tbe artkles whereof^ though 
fubfcrihed wiib bis avm bandy b$ commanded foon af ter 
to he burmd openly by tbe bangman. Wbat entmj 
durft bave dant him tbat diJhonoUr and affront^ wbicb 
bi did tberein t& bimfelf ? 

After the bcginning of this parliament» whom 
he faw fo refolute and unanimous to relieve the 
commonwcalth, and that the earl of Strafford was 
condcmned to die, other of his evil counfellors im- 
peached and imprifoned ; to fhew there wanted not 

evil 
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evil counfel wichin himfelf fufficient to begin a war 
upon his fubjeéts, though no way by thcm pro-^ 
voked, hc fends an agent with letters to the king 
of Dcnmark, requiring Md againft the .parliament : 
and that aid was coming^ wben divine providence. ta 
divert thetn^ fent a /udden iorrent of Swedes inU tb$ 
bowels of Denmark. He tben endeavours to bring 
up both armies, firft the Englifli, with whom 800a 
Irifh papifts raifed by Strafford, and a Frerich arnFiy 
were to joiri ; then the Scots at Newcaftle, whom 
he thought to have encouraged by tellingthem 
wh^t money and horfe he was to have from Den- 
mark. I mention not the Irifh confpir^cy till due 
place. Thefe and many other were his counfels 
toward a civil war. His preparations, aftcr thofe 
two armies were difinified, could not fuddenly be 
too open : neverthelefs there were 8000 Iriöi pa-» 
pifts which he refufed to dilband, thojigh Intrcatcd 
by both houfes, firft, for reafons beft known to 
himfelf, next, under pretence of lending them to 
the Spaniard ;. and fo kept them undilbanded till 
yery near the mpnth wherein that rebellion brokc 
forth. He w-as alfo raifing forces in London, pre-» 
tendedly to ferve the Portugal, but with intent.to 
fei^e the towcr ; into which divers canoneers weré 
by him kntwitb many fireworks and granadoes \ and 
many great baUeriHg pieces were mounted again/i tbi 
city. The court was fortified with ammunition, 

and 
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and foldiers new lifted, ivho foUbwéd the kiig 
ftöm London, and appcafed atKingfton forne huir 
drcdsof horfe in a warlike manner, with waggors 
of ammunition afcer them ; the queen in Holland 
was buying morc -y of wbich theparliament bad cer^ 
tainknowledge, and bad not yet fo mucb as dematidei 
tbe Militia to befettled^ till tbey knew botb ofbergo- 
ing overfeq^ and to wbat intent. Forjhe badpackei 
up tbe crown-jewels to bave been going long bepre^ 
bad not tbe parliamnt^ JufpeSing. by tbe difcoverie: at . 
Burrow-bridge^ wbat. wasintended mth tbe jewekj 
ufedmeans to ftay ber journej' till tbe winter. Hiä 
and tbe magazine tbere bad beenefecretly attempted un-^ 
der tbe king*s band ; from mobom (tbougb in bis Di- 
elarations renouncing all tbougbt of war) notes wete 
fint over-fea forfupply of arms :' wbicb were no foowr 
€ome9 but. the inhabi tants of Yorkihire and other 
countie» were called to arms, and oAual forces 
raifed, while the parliament were yet petitioningin 
peace» and had not one man. lifted. 

As to the aÄ of hoftility, though not much ma- 
terial in whom firft it began^ or bywbofe commijions 
datedfirflj after fuch counfels and preparations dif- 
covered, and fo far advanced by the king, yet in 
that aft alfb hc*will be found to have had prece- 
dency, if not at London by the ajQTault of his armed 
court upon the nakedpeople, and his attempt upon 
the houfe of commons, yet ccrtainly at Hull, firfk 

by 
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by his cloie prafidces on thtt tcfwo, next by bis 
liqge. Thus, whctber counibls, preparations, or 
afts af hoftility be conCdercd, it appears widi evi- 
dence enough, tboug^ much morc mig^t be faid^ 
thac the king is .truly charged to be tbc firft be^- 
Der of theie civil. \«ars. To which may be added 
as a ck>fe, that in the IQe of Wight he cfaacgcd it 
i&pofi himfelf at the pubHc treaty, and aqquitted die 
parUament. 

But as for the iécurbg of Hull and tbc pvbfic 
Aores therein, and in other {daces, it was no ^^ fur- 
prifal of his ftrength^'*. the cuftody whereof by au- 
tfaority of parliament was committed inio hända moft 
& and mcft refponfible for fuch a triA. It were 
afoUy beyond ndiculous, to count owfelves a free 
mtion, if the king, not in parliament, . but in his 
ovn perfon, and againft them, might apf^opriate 
to himfelf d»c Aren^jth of ^wholeiiatiofrÄS^liis pro^ 
per goods. What the kws of the land are, a par- 
liament fhould kmM beft^ having both the life and 
death of laws in thcir l^w-giving power : And the 
law of £nglaml is, at beft, bot the rea&o of par- 
liament. The parliament therefbre, taking into 
their hands that.wfaéreof moft properly thcy oaght 
to bave the keeping, commkted no furpriiaL If 
they pcevented hkn^ that argued not at aH «;ither 
*^ his innocency or unpreparednefs, *' but thetr 
timely forefight to ufe prevention* 

But 
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-: But what necded that ? '*• They knew hi^ chkftft 
arms lefc him were thofe only which the ancienc 
chrii^ians were wont to uie againft their profecu-^ 
tors» prayers and tears." O facred reverence of 
God ! refpedt and fhame of men! whither wcrcyc 
fled whcn thcfc hypocrifies were utccrcd ? Was the 
kingdom then at all that coft of blood, to remove 
from him none but prayers and tears ? What were 
thofe thoufands of blafpheming cavaliers about him, 
^hofe mouths let fly oaths and cur&s by the vol- 
ley ; were thofe the prayers ? and thofe caroufes 
dronk to the confufion of all things good or holy, 
did thofe minifter the tears ? Were they prayers 
9nd tears that were lifted at York, muftered on He- 
worth moore, and laid fiege to Hull for the guard 
of his perfon ? Were payers and tears at fo high a 
råte in Holland» that nothing could purchafe them 
but the enown-jewcls ? Yet they in Holknd (fuch 
word was fent us) fold them for guns» carabines» 
mortar-pieces, cannons, and otfaer deadly inftfu** 
ments of war ; which when éiey came to Yo]:k» 
isrere all, no doubt, by the merit of forne great 
faint fuddenly transformed into prayers and tears.; 
and being divided into regimenu and brigades, 
were the only arms that mifehieved us in all tho(e 
battles and encounters. 

Thefc were his chief arms, whatevcr we muft 
call them» and yet fuch arms, as they who fought 

for 
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for the commooweaith, have by thc help of beétcf 
prayers vanquifhed and brought to nothing. 

He bewails his want of thc milicia^ " not fo much 
in refcrence to his own proteétion^ ås the people^s, 
•whofe many and före oppreflions grievc him.** 
Never confidering how ill for feventcen years toge- 
ther he had proceAed them, and that théfe miferies 
t>f the people are dill his own handy-work, having; 
fmitten them, like a forked arrow, fo ibre into the 
kingdom's fides, as not to be drawn out and cured 
without the incifion of more flcfh. 
, He tells US that '^ what he wants in the hand of 
power,'* he has in " the wings of faith and prayer.*' 
•But they who made no reckoning of thole wings 
while they had that power in their hands, may eafily 
miftakc the wings of faith for the wings of pre- 
fumption, and fo fall headlong. 

We mcct npxt with a comparifbn. ^ow åpt lét 
them judge wbp have travelled to Mecca, " that 
the parliament have hung the majefty of kingfhip 
in an airy imagination of regality» between the prl- 
vileges of both houfes» like the tomb of Mahonictw** 
He knew not that he was prophefying the death 
and burial of a Tiirkiöi tyranny, ' that fpurned 
down thofe laws which gave it life and being, fo 
long as it endured co be aregulated monarchy. 

He counts it ari injury " nöt to have the folc 
power in himfeif to help of hUft äAy ;^* and thit 

the 
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tht ** imflltia, which he holds to be his undoubted 
right, IhouW be di%)fed as the parliament think» 
fit :** Atiå yet cpnfeflcs that if he had it in his aétual 
dili)öf!ng, he would defend thofe whoim he calls 
** his gööd fubjefts -from thofe rtien*s violence and 
frkudi ^hb wouM pérfuacie the wofld that noné 
but wolves are' fit tö be trufted with thé cuftody of 
the fhepherd and his flock/* Surely, if we may 
gueis whom he means here, by knowing whom he 
hath ever moft oppofed in this controverfy, we may 
then aflure ourfelves that by violence and fraud hé 
ineans that which the parliament hath done in iettling 
the militiä, andthöie the wolves, into whofe hands it 
was by them intruftcd : which draws a clear con- 
fefiion from his own moUth, that if the parliament 
häd left him Ible powcr öf the militia, he wöuId 
h^vc lifed it to the deftru6tion of them and their 
fnends. 

' As for jlble power of the militia, which he claims 
as a right no lefs undoubted than the crown, it hath 
bcen öft enough told him, that he hath no more 
authority över the fword than över thé law 5 över 
the Ikw he hath none, either to eftablifh or to abro- 
gate, to interpret or tö execute, but cnly by his 
töUrts änd in his courts, whereof the parliament ii 
higheft ; no more therefore hath he power of thé 
mijitlai which is tHe fword, éither to ufe or to dif- 
pofe, but with confent of parliament'; give him

buc that, and as good give him in a lump ail oinr 
laws and libcrties. For if thc power of thc fword 
were any where feparate and undependbg from the' 
power of law, which is originally feated in thc 
higheft court, then would that power of thc fword 
iefoon tnajier oftbe law : and being at onc man*» 
difpofal, mighr, when he pleafed, controul the 
law 5 and in derijion of our Magna Cbarta^ wbicb 
were hut weak refijlance againji an armed tyrant^ migbt 
abfolutely enjlave us. And not, t o bave in ourfelves^ 
ibougb vaunting to he freeborn^ tbe power of our own 
freedomy and tbe puhlic fafety^ is adegree lower tban 
not. to bave tbe propert j of our own goods. For liberfy 
ofperfon and tbe rigbt of felf-prefervation^ is mucb 
nearery mucb more naturaly and more wortb to all 
tnen^ tban tbe propriety of tbeirgood^ and wealtb. 
Tetfucb power as all this did. thelcing in ppcn terms 
challcnge to havc över us, and brought thoufands 
to help him win it ; fo much more good at fight- 
ingthan at underllanding, as to perfuade themfelyes 
that they fought then for thc fubjeft^s libcrty. 

He is contented, becaufe he knows no other re- 
medy, to refign this power " forhisown time, but 
not for his fucceflbrs :" So diligent and careful he 
js that we fhould be flaves, if not to him, yet to 
his pofterity, and fain would leave us the legacy of 
another war about it. . But the parliament havc 
donc well to removc that qucftion : whom, as his 

mannef 
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ftiäilner is to dignifjr wkh forne good name or other, 
he calJs now a " many-hcäded hydra of govcrn- 
ment, full of fadious diftradions» and not mora 
eye^^xhaii mouths." Yet furely riot more mouths, 
or not fo wide, aa the difiblute rabble of all his 
courders had, both hees and ihces, if there werc 
any äiäles among tbem; 

Hé would prpve that to göverri by parliament 
hath ". a ihonftrofity rathcr than pcrfcftion ;'* and 
gcounds his argument updn two or three eminent 
abftirdictes : Firft» by placing coun&L in the fenfes ; 
next, by tuming thé fenfes ouf of the head, and in 
)ic3a thercof pjacing ipower, fupreme above fcnfc?

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Till thcn, we may rcccivc it for a bcttcr fentchce^ 
(hat noching (hould be more agreeabk to the conv 
fcicnce and honopr of a king, than to prefcrve hiie 
fubje^s in pc^cc ; <jfp€ci*lly.from civil war. • 

•And which of the propofitions were " obtrudcd 
on him with the point of the fword," till he firft 
ivith the point of the fword thruft from him both 
the proportions and the propoundcrs i He never 
rcckons thofc violcnt and mercilefs obtrufions, 
which fqr almoft twenty ycars he had bcen forcing 
upon tender cpnfcidnces by all forts of perfecution,^ 
tåH through the multitudc of them that jvere to 
fuffer^ itcould no more ie callcdra perfeciftiom^ 
^ut a plain war.. From which.iyhen firft ,the Scots, 
thcn the Englifh, were conftrained to defend them- 
fclves, this their juft d^fence^ is^ that wHich he calU

He grudgcB that'< fö many;things'arc required 
of him, and nothmgi offered him in requital of 
thofe favoqrs which he had gtantcd/* Wkat céuld 
fatiate the dcfires of tbis man, who bcing king of 
Epgland, and maftcr of almofttwo rtillions yeärly 
wbai hy bgqk or crook^ was ftill in want j and thole 
afts of jufticc which he was to do in duty, counts 
^one ^s favours; and fuch fävours as were not 
done withöut the avaritious hopc of other rewards 
bcfidcs fupreme bonour, and fhc cpnftant rpvenue' 
öfhisplace? 
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** This honour,** he faith, ** thcy did him, to 
put him en- thc giving part." And fpake truer 
than he imended^ it being mercly for honour*s fakc- 
that they.did (b ; nat that it belonged to him of 
right : for what can hc give to a parliament, who 
rcceives all he hath from the pcople, and for the 
people's good ? Yct now he brings his own condi- 
tional rights to conteft and be preferred before the 
pcople*s good i and yct unlcfsit be in order to thcir 
good, he hath no righcs at all; reigning by the 
laws of the.landy not by his pwn ; which laws are 
in the haådi ofpadiament to change or abrögate as 
they {hall fce.beftfor/the.commonwiealth; even to 
thc taking av^ay of kin^fhip itfelf, whcn it grows 
too mafterful and burdenfonie. For every.com- 
monwealch is io general déiined,.a fociety fuffici^nt 
of icfeif, tn all.things conducible to well-being and 
commodious life. . Aay of which requifite things, 
if it cannot have without the gift and favour of a 
fingle peribn, or without leave of his private rea^ 
fon or his confcience, it cannot be thought fufii- 
cient of itfelf^ and by confcquence no common- 
wcalth, nor frce; but a muJtitude of vaflals in thc 
polTefllon and domain of one abfolqte lord, and 
whoUy obnoxious to his wiiL If the king have 
power to gi^ve or deny any thing to his parliament, 
be muft do it cithcr as a pprfon fcveral from them, 
or as one grcater \ neithcr of which will be allpwcd 
K 4 him: 
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him : nöt to be confidertd fenrally from t^em ; 
for as ihe king of England tAVL dq no wroög, fo 
neither can he do righc but in his courttandby hii^ 
couits i and what i3 l^Uy do|ie in thems ft^^lji ber 
deemed the kuig's aflent^ tbough he as a feverai 
perfon öiall judge or endeavour thc conv^y ; fo 
thftt indeed withom bis coun», or againfl: tbem, he 
is no king. If thcrefote he pbcrude u{x>n ns any 
pablic mifchief, or witbhold from us any general 
good» ^hich is wrong in the higheflr degres» ho 
mud: do it? as a ty ränt, not as a king of England» 
by the known maxims of our law. Neitber can 
he, as one greater, give aught to the parliament 
•^hich is not in their own power, but he muft be 
grcatcr alfe than the kingdom whkh they reprefent v 
fo that to honour him with the glying part was a- 
mier civility, and may be well termed tkc courtefy 
of England, not the king*s dut. 
/ But the ** incömmunicabJe jcwcl of his con-^ 

fcicnce" he will not give, *^ but rcferve to himfcif.** 
It fecms that his confcicnce was none of the crown- 
jéwcls ; for thofe we know were in Holland, not 
incofnmunicable to buy arms againft' his fubjefts.' 
Bcing thercfore but a private jewel, he could noi» 
have done a gfeater plcafure to the kingdom than 
by referving it to himfelf. But he,' contrary ta

humoured) perhaps he Wöuld ha^e ifiade no dilÉ- 
culty. Meän while at whät åiittc pafs fe thefeiig- 
dom, that muft depend in greateft exigdhcies upoii 
the fwtafy of a king*s rcafon, be ht wifeor fool, 
who arrogantly fliall anfwer aH thc Wifdom of thö 
hnd, that what thcy oÄtr feems^ to hhn unreafon- 
abk? ' 

He prefers hij ^* love of truth* before hrs-l4vé' 
öf the pcoplc. Hk love of trtith would hav* led' 
kim tö tlie fearch of truth, and have taught hlnt 
i«)t to^lftan fo much upon hfe öw* undfei^ändiftg;; 
He mct ae Bfft with doörtnei <$t Uiftcitotintlbfe' 
prerogatire ; Jn them be reffiéd^ bccaufe ' ttiéjr 
plcafed hfm ; they thercfbre pkaféd him becatifé' 
chey gave him all : anéthis he calls fets löveof trirtfr,' 
andpfcfers it béfore/^loveof hi^J)coplc':?p€ä^ 
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/ Some thiogs thejr propofed ^^ which would have 

/ wouaded the inward peace of his confcience.** 

Tlieinore our evil hap, that thrcekingdoms ihould 
be thus j)eft€red with one conlcience; who chiefly 
Jcrupled to grant us that, which the parliament ad- 
vifed him to, as the chief means of our public wel* 
fare and reformation. Thefe fcruf^es to many per- 
haps, f(;£2( feem pretended ; toothers, uponasgood 
grounds, may feem real ;<and that it was tbc juft 
judgment of God, that he who was fo cruel and fo 
^ remorfelefs to other men's confclences, Ihould have 
ar confdence wichin him as cruel to himfelf ; con* 
llraining him, as he conftrained others, and in- 
iharing him in fuch ways and counfels as were cer- 
tain to be his deftru&ion. 

^' Other things Sbougb he could approve, yet in 
honour and policy he thought fit to deny, left he 
Ihould feem to dåre deny nothing." By this mcani 
he will be fure, what with reafon, honour, policy, 
or pundilio's, to be found never unfurnilhed of a 
denial : whethcr it wérc his envy not to be ovcr- 
bounteous, orthat the fubmiflhefs of our afkiog 
ftirred up in him a cettain pleafure of denyingi 
Good princes haiVe thought it their^ chief happinefs 
to be.always granting ; if good things, for the 
things iake i if things indifferent, for the people's 
fake ; while this man fits calculating variety of 
excufes.how. Jie may grant leaft^ as if his whole 
ftrcngth and royaky were placed in a mecr negative.

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• Of 6ne propofition eijpecially he laments him 
Biucb, that thcy woirid bind him " lo a gctaen* 
ind implicit cönfent for whaievcr ttcy defiwd.* 
^5^hich though I.find not among thc nincteen, yet 
undöubtcdly thc path of his coronation binds him 
to^oa Icfs i ndtherif be at all by his ofBcc to in- 
terpofe againil a parltamenc in the making or not 
makiög öfany law ; but to take th»t for juft and 
good Icgally, ' which is therc dcci-céd, and to fec it 
^xccutcd accordingly; Nör was hé fet ovcr us to 
vic wifdom with bis parliameht, but to l)e guided 
by them : any of whom poflibly -may as far excel' 
him in the gift of wiföom, as hé them in placc and 
dignity. But mueh ncarcr is it to impoffibilitf* 
thät ^ny king alone ihould be wifer than all his 
council ; fure enough it was not he, though no' 
king^vef beföré hini fo much contended to have it 
thought fo. And if the pafliament fö thöu^ht not, 
bot defired him to foUow their advice and delibe* 
ration inthings of public concernmént, he accounts 
it the' fame propofition, as if Samplgn had been 
moved " to the putting out his eyes, that the Phi- 
liftines might abufe him," And ,thus oyt of an 
linwifc er pretendedfear, Icfb others Ihbuld make a 
Itorn of him for yielding to his parliament, he re-, 
gärds nöt to give caufe of wörfe fufpicion, that hc 
piadc'^ fcorn of hisregäl oath.

Was tfeis man évef 
Idufy to be advifed, who v^itb fuch a prejitdice and 
éifefteem fets hin^fetf againft his chciien and ap^ 
pQ^föd Gounfijlors ? likely eve/ta admk of refor- 
flOmtiO», who ccnfutts all tHe govertntient of other 
pMMfttfftt ^hurcbes^ as bad as any papifl: could 
k»rQ ceiifured thenti f And what kirig had eve^ hii 
^hOle krngdöm iii fdch contempt» fo to wröng and 
Adionoör the free ekäions of his people, as to 
Judge thcm w^rom thc nation thought worthiéft to 
fit Ifkh hioi iii parKament, few elfe bot fuch as 
wcre ** punilhable by the laws ?** yet knowing tha^ 
thAtViiSy when to be a protcftant, to be a chri-

ftian, was by law ås punilhable as to be a traitor ^ 
and that our Saviour himfelf coming to reforai his 
church, was accufed of an intcnt to invade Caefar's 
right, as good a right as the prelate bllbops evcr 
had ; thc one being got by force, the other by fpi- 
ritual ufurpation ; and both by forcc upheW. 

He admires and falls into an extafy that the par- 
liamcnt Ihould fend him ; fuch a ** horrid propofi- 
tion," as the removal of epifcopacy, But erpeéi: 
from him in an extafy no othqr.reafons of his admi- 
ratiön tban the drcam and tautology ofiwhat he 
hath fp oft repiated, law, antiquityt^/ancéftocs, 
profperity, and the like^ which will be.iJtherefore 
not worth a fccond anfwer, but may pafs» with - his 
own comparifon, into the commoti fewer of other 
popilh arguments. .:..—' 

" Had the two houfes fued out their livcry from 
the wardfliip of tumults,". he cpuld fooijer: bave bé^ 
lieved them« It concerned them firil cp^ fye ouc 
their livery from the unjuft wardihip c^ bi§\^n- 
croaching prerogative. And had he alfi> redeemed 
his overdated minority from a pupilage fundet bi- 
fliops, he would much lefs have miflrulled I]Li3 par- 
liament ; and never would have fet fo bafe a cha*- 
rafter upon them, as to count them no bctter th^n 
the vafTals of certain namelefs men, whotn he 
charges to be fuch as " hunt aftcr faftion with their 
hounds thc tumults/* And jet the bifliops <:9uld 

have 
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häVé told him, that Nimrod, the firft that hunted 
after fadion, is rcputcd by ancicnt tradition the firft 
that founded monarchy ; whence it appears that to 
hunc after fädion is more properly the king's game ; 
and thofe hounds, which he calls the vulgär, have 
been/often hallooM to from court, of whom the 
oiungrel fort have been inticed ; thcreft have not 
Ipft.tteir fcent, but underflx>od aright, that the 
parliament had that part to ad which he had failed 
in ; i that truft to difcharge, which he had broken ; 
tbateibte and honour to preferve, which was far 
beyond Jiis, the eftate and honour of thé common- 
W^Uh,'. lyhich he had imixzzled* 

Yetiofar doth ielf-opinion or faife principles 
delude.and tranlport him, as to think ^< thecon- 
curreoce of his rcafbn" to the votcs of parliament» 
not only political, but oatural, ^^ and as neceflary 
to the begietting," or bringing forth of any one 
^^ compleat z& of public wifdom as the fun's' in- 
fluence is neceflary to. all naturens produétions/* 
So that the parliament, itfeems, is but a female^ 
and * ^ithout ' his procre ative rcafon, tbe laws- 
wbicb tbey can produce are, but wind-eggs : wifdom, 
it &ems, to a king is natural, to a parliament not 
natural, but by conjunétion with thé king : yet he 
profeiles to hold his kingly right by law ; and if 
no law could be- made but by the great council of 
a nation, which we now term a parliament, then 
L 2 ccrtainly 
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ceitainif it was a parliameot chat firft cre^jt^ kingfi i 
and no( only ma|de law& befqre aki0g.iYA»if^ I)ei%» 
but thofe laws efpeciaUy wherelijr he hf4dil bisi 
crown. He ougHc tben to Imre Ibr tbeugfat.of a 
parliameQ^ if h« cowH it. not m^k» aa of iwr mo^ 
tfaer, wbifh to cWil being «f e|^ h^k tim må

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gcrwi tö take notice of t?oo ftiany cnemics) and ac- 
cufcd thcm that under colour af religion they had 
a purpofe to invade his and the churches right -, by 
which policy he dectWcd many of the German 
ckies, and k^pi them divided from that Icague^ 
«fttil they faw thehifclves brought intö a fnare. 
That othet cavi! agatnft the peoplc*s choice puts 
\ij m ttiittd rather what the court was wont to do, 
and how to tamper with cleftions : neither was 
theré at that timc any fåftion morc potent, or morc 
l\ke\y to do (iich a bufinefs, than they themfclvei 
whocompkin moft, 

But *^ be muft chew fuch morieh as propofitions, 
crc he let them down/* So let him ; but if the 
kingdom fliall tade nothing but after his chewing, 
whatdocs he make of the kingdom, but a great 
baby f •* The ftreightnefs of his confcience will 
not ^vé him Icavc to fwallovir down fuch camels of 
ftcrilcgo and injuftice a« others do." This is the 
pharlfee up and down, •* I am not as othcr men 
are.'* But what camels of injuftice he could de- 
vour, all his thrce realms were witnefs, which was 
the caufe that they almoft periflied for want of par- 
liaments. And he that will be unjuft to man, wiU 
be ikcrikgious to God 5 and to bcreave a chri- 
ftian confcience of liberty for no other rcafon than 
the narrownefs of his own confcience, is the moft 
unjuft meafurc to man, and the worft facrilege to 
L g God 
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God. That other, which he calk facrilegc, of 
taking from the clergy that fuperfluous wealth, 
* which antiquity as old as Conftantinc, from thc 
credit of a divine vifion, counted '* poifon in the 
church," hath bcen cvcr moft oppofed by men 
whofe righteoufnefs in other matters hath bcen leaft 
obferved. He cpncludes, as his manneris, with 
high commendation of his own *^ unbiafied redi- 
tude," and belicves nothing to be in them that <iif- 
fent from him, but faftion, innovation, and parti- 
cular defigns. . Of thefe repetitions I find no cnd, 
no not in his prayer ; which being founded upon 
deccitfui principles, and a fond hope. that God will 
blefs him in thofe " his errors,** which hecalls 
*' honcft,** finds a fit anfwer.of St. James, *' Ye 
afk and receive not, becaufe ye aik amifs.** As 
for the truth and (incerity which he prays may be 
always found in thofe his declarations; to the peo- 
.ple, the contrariety of his own adions will bear 
ctcrnal witnefs, hpw little careful or folicitous he 
was, whät he promifed or what he uttered there. 

XII. Upon the Rebellion in Ireland. 

THE rebellion and horrid maflacre of Englifii 
proteftants in Ireland, to the Number of 

154000 in the province ofUlfter only^ by their own 
€omputation\ which. added to the other tbree^ fnakes 
up the total jum of that fiaughter in all likelihood four 

times 
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times as great\ although fo fudden and fo violent, 
as at firft to amaze all men that >vcre not acceffary ; 
yct from whom, and from what counfels it firft 
Iprung, neithcr was, nor could be poffibly fo fe- 
cret, as the contrivers thereof, blindcd with vain 
hope, or the defpair that other plots would fucceed9 
fvippolcd. For it cannot be imaginable that the 
Iriih, guided by fo many fubtle and Italian heada 
of the Romilh party, (hould fo far have loft the ufe 
of reafon, and indeed of common fenfe, as not fup- 
portcd with other ftrength than their own, to be- 
gin a war fo defperate and irreconcileable againft 
both England and Scotland at once. AU other 
nations^ from whom they could expeÄ aid, were 
bufied to the. utmoft in their own moft neceffary 
conccrnments. It remains then that either forne aU'- 
thority, or forne grcat affiftancepromifedthem from 
England^ was what whereon they chiefly trufted. 
And as it is not difficult to difcern from what in- 
ducing caufe this infurre£tion firft arofe, fo neither 
was it härd at firft to have applied forne cfFcftual 
remedy, though not prevention. And yet preven^ 
tion was not hopelefsy wben Strafford either believed 
mtj or did not care to believe thefeveralwarnings and 
Sfcoveries thereofy wbicb more t han once by Papifts 
and by Friars themfelves were bröugbt him ; bejidet 
%vhat was brought by depqfition^ diverfe months beforc 
that rebellion^ to the archbijhop of Canterbury and 
L 4 other s 
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0bers of the iag's coumil ; as ibe dul^ratitm ^f^M 
^ddrejfi^ duiarts. But the afBiraooe whicb libey 
faad in privatft that ao remedy åiqnXå be applicé^ 
was, it feei&s, om of the chief icaibns di^t cbe^w! 
on their undertaking. ^;yi lot^ it was e^tr ibat 
éffiiTMeefailed tbm $ untiltbihijb^s mdp9fifii krds^ 
wbo wkile $bey fat and votid^ Jill ^pofid tbt finåiKg 
éidåo Irtlandy W9re eicpiUed the b$ufe. 

jSeeing (hen th^e nxain incitement and authoritjp 
ioF this rebcUion muft be needs derived from £ng^ 
land» it will be next enquired» who was the primen 
author. The kiog here denounces a mdedidioit 
temponaland eternal, not fimplf to the author, 
but to the ^^ malicious author" of this bloodihed^ 
^nd by that Hmitation may exempt, not himfelf 
only, but pcrhaps the Irifh rebels thenofelv^, who 
9ever will confcls tp God or m^n that any blood 
Wd$ (bed by theni maltcioufly ; but dther in tha 
cathpltc ca^fe» or common iiberty, or fbine othef 
fpecious plca, which the confcience from grgundo 
^th good and evil ufuaily fuggefts to itfelf : theie* 
by ihinkiog tP ^lude the dittA force of that unpu«« 
tation Which Ues upon them. 

Yet he acknowledges *^ it fell out as a mod un«> 
happy advantage of forne men'9 malice againft^ 
him ;*' but indecd of moft mens juft fufpicion, by 
ftnding in it no fuch widc departure or dilagree* 
mrnt from the fcope of hi» former counfels and

Tfae femmer before that difmai 

pdobep» a comnnttce q( moft adtive papiits, all 

finc^ in the head of that rebellion, were in greac fa* 

vpur at WhitchaH ; and admitted to many private 

confultations with the king and queen. And to 

tnaké it evident that no mean matters were the fub- 

Jeét of thöfe conferences, at their requeft he gave 

away his peculiar right to more than five Irifh coun- 

tics, for the payment of an inconfiderable rent» 

They depj»"ted not homc till within two months 

befora 
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before thc rebcUibn ; and wcrc cither from thc firft 
fareaking out, or foon after, found to be the chief 
rebels thcmfelvcs. But what fliould move thcking, 
befides hisbwn inclination to popery^ and the pre- 
valence of his queen^over him, to hold fuch fre- 
quent and clofe meetings with a committee of Irifli 
papifts in his own houfb, while the parliament of 
England fäte unadvifed with, is declared by aScots 
author, and of itfeif is clear enough. The parlia- 
ment at the beginning of that fummer, having puc 
Str^ord to death, imprifoned others his chief fa- 
vourites» and driven the r^ to fly; cheking, who 
had in vain tempted both the Scots and the Eng- 
lifh army to come up againft the parliament and 
city, finding no compUance anfwerable to his hope 
from the protellant armies, betakes himfelf laft to 
the Iri(h ; who had in readinefs an army of cight 
thoufand papifts wbicb be bad refufedfo of ten to dif- 
landy and a commiuee here of the fame religion. 
With thcm, who thought the time nowcome, 
(wbicb to hring about tbey bad been fnany years before 
not wifhing only^ but witb mucb indujiry complotting^ 
to do forne eminent fervice to tbe cburcb of Rome and 
tbeir own perfidious natur es againft a puritan parlia- 
ment and tbe bated Englijb tbeir nuiftersj be agrees 
and concludes that fo foon as both armies in Eng- 
land were difbanded, the Iriih fhould appear in 
arms, mafter all tbe proteftants, and help the kin§ 

againft 
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^gainft his parlimment. ABd'w.necdtaot döubtthat 
thofe fivc cQuntics \^ere given to tbc Irifh forothor 
rcafon than the four nortbcrn coutities had becn a 
littlc befors oScred. to . the Scots, The' king in 
Auguft takes a journey into Scotland ; atid bvcr- 
taking the Scöts army iheh ontheir way höme, at- 
^tcmpts a fecoiKi timetö pcrvcrtthem, but without 
fuccefs. Na foonercome into' Scotland, but- hc 
lays a plot, fo/ faith the Scots author, tö remove 
X)Ut of the way fuch of the nobility there, as wcre 
jnoft likely to withftand, or not to further his dc- 
figns. This bcing difcovercd, he fends from his 
fide one Dillon a papift Lord, foon after a chicf re- 
•bel, with letters into Ireland; and difpatdies a 
xoTimifliori under thé great feal of Scotland at that 
time in his Q>yn cuftody, commanding that they 
fhould forthwith, as had been formetly agreed, 
♦caufe all the Iriih to rifc in arms. Who no fooncr 
had rcceived fuch command, but obeyed, and be- 
gan in maflacre ; for they knew no other way to 
make fure thé protcftänts, which was commanded 
them exprcfly ; and the way, it feems, left to their 
difcretion. Hc who hath a mind to read the com- 
miflion itfelf, and found reafon added why it was 
not likcly to be fdrged, befidcs the atteftation of fo 
many Irilh themfelves, may have rccourfe to a book, 
intitlcd, *' The Myftery of Iniquity.** Bejideswhat 
Jbe parlUmnt itfelf in the deckration of^^nomore 

addr^^ 
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gMrifft/^ hatb cffirmid^ ihat they haw ene copy #f 
Mua cmmiffm in Ihrir wm hands^ aikJM hy ibe 
§atbf pffime that mrr eye^mtmffa^ nnd bad ftm k 
tffider tbefiäf: 0hms of ibe principal rebeU bavecot^ 
f^flidf tbat tbis canmffioH was tbifummerbefertprth' 
tfifed åt Lendifn t0 tbi Irifi comrn^ffioners \ to tnbom 
$ki Hng ibcn dtftwertiin plmn wris bis grut defirt 
to be revif^ed on tbe parhamtnt of England. 

After thc rebcUion broken out, which in wordc 
Oflljf hc deieftcdt bat Uitderhand favoured and pro- 
laoted b]r all tfaeoffices of frkndfbip, correfporw 
dence» tnd what ^(&bk aid he could afibrd them, 
the particulars wheregf are too many to be infeited 
here \ I fuj^ie na utulerilanding man could looger 
4aubt who wai ^ Authtnr or iiiftigacor'* of that re- 
bcUion. If there be wbo yet doobt, I refer them 
dpecially to that dedaration of July 1^4^, with 
tbat of^^no addrejfts** 1 647^ and anotber fuU vokme 
ef examinations to be fet ont fpeedify conceming tbis 
matter. Agaifift all which teftimonies, likelihoods, 
cvidences, and apparont a&ioos of his own, being 
lo abundant, bis bare denial, though with impre^ 
cation^ ean no way counterrail 9 and leafi of all in 
bis own fioufe. 

As for the commHIion granted them, be thinka 
to evade that by retmting, tbat ^' forne in England 
fight againil him»'' and yet ^^ pfetend his autho- 
rity/' But though a parliamept by the known lawa 

may 
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wmy affirm juftly co hav6 (he king*s autkorit^^ 11^4 
fiparable from tbai: court, though dividcd from hk 
peribn» it is mc credible tbat the IrUh rcbels wbo 
ia much teiiidered his pcrfon above his tfuchority; 
ai^d were by lum ia weli received at Oxford^ woM 
be fo far from all humanity, as to flaoder him with 
a particidar commiflion» figned and ient them by 
his Qwn haod. 

And of his good afiedion to the ftbch, thia 
cjhapter itfclf is not without witnefs. He h<*ia 
them lefs in fault than the Scots, as from who«^ 
thcy mi^t allcdgc to havc fetohcd « their iipka- 
tl^i^n ;'• making ao diffcreace between men that rg|b 
neceiTarily to defend themfelves, which no pc^teP 
taat dodrioe ever diiallowed, againft them wto 
threatened war» and thoie who bcgan a volimtary 
and caufleis rebellion wich the ma0acce of ib maiiy^ 
thouCands who never meant them harm. 
. Hefalkoex&toflafhe8,anda.n:H4tmKleofw^^ 
1)1. aU which h oontained no xaore^ than what might 
betbeplea of any jguikieft oSeader : He wa» not 
the authjpr, beoaufe ^* he hath the great)cftihareof 
lok and diflwnour by . what is committed." Who 
is there that ofiends God» or his iieighbour» oa 
vthom the gceateft fluie of I0& and diihonour ligbta 
not in the end i Btit in the aä of doiog evil, mca 
vik not to confider the event of tbelr evil doing i or 
if thcy do» have thcrv m power to cuA the fwaf of 

iheir 
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tbcUpwn wickednds.-ib thatthe greateft fhare of 
lofs:and diflionour to happen upon thcmfelves, is^ 
no argument that they wcrfe not gäUtJr. This other 
is as weak, tliat " a King's Intereft äbove that of 
any other marf. Hes chiefly in thc common welfarc 
of his fubjeÄs; therefore no kihg wiU do ought 
againft the common wclfårc. For by this evaliorf 
any tyrant might as well purge himfclf from the 
guilt of raifing tröubles ov commotions among the 
people, becaufe undoubtedly his chief intereft lies 
in tlicir fitting ftill. 

• Ifaid but how that even this chapter, if nothing 
élfe, might foffice to difcovcr his good affedtion lo 
tlie rcbels ; which in this that foUows tob notori-' 
ottfly appears ; tmputing this ihfdrréftion to "the 
prepofterous rigour, and unreiafönafaie feverity, the 
covetous zeal and uncharitablé ftiry of fome men,^ 
(thefe " fome men*' by his contitiual paraphrafc are 
meant the parJiament 5) ånd laftly, *^ to the fcai^of 
utter extirpation/*' • If the whole Irifhry of rebcis 
had léed fomeadvöcate to fpeak partially and Ich 
phiftically in thcir defence, he couW have hardly 
dazied bettcr : yet neverthelefs Wöuld have proved 
himfclf no other thati a plaufiblc decciver. And 
perhaps, (nay more ihan perbaps^ for it is affirmed 
andepcfant under good evidencey that) thofe feigned 
terrors and jcaloufies were either by the king him- • 
fclf, or the popvfli pricfts .which were fent by him, 
put intö thc hcad of that inquifitivc people, on fet 

pur- 
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purpofe to eng^c them. For who had powér ** ta 
opprefs" them, or to relieve them betng opprcflcd^, 
but the king, or his immediate deputy ? This ra- 
thcr fhould have made them rife againft the kmg^ 
than againft the parliament» Who threatened or. 
cvcr thought of their extirpation, till they thém- 
Iblves had begun it to the Engliih ? As for « pre- 
pofterous rigour, covetous zeal, anduncharitablc 
fury i' they had morc reafon to fufpeÄ thofc evils 
firft from his own commands, whom they faw ufine 
daily no grcatcr argument to prove the truth of his, 
religion than by enduring no other but his own 
Prelatical ; and to force it upon others, made epif.' 
copal, cercmonial, and common-prayer book wars« 
But the papifts underftood him bcttcr than by the 
oytfide; and knew that thofe wars were their wars. 
Although if the common-wcalth ihould be.afraid 
to fopprcfs opcn idolatry, lefl the papifts theitupon 
fhould grow defperate, this were to let them giow: 
and become our perfecutors, while we negleded 
what we might haye done evangelically, to be their 
reformers : Or to do as his father James did, who 
inftead of taking heart and putting confidence in 
God by fuch a deliverance as from the powder-plotji 
though it wcnt not off, yet with the. meer conceit 
of it, as fome obferve, washitinto fuch a hcftic 
trembling ♦ between proteftant and papift all hia 
life after, that he never durft from that time do

He finds fault with thofe " who threat- 
cned all extremity to the rebels/* and plcads much 
that mercy (hould be fhewn them. It fcems he 
found himfelf notfo much concerncd as thofe who 
had loft fathers, brothers, wives and children by 
thcir cruelty ; whom in juftice to retaliate, is not, 
as he fuppofes, " unevangelical ; " fo long as ma- 
giftracy and war are not laid down under the gof- 
pel. If this his fermon of afFefted mercy were not 
too pharifaical, how could he permit himfelf to * 
caufe the flaughter of fo many thoufands here in 
England for mere prerogatives, the toys and gew- 
gaws of his crown, for copes and furplices, the 
trinkcts of his priefts, and not perceive his own 
zeal, while he taxes others, to be moft prepoftcroua 
and unevangelical ? Neiiher is therc the lame caufe 
to deftroy a whole city for the ravifhing of a fifter, 
not done out of villainy, and recompcnce offered 
by marriage 5 nor the fame caufe for thofe difciples 
to fummon fire from heaven upon the whole city 
where they were denied lodging 5 and for a nation 
by juft war and eicecution to flay whole families of 
them who fo barbaroufly had flain whole families 
before. Did not all Ifrael do as much againfl: the 
Benjamites, for one rape committed by a few, and 
defended by the whole tribe ? and did they not thq 
fame to Jabefli-Gilead for not affifting them in that 
M revcngp ? 
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revcnge ? I fpeak not thrs, tbat fuch meafure fhould 
Be mctéd rigoröufly to all the Irilh, or as remem- 
bring that the pärliament ev6r (o decreed ; but to 
åicw that this his horftily hath more craft and af- 
fcctätion in it, thän of found doélfine. 

Bgt it was happy that his going intö Ireländ Was 
fiöt cohfented to ; fof either he häd ceftainly tiirned 
Ris raifcd förces againft the parliameAt itfelf, or nöt 
göne ät ah ; or had hé gone, what work he would 
have made théré, his owri following wöfds déclåre. 

" He woiild have punifhed forne j ** no quelKon ; 
för forne perhaps who wcre of leäft ufe, muff of 
néccÄity have been facrificcd to his rcputation, and 
die convenieilcé of his äffairs, Others he ^* would 
have difarmed ; ^ that is tö fäy, in his öwn tjme : 
but " all of them he wöoldhavepfotcfted from the 
fliry of thofe that would häVe drowncd them, if 
rfiey had refefed to fmth dbwn tlie populär ftream.*' 
Thefe exprel3on$ afe töo often fnet, and too well 
tnderftood for any hiafi to doubt his meähirig. By 
the " fury of thöfe," he frieäns riö öther thari tKé 
juftice of pärliament, to whom yét he had. com- 
mitted the whole btjfinefs, Thofe who would havc 
refufed to fwim down thq populär ftream^ our con- 
ftant kéy tells ds tö be papiffs, prelates, and their 
fa<9fiön; theft, by his ownconftflion heré, he.would 
have protciSed äg^lnft his puritan parliam^^nt : and b^ 
ihW who feés not thåt he apd the Irilh rebels had but 

oncL 
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crnfc aim, orfc and the fame drift» and would have 
förthwith jbinéd in one body againft us ? 

He goes on ftill in his tcndernefs of the Irifh re- 
bek, fcaring left ** our zeal fhould be more grecdy 
to kill thé bear for his flcin, than for any harm he 
haA dcHie.'* This eicher juftifics the rebels to have 
dohe no harm at all, or infers his opinion that the 
pärliament is möre bloody and rapafcioiis in the pro- 
fecuHon of theit jufticc, than thofe rebels were in 
the execution of thieir barbaröus cruelty. Let men 
doubt now and difpute to whom the king was a- 
Mmd n^ft', to his Ériglifh pariiämeht, or to his 
Irilh rcbely. 

With ^hom, that we may yet fce further how 
much he wias their frifcnd, after that thé parliamentf 
had bröughtthém cvcry where eithcr to famine, or a 
lowcondltiori, he, tö give them all the refpite and ad- 
vantages thcy could defire, without advice of pär- 
liament, to whom he Kimfélf had committed the 
Äiahagirig of that War, niakes a celtation, in pre- 
tcilce to relieve the proteftahrs, " overborne there 
^h riunibérs,'* but as the event proved, to fup- 
port thé päpifts, by diverting and drawing över the 
Eiigäfli artny there, to his owri fcrvice here againft- 
Öié pårliåihént. For thÄ the pttfteftartts were then 
c^ thé winning hand, it niuft néedå be plain ; who 
nbtWilhftanding the rtiife of thofe forces, which at^ 
Öidr landing here maftered without drfficulty great 
M 2 part 
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part of Wales and Chcfbire, yct made a ,lbift ^9 
keep their own iri Ireländ. But the plot öf this. 
Irilh truce is in good p^rc difcovered in that dcclara- 
tion of September 30, 1643. And if thc.protef- 
tants were but handfuls there, as he calls thcm, 
why did he ftop and way-lay both by land and fea, 
to his utmoft powcr, thofe provifions.and fupplics 
which were fent by the parliamenj ? How werc fo 
many handfuls callcd över, as for a while ftood him 
in no fmall ftead, and againft our main forces here 
in England ? 

Since therefore all the reafons that can be given 
of this ceflation appear fo falfe and frivolous, it may 
be juftly feared that the defign itfelf was moft 
wickcd and pernicious, What remains then ? He 
** appeals to God,"^ and is caft 5 likcning his pu- 
nifliment to Job's trials, before he faw them to havc 
Job's ending. But how cculd cbarity berfelf believe 
ibere was a t all in him any nligiojtyfo mucb as but to 
fear tbere is a God ; wbtn as^ by wbat is noted i» 
tbe declaraiion of " No more addrejfesy^ be vowed fo- 
kmnly to tbe parliamenty with imprecations upon him* 
felf and bis pojierity^ if ever he confented to tbe abo- 
lifhing of tbofe lam wbicb were in force againfi pa^ 
pifts ; ändat tbefame time^ as appeared plmnly by tbe 
very date of bis own letters to tbe queen and Ormond^ 
confented to tbe aholifhing of all penal laws^ ägainfi 
lotb in Ireland and England ? If tbefe were a£ls ef a 
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nlighus princsj wbat memory of man^ wrilten or unr 
wriitsn^ can tell us news of any prince that ever was 
irreligious ? He cannot ftand " to make prolix 
apologics," Then furely thofe long pamphlets fet 
out for declarations and proteftations in his name, 
wcre none of his ; and hpw they fhould be his in- 
deed^ being fo repugnant to the whole courfe of his 
adions, augments the difficulty. 

But hc ufurps a common faying, " That it is / 

kingly -to do well, and hear ill." That may be 
fometimes true : but far more frequently to do ill 
and hear well ; fo grcat is the multitude of flatter- 
ers, and thcm that deify the name of king ! 

Yet not content with thefe neighbours, we have 
him ftill a pcrpetual preacher of 'his own virtues, 
and of that efpecially, which who knows not to be 
Patience perforce ? 

He " believes it will at laft appcar that they who 
firft began to embroil his other kingdoms, are alfo 
guilty of the blood of Ireland." And we believe 
fo too ; for now the ceflation is become a peace by 
publifhed artides, and commiffion to bring them 
över againft England» firft only ten thoufand by the 
earl of Glamorgan *, next all of them, if poflible, 
under Ormond, which was the laft of all his tranf-

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aäions done as a public per^bo. Apel no wonder ; 
for he looked upon the Wood fpilt, whether of fufe. 
jcfts or of rcbcls, with an indiffcrcnt cye, " as eXr 
haufted out of his own vcins ; *' withbut diftinguiflt- 
ing, as he oughc, which was good blood and wbich 
corrupt ; tke not lettiog o.uc whereof, endftogPi» 
the whole body. 

And what the dodtrinc is, ye m?y pcrceive zVjf 
:by the praycr, which after a fhort ejacul^tion for 
the *^poor proteftants," pray$ at large fof xl\c Irilh 
rebels, that God would not give them över, or 
*^ their childrcn, to the covetoufncfs, cruelty» ficrcc 
and curfed anger'* of the parUament. 

He finifhes with a delih^rate and Ibkmn curfe 
*' upon himfelf and his fathcr*s hbafe." Wh^ch ^Qif 
far God hath already brought to pafs, is to the end 
that men by fo eminent an examplc ihould Icarn tp 
tremble at bis judgments, and not play with im^ 
precations, 

XIII. Upon the calHng in of the Scots and their 
coming. 

TT muft needs fcem ftr^nge, wbere men accuftoo? 
"*" themfelvcs to ponder and contempJate things ia 
their firft original and inftitution^ that Ifings, who» 
as all other officers of the public, wcre at firft chofen 
and inftalled only by confent and fufFrage of the 
people, to govern them as frecmcn by laws of 

their 
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tfacir Q^ii making, and t» l?e, in confideration of 
(bat digoity and ricKes beftow^d upon thcm, the 
intruft^d fervants of the comnwnwealth 5 (hould 
nocwithftanding grow up to that diffaoaeft cncroach^ 
mentj as to efteem themfelvcs maftcrs both of that 
great truit wliich they ferve, and c^f thepoople that 
betrufted them : councing what they ought to do, 
both in difcharge of their public duty, and for the 
great reward of honoiir and revenue which they 
receive, as done all of mecr grace and favour; as 
if their power orcr xis wcre by nature, and from 
tbem&lve&) or that God had fold us into their hands. 
Inäeedy if the riHt of kings were eminenify tbi b^ pf 
nten^ as tbe bretd at ^uthury is rf korfes j it wmld in 
teafm thm be tbeir para only lo commandj ours onfy i$ 
iibéy. Bui kings by generation no way exceUing others^ and 
moft commtmty not being tbe wifeft or wértbiefi by far 
ef v^bom tbey claim tobave tbe governing ; tbat we 
ft^uld yeildtbem fubjeSfion t q oUr own ruin^ or böld 
ef them tbe rigbt of our eonrnon fafety^ and our na- 
tural freedom by mere gift (as wben tbe conduit piffes 
wine at eoronations) from ibe fuperftuity of tbeir royal 
gräee and beneficence^ we may be fure voas never tbe 
intent ef Gody wbofe ways are juft and equaJ ; nev& 
tbt intent of nature^ wbofe works are alfo regular ; 
never of avy peopk not wbolly barbar ousy wbom prw- 
idenee^ or no more but bunmn fenfe^ would bave better 
guide d wben tbey firfi created kings ^ tban fo to nuhify 

and 
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and trtad to ditt tbe refi of mankindj by exalfiHg oné 
ferfon and bis limage without other merit loohdafttr^ 
hut tbe mere contingency of a iegetting^ into an abfolute 
and unaccountable dominion över tbem and t betr pof^ 
terity. Tet this ignorant or wilful mifiake of .thc 
whole matter, had taken fo deep root in the HBa^ 
gination of this king, that whetber to the Englifli 
or to the Scor, mentioning what afts of his regal of- 
ficc (though God knows how unwillingly) hc had 
pafled, he calls them, as in other places, aäs of 
grace and bounty 5 fo here " fpecial obligations, 
favours, to gratify aftive fpirits,. and the defircs of 
that party/' ,Words not only founding pride and 
lordly ufurpation, but injufticc, partiality and cor- 
ruption. For to the Irifh he fo far condefcended, 
as firft to tolerate in private, then to covenant openly 
thc tolerating of popery : fo far to the Scot, as to 
remove bifhops, eftabliöi prefbytery, and the mi- 
jitia in theii; hands \ ^^ preferring, as forne thought, 
the defircs of Scotland bcfore his own 'intercft and 
honour." But being once on this fide Twecd, 
his reafon, his confcience, and his honour bccame 
fo frightened with a kind of falfe virginity, that to 
the Englilh. neither one nor other of the lame dcr 
mands could be granted, whcrewith the Scots were 
gracified \ as ii our air and climate on a fqdden had 
changcd the prpperty and the nature both of con- 
fckoce, honouc, and reafon, or that he found none 

fo 
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fo fit as Englifli to be the fubjeds of his arbitrary 
powcr. Ireland was as Ephraim, the ftrength of 
his hcad ; Scotland as Judah, was his lawgiver ; 
hut ovcr England, as över Edom, he meant to caft 
his flioe : and yet fo many fober Englilhmen not 
fufficientlyawake to confider this, like men in- 
chanted With the Circaean cup of fervitude, willnot 
be held back from running their own heads into 
the yoke of bondage ! 

The fum of his difcourfc is againft " fetding of 
religion by violent means ;" which whether it were 
the Scots defign upon England, they are beft ablc 
to clear themfcives. But this of all may feem 
ftrangeft, that the king, who, while it was per- 
mitted him, never did thing morc eagerly thah to 
moleft and perfecute the confciences of moft re- 
ligions men ; he who had made a war, and lofl: all, 
ratherthan not uphold a hierarchy of perfecuting 
bilhops, (hould have the confidence here to profefs 
himfelf fo much an enemy of thofe that force the 
confcience. For was it not he, who upon the Eng- 
lifh obtrudcd new cercmonies, upon the Scots a new 
Liturgy, and with his fword went about to engravc 
a * bloody Rubrick on their backs ? Did he not 
forbid and hinder all effeftual fearch of truth j nay, 
like a befieging enemy, ftopt all her paflages both 
by word and writing ? Yet here can talk of ** fair

Or fboMid wc fit 
difputing, while they fat plotting and pcrfecuting ? 
Tbofe cjergymen wcre not " to be driven into th? 
fold like fh^cp>" as his fimile runs, but to be driven 
out öf the fold like wolves or thieyes, where thi^ 
fat fleecing thofe flocks which they never fed.. 

He believes " that prcfbytery, though proved tp 
be the only inftitution of JefqsChrift, wcre not by the 
fword to be fet up without his confent ;'* which is 
contrary both to the doélriqe, and the known prac- 
tice of alt proteftant churches, if his fword threatcn 
thofc who of their own accord embrace it. 

And although Chrift and his apoftles, being to 
civil afFairs but private men, contended not with 
magiftratcs, yet yvhen magiftrates themfelves, and 
efpecially parliaments, whp have greateft right to 
difpofe of the civil fword, come to know religion, 
they ought in confcicnce to defend all thofc who re- 
ceive it willingly, againfl: the violencc of any king

may as fbon kad us into girpfs error, as their upi- 
^edaUy corruptcd doftrinie, Aiid governni^nt, by 
^eaian of ambition, v^as likelied to be corrupted 
much the iboiaer of the two. However, nochiog 
can be to *us cat|iolic, or univerfjil io religion, bU]C 
nrhat the Scriptgce tf^acb^^ i whatfpever witbpqt 
Aoripi^ure pjead^ tP bp vfliverf^l in the C^J^urch, i|i 
ktmg UBiv^r&l is b^tthe p^^ice fchifoi^ic^l. Muc^i 
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lefs can particular läws and cohftitutibns impfart ta 
the Church of England any power of confiftory or 
tribunal above other Chiirches, to be the fole judge 
of v^hat is fe£t or fchifni, as with muchfigour, and 
without Scripture they tiiok npon thcm; . Yct thefe 
the king refolvcs heretb defend and maititain to his 
lal!:, Jjretending, after all thofe conferehces offered, 
or had with him, " not to fce more ratiorial and re- 
ligious motives than Ibldiers carry in their knap- 
Tacks 5 " with one ihus refolved, it was but foUy to 
Äand difputing. 

He imagines his " own judicioiis zeal to be mofl: 
concerned in his tuition of the Church.*' So thought 
Saul when he prefumed to offer facrifice, for which 
he loft his kingdom ; fo ' thought Uzziäh when he 
went into the temple, but was thruft. out with a 
leprofy for his öpinioned zeal, which he thought 
judicious. It is not the part of a king, bc;,caufc he 
ought to defend the chorch, therefore to fet him- 
felf fupreme head över the Church, or to meddle 
Avith tcclefial government, or to defend the Church 
otherwife than the Church would be dcfended ; 
for fuch defence is bbndage : nor to defend abufes, 
änd ftöp all reformation under the name of " ntw 
moulds fancied and faftiioned to private defigns/' 
The holy things of Church are in the power of other 
keys than were delivered to his keeping. Chriftian 
liberty, purchafed with the dcath of our rcdeenier, 

and 
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and eftablilhed by thc fcnding of his frce fpirit to 
injiabit in us, is not now to depend upon thc 
doubrful confcnt of any earthly monarch : nor to be 
again fettcred with a prefumptuops negative yoice, 
tyrannical to the parliament, but much more ty- 
rannical to thc Church of God ; which was com- 
pelled to implore the aid of parliament, to remove 
his force and heavy hands from ofFour confciences, 
who thereforc complains now of that moft juft de- 
fenfivc force^ becaufe only it removed his violence 
and perfecution. If this be a violation to his con- 
fclence, that it was hindrcd by the parliament from 
violating the more tender • confciences of fo many 
thoufand good chriftians, let the ufurping con- 
fcience of all tyrants be ever fo violatcd ! 

He wonders, fox wonder ! how we could fo 
much " diftruft God's affiftance," as to call in thq 
proteftant aid of our brethren in Scotland : why 
then did he, if his truft were in God and thejuftice 
of his caufc, not fcruple to follicit and invite ear- 
neftly the affiftance both of papifts and of Irilh re- 
bels ? If the Scots were by us at length fent home, 
they were not caHed to ftay hcre always ; neither 
was it for the people's eafe to feed fo many legions 
longer than their help was needful. 

** The govcrnment of their kirk we defpifcd 
not," but their impofing of that government upon 
US j not prefbytcry but arch-prefbytery, Claffical, 
. . , Pfovincial, 
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PifovJftéia!; ånd Ötee^fatt {fréfl^Wry, clåiiéliÄg w 
lÉfelf a löfdlf pb#eiränd fuperhttendeitcy both över 
fiotks and paftorsy ovér perfons and congrfe^stioné 
no vray dicir own. But thcfe debatts in his jwdg- 
ment woöld havc bcdn cndcd better " by tbe beft- 
dtvines in chiriftendöm in a full and ftee fynod." 
A mofl: impFobable wäy, and fuch a& never yet 
was uiedy at leaÖ: with good fuccefsy by any pro-; 
teflant kingdom or flace fince the refbrmation: 
cvery truc Ghurch having whcrewithal from Hca- 
ven, and the aififting fpirit of Chrift implored, to^be 
cooipleat and perfed within' itfd£ Aiid the whoie 
nation is not eafily to be thought fb raw, and fb 
perpetually anovicc after all this light^ as to nced 
the help and dire&ion of other nations^ more than 
what they write in pvblic of their opinion, in a 
matter fo familiar as Church-government. 

In fine, he accufes Piety with the want of LoyaL 
ty, and Religion with the breach of Allegiance, as 
if God and! he were one mafter, ^hofe connmanda 
were fo often contrary to the commands of God» 
He would perfuade the Scots that their ^' chief in- 
tcreft confifts in their fidelity to the crown." But 
true palky will teach them to find a faler intereft- 
m the common friend(hip^ of England^ thaft in thc 
ruins of one ejeätd facnily. 
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XIV. Upon thc CovcnanU 

UPON this themc his difcourfe is long, his 
matter little but repetition, and thcrefore 
foon anfwercd, Firft, afcer an abufive and ftrangc 
apprehcnfion of covenants, as if men '* pawned 
their fouls" to them with whom they covenant, he 
diigrefles to plead for bilhops ; firft from the anti- 
quity of their " pofleilion here, fince the firft plan- 
tation of chriftianity in this ifland 5" next from " a 
univcrfal prefcription fincc the ApofUes, till this 
laft century/' But what avails the moft primitive 
antiquity againft the plain fenfc of Scripture ? which 
if the laft: century have beft fbllowed, it ought ia 
our eåeem to be thc firft. And yet it hath been 
oftén proved by learned men from thc writings 
and cpiftles of moft ancient chriftians^ that epifco- 
pacy crept not up into an crder above the prefl^y- 
ters, till many years after that the Apoftles werc 
deceafed. 

He next " is unfatisfied with the covenant," rot 
only for " fomc pafTages in it referring to himfelf^" 
äs he fuppofcs, *' with very dubious and dangcrous 
limitations/* but för binding men " by oath and 
covenarit'* to the reformation of Church-difciplinc. 
Firft, thofe Kmitations were not more dangerovis 
to him, than he to our libcity and religion j next, 
that which was thcre vowed, to caft out of the 

Church 
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Church an antichriilian hierarcby which God had 
not planted^ but ambition and. corrijption had 
brought in, and foftered to the Church^s great da- 
mage and oppreffion, was no point of controverfy 
to be argued without end, but a thing of clear mo- 
ral neceflity to be forchwith done. Neither was the 
** Covcnant fuperfluous, though former engage- 
öiérfts both rcligious and legal bound us before :" 
Böt was tKe pradice of all Churches herctofore in- 
tcnding reformation. All Ifrael, though böund 
énough before by the law of Mofes " to all necef- 
fary duties •," yet with Afa their king entered into 
a new covenant at the beginning of a reformation : 
And the Jews after captivity, without confent de- 
manded of that king who was their mafter, took 
folcmn oath to walk in the commandments of God. 
All proteftant churches have done the like, not- 
withftanding former engagements to their feveral 
duties. And although his aim were to fow variance 
between the proteftation and the cövenant, to re- 
concile them is not difficult. The proteftation was 
but one ftep, extending only to the dodrine of the 
Church of England, as it was diftind from Church- 
difcipline ; the covenant went further, as it plcafed 
God to diipenfe his iight and our encouragement by 
degrees, and comprehended church-government : 
Former with latter fteps in the progrcfs of well- 
doing need not rcconcilement. Neverthelefs hc 

breaks 
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breaksthroughto hisGoncluIion, *< tbatall hofteftaiui 
wiie men evcr thought tbemfelv^s fufficiently botin^ . 
by former ties of Feligion ;" lefi^iitg Afa, Ezri^ 
and the whole Church of God ie (undry äges to 
Aiifc for honefty and wifiiom from foiM othcjr thaå 
his teftimöny. And althöngk 0£m<9ntnåit ab-* 
jblve not dll the former be mad^ void» jtt ht firft 
hftving done that, our duty returnjsi>|ie|t^ whidi to 
him wa9 neither moral nor etemal» bm ovtåhioné. 

WilUng to perfuade himfelf that ^My *^ got)d 
men" tDodc the ooyenant^ cithsr imirartiy or out of 
fear, he feems to have beftowed forne thoughtshow 
thtfe ^^ good mtn" foUthving Ms adrke may keep 
éit covenant and not keep ic. Tbe fkft ev^^on is 
pr^bmkig *^ that the cbzrf end of ctrreniiiltiflg ki 
iöeh men's intentions was to prcferte religiM in 
pntitf^ and tbe kingdom's pejtce.** But tbe ow^ 
nant wiil more tiuly inform them that- purky of t^ 
£gion and the kingdom*s peace was no£ chén in (lätt 
to be preferved, bot to be reftored ; and therefort 
binds them not to a prefervation of ^hat was, but i^ 
a reformation of what was evil, what was tradkiana^ 
and dangerous, whether noveity of antiquity, in 
chttTch or ftate. To do this, clalbes with " no 
fbrmet oath" lawfblly fworn either to Ood or the 
king, and righdy underftood. 

In general, he brands all " fuch confederatiom 
by kague and eovenant, as th0 common road ufcd 

N in 
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in all fadious pcrturbations of ftate and church.*^ 
This kind of language refleds with the fame igno- 
miny upon all thc proteftant reformations that havc 
becn fince Luther ; and fo indeed doth his whole 
book, repleniOied throughout with hardly other 
•words or arguments, than papifts, and cfpecially 
popiih kings, havc ufcd heretofore againft their pro- 
teftant fubjedts : whom he would perfuade to be 
** every man his own pope, and to abfolve himfelf 
of thofe tics/' by thc fuggeftion of falfc or cqui- 
yocal interpretations toooft repcated to be now 
anfwered, 

Theparliament,he faith," made their covenant like 
Manna, agreeable to eyery man's palate." This is an- 
other of his gbfles lipon the covenant; hc is content 
to let it be Manna, but his drift is that men (hould 
Joath it, or at leaft e«pound it by their own *' rclifli," 
■and " latitude of fenfe ; ** wherein Icft any onc of 
ihe fimpler fort Ihould fail to be his crafts-mafteri 
'he furnifhes hipi with two or three laxative, hc terms 
them " general claufes, which may ferve fomewhat 
to rclievc them" againft the covenant taken :.«ntir 
itxating, ås if *' what wcre lawful aod accordingto 
the word of God,** wcre no otherwife fo, than as 
every man faocied to himfelf. From fuch learned 
explications and refolutions as thefe upon the cove- 
tiaht, what marvel if no royalift or malignant refufe 
Ito take it, as having karnt from thcfc princcly in* 

ftruftions 
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ftruftions his many " falvoes, caiuions, and refer- 
vations," how to be a covenanter and anti-cove- 
iianter, how at once to be a Scot, and an Irifli rebel. 

He returns again to difallow of *' that Reforma- ff 

tion which the Covenant** vows, " as being the par- 
tial advice of a fcw Divinés.** But matters of thls 
moment, as thcy were not to be decidcd thcre by 
thofe divines, fo neither are they to be determined 
here by eflays and curtal aphorifms, but by fulid 
pröofs of^ripture, 

The reft of his difcoiirfe he fpends, highly ac- 

cu£bg the parliament, "that the niain refdrmation 

by'* thrai " ihtendcdi was to rob theChurcb," and 

•much applauding himfelf both for ^\ hts :fbrward- 

•nefs'' to all due reformation» and his averfenefs froiti 

all fuch kind of Sacjätegc. All .wJiichi. iwith his 

glorious title of the " Church^s Defénder" wp leave 

him to make goöd by *' Pharaöh*s divinity>** if he 

pleafe, for to Jofeph*§ Piety it will be a talk un- 

fuitablev, Aä for " the.parity and poverty of mi- 

. nifter^/* which he takts to be fo fad of " confe- 

quence,*' rfie fcripture reckons theni for two fpecia^ 

legacies left by our Sayiour to his difciples ; under 

which two primitive nurfes, for fuch :they were in- 

deed, the church of God more truly flourifbed than 

»cver aftcr, fince the time that imparity and cHurch- 

revenue rulhingin; corrupt^d and belepejred all the 

. clcrgy wich a worfe infeöion- than Gehazi's \ forne 
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one of whofe tribe> raibe^ th^i^ ^kigog,, I fbmM 
takc to be compiler oi cb^t uaäil^^ ^4 Sijppai^;^!

Gateftiie^s, « to blow up,** as^ he terms it, "tHe 
people's afFeélion towards him, and^bätter döwn 
their loyalty by the engines of foul afpeHÄris : " 
.Watcr-works rather than engihes to batter ^tfi, 
yet thofe a(|)erfions wcre raiftd from the fbulhefi' of 

his 
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bis *j0iv9n a<äioiii. Wh6i«9f vo ^urge himf^, he 
uks m>^cher «^am«Mt Yhan a generid ^9 (b dften 
it^-ftted 1[^0s^tnerntkiCion of himfelf : tind think^ that 
cbwt J«rfy-W3»r hath tte viitut of cxpiation, at 
leaft with the*fiHiy people ; to ^hom he familiarly 
impute^ fm ifAicrt nt>nfe is, to ftctn liberal of his 
fbrgfvehefs^het^ nönc is aftced or nteded. 

"Wliat wajTs hrc häth taketi toward the prefperity 
of his people, which he would feem " Ib earncftly 
to defiré,** if we do but oncc call to mind, it will 
be enöugh tö teach us, looking on the fmooth in« 
finuatiöns here, that tyrants are not morc flattcred 
by their (lavcs, than forced to flatter others whom 
tliey fear. 

For the pcopIe*s ^^ tranquility he would willingly 
be the Jonah •, " but Icft he fhould be uken at his 
word, pretends to forcfec within ken two imaginary 
*' winds** neVer heard of in the compafs, which 
threaten, if he be caft ovcr board, " to increafe 
theftorm-,*' but that controverfy divine lot hath 
ended. 

*' He had rather not rule, than that his peoplc 
fhould^ be ruined : " and yet above thefe twenty 
years hath been ruining the peoplc about the 
niceties of his ruiiog. He is accurate " to put a 
difference between the plague of malice, and the 
ague of miftakes •, the itcli of novelty, and the le- 
profy of difloyalty." But had he as well known 

N 3 how 
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how to diftinguifh between the vencrable grey hairs. 
of ancient religion, and the old fcurfF of fupcrfti- 
tion, between the wholefome heat of well govcrning, 
and the feverous råge of tyrannizing, his judgment 
in flate phyfic had been of more authority. 

Much he prophefies, " that the credit öf thofe 
men who have cafl black fcandals on him, ihall 
ere long be quite blafted by the fame furnace of 
populär obloquy, wherein they fought to caft his 
name and honour/* I believe not that a Romifli 
gilded portraiture gives better oraclc than a Baby- 
lonifli golden image could do, to tell us truly who 
heated that furnace of obloquy,or who defcrves to be 
tlirown in, Nebuchadnezzar or the three kingdoms. 
It " gave him great caufe to fufpedt his own in- 
nocence," that he was oppofed by ** fo many who 
profeft fingular piety.** But this qualm was foon 
över, and he concluded rather to fufpe<9: their re- 
ligion than his own innocence, affirming that '*many 
with him were both learned and religious above the 
ordinary fize." But if his great feal without the 
parliament were not fufEcient to create lords, his 
parole muft needs be far more unable to create 
Icarrscd and religious men ; and who (hall authorizé 
his unlearned judgment to point them out ? 

He guefles that " many well-minded men were 
by populär prcachers urged to oppofe him." But 
the oppofuion undoubtedlyproceeded and continues 

from 
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from heads far wifer, and fpirits of a nobler ftrain ; 
thofe prieft-led Herodians with their blind guides are 
in the ditch already ; travelling, as they thought, 
to Sion, hut moored in the Ifle of Wight. 

He thanks God " for his conftancy to the pro- 
teftant religion both abroad and at home.** Abroad,' 
his letter to the pope ; at home, his innovations in 
the church will fpeak his conftancy in religion what 
it was, without further credit to this vain boaft. 

His " ufing ihe affiftance of forne papifts," as 
the caufe might be, could not hur t his religion ; 
but in the fettling of proteflantifm their åid was 
both unfeemly and fufpicious, and inferred that the 
greateft part of proteftants were againft him and his 
obtruded fettlement. 

But this is ftrange indeed, that he fhould appear 
now teaching the parliament what no man, till this 
was read, thought ever he had learned, " that dif- 
ference of perfwafion in religious matters may fall 
out where therc is the famenefs of allcgiance and 
fubje6lion/* If he thought fo from the beginning, 
wherefore was there fuch compuJfion ufed to the pu- 
ritans of. England, and the whole realm of Scot- 
land, about conforming to a liturgy ? Wherefore 
no bl (hop no king ? Wherefore epifcopacy more 
agreeablc to monarchy, if difFerent perfuafions ia 
religion may agree in one duty and allegiance ?

Not to t^ him for want of ekgancc ^ a couitif r^ 
in writing OgUo fpr Olla %ht Spaniih word, it cntghc 
ht well nffimied that thore was a greajter Medley and 
difpropgrcioniBg of religions, to mix papifts with 
proceft^nts in a religious caufr,than toentenaio aU 
thofe diver fificd feéts, who yet were all proceitants» 
one religion, though many opinions. 
/ Neither wa» it any " fhafnc to proteftants," that 

he a declared papift, if his own letter to the pope» 
( not yet renounced, belye him not, found fo few prp^ 

teftants pf his religion, as enforced him lo call in 
both the counfel and the aid of papifts to help efta^ 
blifh proteftancy, who were led bn, not " by the 
fenfe of their allegiance," but by the hope of his 
stpoftacy to Rome, from difputingto warring \ his 
own volvintary and firft appeah 

His hearkening to evil counfellors, charged upon 
him fp often by the parliament, he puts off as ** a 
device of thofe men who were fo eager to give him 
bettcr counfel.*' That •* thofe men" were the par- 
liam^nt» apd that hpought to have ufed the counfel 
pf none but thofe^ as a king, is already known. 
"What their dvility laid upon evil counfellors, he 
himfelf moft commonly owned 5 but the event ,of 
thofe evil counfels '' the enormities, the confufions, 
the miferies," he transfers from the guilt of his own 

civU 
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civil bfoils to the juft lefifttnce m^de by parliameat; 
and impuceg wh«t mUarr tagps of hia diey could noc 
}cec remove for his oppofing, ae if tbey were fi)ine 
new mifilemeaaors of (bek hriaguig ii^ and not the 
iBVCterate difealb of hi« owb bad government % 
which» with a diftaie as bad» he falls again to m^g* 
nify and commend : and mty aU thoie who wouid 
be governed by bis ** Retraftioos and cooceflions»'* 
rather than by laws of parliament, admke his fcl^. 
encomiums, and be flactercd with that ^' Crown of 
patience** to which he cunniogly exhortcd tbem^that 
.his monarchicai foot might havc the feuing it upoa 
thetr beads ! 

Thattruft whichthe parliamenti^tbfullydifcharg* 
ed in the aflerting of our liberties^ hecalJs, ^^another 
artifice to withdraw the people from him to thcirdc- 
^gns." What piece of juftice CQuld they havc de- 
manded for the people, which the jealoufy of a king 
might not bave mifcalled a defign to difparage his 
government, and to ingratiate themfelves ? To be 
more juft, religions^ wiie, or magoanimous than the 
common fort, flirs up in a tyrant both fear and en« 
yy ; and ilraight he cries oyt popularity, which in 
bis account is little lefs than treafon. The fum is^ 
they thought to limit ^r iåke away ibe r^mora of his 
negative voicc, ^wbid)^ like to tbat litik f0 at fea^ 
took upon if to arrefi andfiap tbe commmotcdtb ftter-- 
fMg under full fatt U a r^wpmtkn <: thej tbtn^H t$ 
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Iharc with him in the miHöa, both or eithcr of 
i^^hicii he couid not poflibly hold without confent of 
thé people, and not be ablblutely a tyrant. Hc 
profeflcs *• to defirc no other libcrty than what he 
cnvies not his fubjefts according to law ; " yct 
fbught with might and main againft his fubjefts, to 
have a fole powerovcr thcm in his hand, both againft 
and beyond law. As for the philofbphical libcrty 
which in vain he talks ofj we may conclude him 
vcry ill trained up in thofc free notions, who to 
cJvil libcrty was fo injuriöus. 

Hc calls the confcience ** God's fovereignty ; ** 
why then doth hc conteft with God about that fu- 
prcme title ? Why did he lay reftraints, and force 
cnlargemerits tapon our confciciices in things for 
which wc were to anfwer God only and the church ? 
God bids US " be fubjeft for confcience fake,'* that 
is, as to a magiftrate, and in the laws ; not ufurp- 
ing över fpiritual things, as Lucifer beyond his 
Iphcre. And tbe fame f recept bids him likewife for 
confcience fake be fubjeSl to tbe parliamenty botb bis 
natur al and legal fuperior. 

Finally, having laid thé fault of thefe cöm- 
motions, not upon his own mifgovernment, but 
upon the '* ambition of others, the neccffity of 
fome mcn's fortune, and thirft after novelty," he 
bodes himfelf " much honour and reputatibn, that 
like the fua fliall rife and recovcr himfelf to fucb a 
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iplendor, as owls, bacs, and fuch fatal birds (hall bcf 
unable to bear." Pc^ts indeed ufe to vapour much 
after this mannen But to bad kings, who witbout 
caufe expcft future glory from their aftions, it hap- 
pens as tp bad pojets, who fit and llarve them&lves 
with a delufive hopc to win immortality by their bad 
lines.. For though men ought not to " fpeak cvil 
•f dignities** which are juft,yet nothing hinders us 
to fpeak evii as oft as it is the trutfa, of thofe who 
in their dignities do evil. Thus did our Saviour 
himfcif, John the Baptift, and Stephen, the Martyr. 
And thofé black veils of his own mifdeeds he might 
be fure would ever keep " his facé from (hining,** 
till he could " refute evil fpeaking with well doing,** 
which grace he feems here to pray for ; and his 
prayer doubtlcfs as it was prayed, fo it was heard, 
But even his prayer is fo ambitious of prerogative, 
that it dåres aflc away the prerogative of Chrift him- 
fdf, " To become the head ftone of the cormr."

WH MT to think of liturjgies, both the fenfe 
of fcripture, and apoftolical praftice would 
have taught him better, thap his. human reafonings 
and conjedures : neverthelefs, . what weight they 
have, let us confider.

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God. " Wc profefs thc fämc truths,*' but the Ii- 
turgy comprehends not all truths : " we read the 
fame fcriptures,** but nevér l^eid that all thofé la- 
cred expreflions, all benefit and ufe of fcripture, as 
to public pwycr, fhould be denied^ us, except what 
was barrcHed up in a commdrnprayer book with 
mariy mixtutes of tKeirown, 4aiid which is wcm^» 
witfiout falt. But fuppofe thém fayoury words and 
unmixed, fuppofe thetn Manna itfelf, yet if they 
.fiiall b& hoarded upl ahd£njoined:tis, while God 
cveiy moraing rainadown new exprcHions into our 
heartS5.ioftea4.of beiog ,fit to ufe, tthey wjllbe 
fbund like refervpd M»onj> rjc^er.to brted worms 
aad ftink. - ' *' Wc hav^e the faB>e; duti^s upon.us,

Why was this ibr- 
gotten by them, who declare. that they havc re- 
vealed to us the whole counfcl of God ? whoasJic 
lefc our afieftions to be guided by bis fandifying 
Ipirit, fo did he likewife our words to be put into 
US without oqr premeditation * 5, not ontyithoié 
cautious wof d$. to be ufed before ^gentiles and ty^ 
ränts, but much more thofe filial words, of. wbich 
we häve fo fréquent ufe in:our accefs with freedoni 
of fpeech to the thronc of grace. ' Wbich toJay 
afide for other outwarddiftates of mea, wcreto ior 
jure him and i)is perfeiä gift, who is the fpint,.aad 
,the giver of ouf ability to pray ; as if his miniftra- 
tion were incompleat, and that to whom he gave 
lafFeAions, he dkl nottalfo afibrd utterante toinakc 
Jiis gift of prayer a perfeä: gift ;. to tbem efpedaliy 
/tffbofi qffice in fbs cbur^b is to pray ^publicly. 

And although the gift were only naturäl, yet vo- 
rluntary pray ers are lefs ftitgedt to formål and.fupcr- 
ficii^l tempers than fet forms : fbr in thofe,. at leaft 
•for words and matter,-he who prays^itiuft confult

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Much lefscan it be lawful that aa EngiiQied mafs- 
book, compofcd, for augbt we know, by men nei^ 
ther learned, nor godly, (hould juftle out, or at 
any tirtie deprive us the exercife of that heavcnlygifr, 
which God by fpecial promifcpours out daily upon 
hls dKurch, tbåt is to fay, the fpirit of prayer. 
^ Whereof to help thofe many infirmities, wfeich hc 
reckofti up, ^ Rudehcfs, Impertinency, Ftatnels,'*: 
änd the like, we have a rdmedy of God*s finding 
öut, which is hot liturgy, but his öwn free fpirit, 
Though we know riot what to pray as we ought, 
yet he ivith fighs unutterable byanywörds, much 
lefs' by å ftinted liturgy, dwellihg in us . makes in- 
térceflion for us, according to the rtirid and will of 
God, both in private, aAd in the performance of all 
ecclefiaftical duties. t^or it is his promifc alfo, that 
wherfe tiVo or three gathered together in his name 
fliåll agree to afk him any thirig, it fliall be grant- 
ed; for he is thefö in the midfl: of thém, If iben 
ancient churches, torcmedy the ififirmitiies öf pray- 
cr, or rather the infeétions of Arian and Pelagiati 
hercfies, Aeglcfting that ordained and promifed hélp 
of the fpirit, betook them almoft four hundred yeärs 
after Chrifl: to liturgy, (their own invention,) we 
are not to imitate them •, nor to diftruft God in the 
removal of that truant-help to our dcvotion, which 
by him never was appointed. And what is faid of 
liturgy, is faid alfo of direftory, if it be impofed : 
O although 
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although to forbid the fervice-book there be much 
morc reafon, as being of itfelf fuperftitious, ofFcn- 
five, and indecd, though Englilhed, yet ftill the 
xnafs-book : and public places ought to be provi- 
dcd of fuch as need not the help of liturgies or di- 
reftories continually, but are fupported with mini- 
llerial gifts anfwerable to their calling. 

Laftly, that the common-prayer book was-re- 
jcdled becaufc it " prayed fo oft for him," hc had 
no reafon to obje<51: : for what large and laborious 
praycrs were made for him in the pulpits, if he 
riever heard, it is doubtful they were never heard 
in heaven. We might now have expefted that his 
own following prayer fliould add much credit to fet 
forms; but on the contrary we find the fame im- 
perfeftions in it, as in moft before, which hc lays 
here upon cxtemporah Nor doth he alk of God 
to be direded whether liturgies be lawful, butpre- 
fumcs, and in a manner would perfuade him that 
they be fo ; praying '* that the church and he may . 
never want them." What couW be prayed worfe 
eixtcmporc ? unkfs he tnean by wanting^ tkat tbey 
may never need tbem.

XVII. Of the difFercnccs in ppint of Church- 
Governmcnt. 

THE gpvcrnment of church ,by bifliops hath 
been fo fuUy proved from the fcripturcs to be 
vicious and ufurpcd, that whethcr out of picty or 
policy maintained, it is not much material : for 
piety grounded upon.error, can no morc juftify king 
Charles, than it did queen Mary, in the fight of 
God or man, T^is however muft not be let pafs 
vithout a ferious obfervation ; God haying fo diP 
pofedthe author in this chapter as to confefs and diP 
cover more of myftery and combination between 
tyrannyand falfe religion, than from any other hand- 
would have been credibk. Here we may fec the 
very dark rootsof them both turned up, and how: 
they twine and intcrweave one another in the earth*. 
though above ground IhoQting up in two feveral 
branches. We may have learnt both from facred 
bijioryj and times of reformation, that the kings of 
this world have both evcr hated, and inftinAively 
feared the church of God* Whether it be for that 
their doftrine feems much to favour two things to 
them fo dreadful, liberty and equality •, or becaufe . 
they are the children of that kingdom, which, as 
ancient prophecics have foretold, (hall in the end 
break to pieces and diflblve all their grea: power and 
dominion. And thofe kings and potencates who 

O 2 have 
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havc ftroye moft to rid Chcmfelvcs of tfis feay^ b|: 
cutting off 6t fupprcffmg thc true church, havc 
drawn upon thcnifelves the occafion of their own 
ruin, while they thought with moft policy tb pre- 
vent it. ThusPharaoh; when once be bcgai\ ts> 
ifearahd wax jcalöiis of the Ifraelitcs, left they lliojyld 
mukiply and fight againft him, and that his £é^ 
ftirred him up to afflift and keép them under, as 
the onjy remedy of what he feared, foon fbund that 
the cvil which before flept, cäme fuddcnly upon 
him, by the prepoftcroui way hc took to prevent * 
it. Pafling byexamples betwecn, and not Ihutting 
Wilfully our eyes, we tnay feethe likeftory brought 
to pafsf ip our own land. TWs king, more thän 
any bcforc hirn, except perhaps his father, from 
his firft entrahce tö the crown, harböuring in hrs 
mind a ftrange fear and fufpicion of men moft rcK- 
gious, and their doftrine, which in his own lan- 
guage hehere acknowlcdges, tcrming " it thc fe- 
ditiouséxorbitancy** of mihifters tongues,anddoubt. 
ing " left they/' as he not chriftianly exprefles it, 
** Ihould with the keys of heaven let out peace and 
loyalty from the people*s hearts 5" though they né- 
ver preached or attcmpted aught that. might juftly 
raife in him fuch thpughts,t he could not reft, or 
ihink himfelf fccure, fo /orig, i^ they remainec^ in

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any öf hls thrce kingdorrts Onröot^^d out. But öuN 
wäfdly profefling thé fame religion with them, Tié 
could rtot prefcntly u(e violence as Pharaohdid, zrid 
that cöurfe had with otlicrs beforc but ill fucceed-. 
eå. Ke choofes thefefore a more myftical way, a 
newer method of anti^hriftian fraud, to the church 
more dangerous : aad like to Balac the fon of Zip- 
por, againft a natibn of prophets thinks it beft to 
hire other efteemed prophets, and to undermine and 
wear out the truc church by afalfe ecclefiaftical po- 
licy. To thifi drift he found the government of 
bifhops moft ferviceable j an order in the church,^ 
as by men firfl: corruptcd, fo njutually corrupting 
them who receive it, both in judgment and man- 
nersi He, by conferring bifhoprics and great liv^ 
ings on whom he thought mdfl; pliant tö bis.wiU, a-^ 
gainft the knowh cacons ånd uAivärfal pta^ice ö£ 
che ancient chiirch, whe^oby théfc eleftions W^r^ 
thé pcople^s ri^t^ fought, ' as he confcflcs, to haVd 
*' greatcft influenc^ apon Church-mén?'' THcy on 
Ihe öthéf fide findirig thdttifelves iri å high digflity, 
neither foundcd by fcripture, nor allowéä by rtfbr-» 
matiofi, tior fiipportéd by any /pirltuål gift or gfåce 
öf thclr oWn, knew it their beft courle to Have de- 
pendance only upon him : and wroiight Kis faAc/ 
by degrees to that dcgenerate and unkingly per- 
fuafion of •• No bifliöp, no King." Whenas on 
the contrary all prelates in their own fubtlc fenfe are 
O 3 of 
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of another mind ; according to that of Pius thc 
Fourth, remcmbercd in thc hiftory of Trent ♦, that 
bifliops then grow to be mofl: vigorous and potent, 
when princes happen to be moft weak and impotent. 
Thus when both interefts of tyranny and epifcopacy 
wcre incorporate into each other, the king, whofe 
principal fafety and cftablifhment conGfted in the 
righteous execution of his civil powcr, and not in 
bifhops and their wicked ceunfcls, fatally driven on, 
fet himfelf to the extirpating of thofe men whoie 
doÄrine and dcfire of church-difcipline he fo feared 
would be the undoing of his monarchy. And be- 
caufe no temporal law could touch the innocence of 
their lives, hc begins with the perfccution of their 
confcienccsjlayingfcandals before them; and makes 
that the argument to inflift his unjuft penalties both 
on their bodies and eftates. In this war againft the 
church, if he batb fped fo, as other haughty mo- . 
narchs whom God heretofore hath hardmed to the 
like enterprize, we ought to look up with praifes 
and thankfgiving tb thc author of our deliverance, 
to whom viftory and power, majefty, honour and 
dominion belongs for ever. , 

. In the mean while, from his own words we may 
pcrccive cafily, that the fpecial motives which he had 
to cndcar and deprave his judgment to the favour- 
ing and utmoft dcfending of epifcopacy, are fuch

a$ 
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as here we reprefent them : and how unwillingly, 
and with what mental refervation he cohdefcended 
againfl: his intereft to remove it out of thc pcers 
houfc, hath becn Ihewn alrcady, The reafons» 
which he affirms wrought fo much upon his judg- 
ment, fhall be fo far anfwered as they be urged. 

Scripture*he reporis^ hut diftinSily produces nonc ; 
and next the •* conftant praöice of all chriftian 
churches, till of late years tumult, faftion, pridc, 
and covetoufnefs^ inventcd new models under the 
title of Chrift*s government." Could any papift 
have fpoke mbre fcandaloufly againfl: all reforma- 
tion ? Well may the parliament and beft-afFeded 
people not now be troublcd at his calumnies and re- 
proaches, fince he binds them in the lame bundlc 
with all other the reformed churches ; who alfo may 
now further fee,befid(estheirown bitter expericnce, 
what a cordial and well-meaning helper they had of 
him abroad, and how true to the proteftant caufe.^ 

As for hiftories to prove bifliops, the bible, if 
we mean not to run into errors, vanities, and un- 
ceruinties, muft be our only hiftory. Which in- 
forms US that the apoftles were not properly bifhops ; 
next, that bifhops were not fucceflbrs of apoftles,* 
in the funftion of apoftlelhip : and that if they 
were apoftles, they could not be prccifely bifhops \ 
if bifhops, they could not be apoftles ; this-being 
univerfal, cxtraordinary, and immcdiate from God % • 

O 4 thox 
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that bcing an ordioary, fixcd, and particular cbarge, 
^he continual infpedion ov^r a certain flock. And 
alchou^h an ignorance and deviation of the ancieqt 
diurches afterward, n>4y with as mueh rcafon and 
charity bp fuppofed as fudden in point of prelaty^ 
a$ ip other pianifeft corruptions, y^t xhH *^ no cx- 
ample fincc the fixfl: agc for 15Ö0 yearscan be pro- 
duced of ^ny fettled churcb, wherein wcre many 
minifters and congregations, which had not fonw. 
biÖiops above them i'* the ccclcfiaftical ftory, to 
which he appeaJs for want of fcripture, provcsi 
clcarly tp be a falfe and over-confident aflfcrtjon. 
Soaoff^cnus, who wrote above twelvc hqnd|ied years 
ago, in his feventh book, relätes from his owa 
J(cnowled^c> that in the churches of Gypru3 ^d 
^r^bia (placqs near to Jerufalem, and with the firft 
frcqucaced hy apofUcs) thcy had bifhops in every 
vill^go t and what coukl thofe be mqre than pref- 
byters f Th^ like he tclls of other pations ; and 
that epifcopal churches in thofe days did not con- 
demn them. I ^dd, that many weftera chiirchesj 
eminent for thcir faith and gopd works, an,d fettled 
above four hundred years ago in Francc, in Pie- 
mont and Eohemia, have both taught and prafbifed 
tbe fame doftrine, and not admitted of epifcopacy 
a^piocg them* And if wc may believe wh^t the pa^ 
pifts thcmfclvcs have writtenof thcfe churcb€s,which 
tbey eali Waldeofes, Ifind it 10 a book written al- 

moft 
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moft fbur hundred yciwsiincc^ and fetfonh iQthe 
Bjohemian hiftory,; tJ>at thoffc ghurches in Plemodt* 
have held thc (äme do^trine and govcrnment, fiwce 
the time chat Conftantine with his mifchievous do* 
oatipus poifoned Sylvcjder and the whok church» 
Others affirm they bavc (i> (»a«imied thcre fmc^ %hc 
apoltles : aod Th^odorus BelvcderenGs in his rda<- 
tion of theizi^ coofeflcth that thofc herefies, a$ he 
namcs tbem, were from thc firft timcs of chriftia* 
nity in that place. For the rcfl: I rcfer me to tbac 
famous teftimony of Jerom, who uponf that rery 
place N«hich hc cites hcre, the epiftle to Tit«s, de-, 
claresopenly that bilbop and prcibyter were One and 
the fame thing,' tillby the iDftigation of Satan, par* 
tialities grew up in the church, and that bilhops ra- 
ther by cuftom than any ordainnient of Chrift, wtrc 
exalted above prefbyter^ : whofe interpretation we 
truft Ihall be received befbre thi# intricate ftuff tat- 
(kd here of Timothy and Titus^ and I know not 
wbom thar fwceffor», far hqypnd court elcntent, 
2ffkd as far bencath true ^ification. TheicT a^ q his 
*♦ f^p grounds both fropi fiyrjpture-canons and cc» 
defiaftical ejcaii^pks i* how vndivine like writien» 
and how liike a worldly gofpeUor that under&tndar

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nothing of thefe matters, pofterity no doubt will be 
able to judge ; and will but little regard what he 
calls Apoftolica), who in his letter to the pope calls 
apoftolical the Roman religion. 

Nor let him think to plead, that therefore " it 
was not policy of ftatc,** or obffinacy in him which 
npheld epifcopacy, becaufe the injurics and loflesr 
which he fuftaincd by lo doing werc to him ** morc 
CQnfiderable than epifcopacy itfelf -," for all this might 
Pharaoh have had to fa,y in his excufe of detaining 
the Ifraelites, that his own and his kingdom's fafe- 
ty, lo much endangered by hb denial, was to him 
more dear than all their building labours could be 
worth to Egypt. But whom God härdens, them 
alfohe blinds. 

He endeavours to make good epifcopacy not only 
in " religion, but from the naturc of all civil go- - 
vernment, where parity breeds confufion and fac- 
tion." But of fa£tion and confufion^ to take no 
other than his own teftimony, where hath morc 
been ever bred than under the imparity of his own 
monarchical govemment ? of which to make at this 
time longer difpute, and from civil conftitutions 
and human conceits to debate and queftion the con-^ 
venience of divine ordinations, is neither wildom 
nor fobriety : and to confound Mofaic Priefthood 
with evangelic prefbytcry againft exprefs inftitu- 
tion, is as far from warrantable. As Kttle to pur-

pofc is it, that we (hopld ftaiid polling the reform- 
ed churchcs, whcthcr they cqualize in numbcr 
*« thofe of his three kingdoms -,•' of whom fo Iqtcly 
the far grcatcr part, what they have long defircd to 
do, have now quite thrown ofF epifcopacy. 

Neither may we count it the language or religion 
of a protcftant, fo to vilify the beft reformed churchcs 
(for none of them but Lutherans retain biihops) as 
to fear more the fcandalizing of papifts, becauic 
more numerous, than of our proteftant brethren, 
becaufe a handfuL It will not be worth the while 
to lay what " Schifmatics or Hcredcs" have had 
ao bilhops 5 yet, left hcihould be taken for a great 
reader, he who prompted him, if he were a doétor, 
might: have remembered the forementioned place in 
Sozomenus ; which affirms, that bcfides the Cy- 
prians and . Arabians who were counted prthodoxal, 
the Novauans alfo, and Montanifls in Phrygia had 
no other bifliops than fuch as were in every village: 
and what prelbyter hath a narrower diocefe ? As 
for the Acrians we know of no hereticai opinion juft- 
ly fathered upon them, but that they held bi- 
ihops and prelbyters to be the fame. Which he 
in this place not obfcurely feems to hold a herefy 
in all the reformed churchcs ; with whom why the 
church of England defired conformity, he can find 
norcafon, with all his " charity, but the coming 
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in of che Scots army ;" fuch a high t&tttn he had of 
theEnglilh! 

Hc tempts the clcrgy tofctym back agaiA to b!- 
fliops, from the fear of " teiiuity änd coöténfipt»^ 
and the affuwnce of bctter •• thrivitig under the fä^ 
Tour of princes ^" againft which temptätioA^ if the 
clergy cannot arm themfelves with their owti fpt-» 
ritual armour, theyare indeed as *^ poor a carcafs*^ 
aa he terms thetn. 

Of ftcular honours and great revenues added to 
the dignity of prelates, finoe the fubjed of thad 
queftion is how removcd^ we need dot fpend tttne i 
But this perhapswill néver be unreafonable to bear 
in mind out of Chryföftom, that when minifters 
catne to have lands^ houies, fardis, coaches^ horfes, 
and the Hke lumber, then religion broiighc forth 
riches in the church, and the daughter devoured 
the mother. 

. But if his judgment in epifcopacy may be judged 
by the goodly choice he made of biihops» wé nted 
not much amufe ourfelve^ with the confideration of 
thöfe eviJs which, by his foretclling, will ** nccef- 
iarily follow" their pulling down, until hc prorc 
that the apoftles, having no certain dioceib or ap- 
pointed placeof refklence, were properly ^^ biffaopa 
över thofeprefby tcrswhom tbey ordained,or churchcs 
they plantcd ;" whcrcin oft>times their labours werc 
both joint and promilcuous : Or that the apoftoiic 
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power miift ^^ nccefiarily dejcend lo/hifliopi, thc 
iiie ^ en<i'' of either fumftioix beiog ib difierent« 
And how the church bath flourilhed uiukr epiiccN 
pacy, l^t the muldtude of cbeir ancjenc w4 grsifa 
errors teftify, and the words of ^^me learnedeil: fkjOd 
moll zealpus biihops among them s Nazian^n in 
a dcvoiK pa^OQ wiihing prelaty had i^ver ^o^itk 
Bazil terming chem the flaves of (laves ; S^int Mar*^. 
ijin» the enenues of Saints, and coi^fefllng that af- 
ijer he was made; a bUhop, he found much of thac 
grace decay ia him whlch he bad bcfore* 

Concemiog; hh '^ Coronation Oatb>" whac ic 
w^ and how £ir it bound hinn. ajrcAdy hath becn. 
i^pqken. ThUwemay takeforcercain, thathewas. 
never fworn to bis own particular coufciqnce aiid. 
reafon, buttoourconditionsasafreepeople, which 
rcquircd him to give us fuch laws as ourfelvcs* 
(hould chufe. Thts the Sicots could bring him to, 
and would not be bafflcd with the pretcnce of a co- 
rwkatien-oath, after that epiftopacy had for many 
ycars becn fcttkd there. Which conceffion of bis 
to then») and not tiO xts^ he feeks here to put ofF 
wich erafioAs that are ridiculous. And to omit no 
IhiftSy h€ aUec%cs that the prelbyterian nianners 
gav€ him no encouragement to like their Modes of 
goTornment. If that were fo, yet certainly fbc^e

men 
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men are in moft likelihood nearer to amendmenc^ 
who feek a drifter church-difciplme than that of 
epiicopacy, under wbich thc moft of them learhed 
thcir manners! If eftimatiön wcre to be made of 
God*s law by their nianncrs, who leaving Egypt, 
rcceived it in the wilderncfs, it coukl» reap from 
foch an inference as this^ nothing but rcjcftion and 
difefteem. 

For the prayer wherewith he clofes, it had bccn 
good forne fafe liturgy, which he fo commends^ had 
rather been in his way ; it would perhaps in fornes 
meafure have petformed the eiid for which thcy lay 
liturgy was iirft invented ; and have hindered htm 
both here, and at other times, from turning his 
notorlous errors into his prayers. 

XVIII. Upon theUxbridge Treaty, &c. 
•* TF the way of treaties be looked upon" in gene- 
A ral, " as rctiring" from beftial force to human 
reafon, his firft aphorifm here is in part deceivcd. . 
For men may treat.like beafts as wcU as fight. If 
forne fighting were not manlike, then eithcr forti- : 
tude were no yirtue, or no fortitude in fighting: 
And as politicians oft-timcs through dilatory pur- . 
polésand emulations handle the^mattcr, thereiiath 
been no whcre found more beftiality than in treat- 
ing*, which hath no more commendatipn in it, 
than from fighting to come to undermining, from 

violence 
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violence to crafc ; and when thcy can no loteer do 
as lions, to do as foxes. 

Thefincereft end of treating afcerwaronce pro-^: 
claimed» is either to part with more, or to demand 
lefs than was at firft fought for, rather than tö ha*' 
zard more lives, or worfe mifchiefs. What tfae 
parliament in thatpoint were wiiling to have done»: 
^hen firfl after the war begun, they petitioned him 
ac Colebrook to vouchfafe a treaty» is not unknown. 
For after he had uken God to witne(s of his con- 
tinual readinefs to treat» or to offer treades to the 
avoidingofbloodihed, badnamedWindfor tbeplace 
of treaty^ and pajfed bis r^yal word not to advance' 
fur t ber 9 UiU commijjioners byfu€b a time were fpeeded 
towards bim ; taking the advantage of a tbick mifi^ 
wbicb fell tbat evening^ weatber ibatfoon muited bim 
to a dejign no lefs treacberous and ebfeure \ he follows 
at the heels thofe meflengers of peace with a train 
of co^ert war ; and with a bloody furprize falls on 
our fecure forces which lay quartering at Brentford 
in the thoughts and expe£tation of a treaty. Änd 
although in them who make a trade of war, and a- 
gainft a natural enemy, fuch an onfet mighc in the 
rigour of mar(ial* law have been excufed, while 
arms were not yet by agreement fufpended ; yet by 
a king, who fccmed fo heartily to acccpt of trcat- 
ing witb bisfubjelis^ and profefles here, " he nevcr

cn6i io a mofi erudfttrfafi^ if wv rememher May^ 1 643 . 
And that fnejfengerefpiocefram Oxford^ wbofefecref 
fnejfage and commijfwn^ bad it bun effe3éd^ wculd bav4 
drowned tbeinnocence of our treating^ in t be blood of 
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ä defyntd fnaffacre. Naj^ wbeu tndties from the 
^parliament fougbs ouS bim^ no le/s tban feven times^ 
(of t inougb to teftify the mOiitgnefs of t betr obedience^ 
and too oft for the nugofty of a fmrUament to tomt 
tbur fobjiBion) be^ in tbo confidence of bis omt 
ftrongtb^ or of our divifiénsj retiimed us notbing baek 
hut denialsy or delaysj to tbdr moft neceffary demands ; 
and beittg at lowefl^ kept up> ftili and fitftained bis ah 
mofi famifbed bopes witb the bottrly expeSation of 
raifing up bimfelf tbe bigber^ by t be gnat er beap 
wbicb be fat promifing bimfelf of our fudden ruin 
^ tbrougb diffention. 

But hc infers, as if the parliament would havc 
compelled him to part with fomething of " his ho- 
nour as a king.** What honour couU he havc, or 
call his, joined not only with the offcncé or diftur- 
bance, but with the bondage and deftruftion of 
threc nations ? whcreof, though he be carelefs and 
innprovident, yet the parliament, by our laws and 
frcedom, ought to judge, and ufe prevention •, our 
laws elfe were but cobweb laws. And what were 
all his moft rightful honours, but the people^s gift, 
and the inveftment of that luftre, majefty and ho- 
nour, which for the public good, and no otherwife, 
redounds from a whole nation in to one perfon ? So 
far is any honour from bcing his to a common mif- 
chief and calamity. Yet ftill he talks on equal 
terms with the grand reprefentative of that people, 

P for 
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for whofe.fake he was a king.; as if the. gcheml 
^welfare, ånd his . fubfervient rights were.of equal 
^moment pr confideration. His aim indeed hat^ 

evex been to magnify and exait his borrowed rights 
: and prefog^ives abow .the parliament.and king- 
: dq!pi, of whom he holds them. But , when a king 
.ÉfU himfelf to bandy again^i: the higheft court and 
. refidence of all his regal power, he then, in the (iDgle 

* perfon of a man» fights againft his pwn msyefty.and 
I kinglhip, and then indeed fets the firft hand to his 
^own depofiog. 

" The treaty at Uxbridge," he faith,/^ gav;e 
the faireft hopes of a happycompofure ;** £iireft 
indeed, if his inflrudions to bribe our commiffion- 
ers with the promife of Secprity, Rewards, and 
Places, were fair : What other hopes it gave, no 
man can tell. There beinjg but three main heads 
whereon to be treated ; Ireland, cpifcopacy, and 
the militia 5 the firft was anticipated and foreftalled 
by a peace at any råte to be haftened with the Irilh 
rebels, ere the treaty could begin, that he might 
pretend his word and honour paft againft " the 
fpecious and populär arguments" (he calls them no 
better) which the parliameot would urge upon him 
for the continuanee of that juft war. Epifcopacy 
he bids the queen be confident he will never quit*; 
which informs us by what patronage it ftoöd : And 
the fword he refolves to clutch as faft, as^ if God 

with 
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"wkh his öwn hand had put itihio his. This was 

-thé ** ifaoderation which he brougbt ;** this was 

** as far as réafon, honour, confcicnte," and the 

4accD,/who' was his regcnt in all thefe, " would \ 

-givc him leave;" Laftly, for " compofure/* in- ./ 

-ftead of happy» how miferable it was more likély 

tö have becn, wife mén could thcn judge •» whch 

ithc Eogliöi, during trcaty, were cailcd rcbels j the 

cirifh, good and catholic fubjeéb ; and the parlia- 

. ment beforehand, though for fafhion's fake palled 

a parlianieät, yét by a jefuitical flight not acknow- 

-ledged» though cälléd fo ; but privately in the 

, couAcil-books inrölled no parliament: that if ac- 

iconu&odåtion had £ucceeded, upon what terms fo- 

everj;-'&ch'a dcvilifh fraud was préparcd, that the 

;kiftg Jri his pwn efteem had been äbfolvcd from all 

perf^Biance, as havinjg treatcd with' rcbels and m 

.parliament ; and they on the othcr fide, inftead of 

/ancxpcfted happinelvnad been brought under the 

hatcbét. Thcn no doubt " war had endcd/' that 

; maflTact^e and tyranny might begin, Thefe jea,- 

•.IdaGéSj however raifed, let all men fec whethcr 

. they be diminiftied or allayed, by the letters of his 

. own cabinet opened. And yet the breacb of thjs 

. trcaty is laidali upon the parliament and their com- 

• miflioners, with odious namts of " Pcrtinacy^ 

* hatr^d of Peace, Fadion, and Oövetoufnefs," nay 
hjrs ovyn brat " Superftition" is laid to their chargc ; 
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n(^witMlandirig hts héit pr<MGbfied refohMton tt>.<t(tar- 
tinue both tbe OiUen^ Matntenance, andAudio- 
rity, of prdatcs, as atruth.öf God. 

And>vho " were xnöft to blamein the unfocccfe- 

fulnefsof thattreaty," his^appeal is toGöd'sd)&- 

cifion ; ijdieving to be vcryexcuiattc at that tiS- 

bunaL But if ever man glovied inan tinflesäUe 

itifFnefs, fae came not behind any i and that grand 

maxim^ alwajs to piit föméthiBg into Ms treaties, 

which m^ht give colöur to refule all that was in 

othertfaings granted, and to nudce lltem fi^ify 

liothing, was his own;prlnäpal tnäxim and parti- 

cular infixudions to bis^ cdmmifiiönen. Yct aU, 

by his otm verdift, mtift be tobftrued fteafiin in 

the king, and deprared temper in the padiameiit. 

That the " highcft tide of fuccefs/* with théfe 

prindples and defigns, **fet him not above a tjreaty;'* 

:no great wondcr. And yet if that be ff oken to Ut 

fraife^ the partiåment tberein furpajfed Mm ; who^ 

\ wben he was tbeir vanqtdjbed and their captfo^ bis 

forces utterly.brokenand dijbanded^ yet offered Ä>» 

Jbree feveral times m worfe propofah or demands^ tban 

' wben befiood-fairto he their conqueror. But that ifÉ' 

. pruäent furmize that bis lowefi ebb could not fet biln 

>^^ bekw a figbt^' was aprefiimption that rimedbim. 

He prefaged the future " unfuccefsfulnefs öf 

trcatici by the unwillingnefs of forne men totrcat ;'* 

. and could .nof: fce what was pr^fent, that their un- 

willingnefs 
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wiUingnef^ had gopd c^\if^ to prooeed from the con? 
tinual experience of hjis own obllinacy and breach 
of word. 

His prayer therefpre of forgivenefs to the guilty 
of " that trcaty's brea}i;ing," he had good reafoii^ 
tf> fay heartily över, as including no man in that 
guilt fooner than himfelf. 

As for that proteftation fbUowing in his prayer, 
** how oft have I entreated for peace, hut when I 
Ipeak thereof they ipake them ready to war ;" un* 
kfs he thoqght himfelf ftill. in that perfidious mifl; 
betweea Golehrook and Hoynflow, and thoughC 
diac mi(t CQuld hide him from the eye of heaven a» 
well as of man, after fuch a, bloody recofjipence^ 
given to our 6rft ofiers of peace, how could this: 
in the. fight of heaveo without horrors of confcience 
be uttercd ? 

XIX. Upon the various cvents gf the war. 

TT is no new or unwonted thing, for bad men ta 
X claim as much part in dod as his beft fervants ; 
to ufurp and imitate their words, and appropriace 
to themielves thofe properties which belong only to 
the good and righteous. This not only in fcripture 
is familiarly to be found, but here alfo in this chap* 
ter of Apochrypha. He telis us much, why " it 
pleafed God" to fend him viftory or lofs (although 
what in fo doing was the intent of God, he might 
be much miftaken as to his own particular) but we 
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are yet to leärn what real good ufc he made thereof 
JhWsprafticc. - ' 

Thofe numbers which hc grew to « from fmall 
beginnings," werc not fuch as out of love came to 
proteft him, for hone approved his äftions as a 
king, except couctiers and prelatcs, but wcré.fuch' 
as fled to be proteftcd by him from the fear of that 
reformation which the pravity of their livés would 
jiot bear. Such a:fnow-ba!l he might eafily gather 
by rolling through thofe cold and dark provinces- 
of ignorance and Icwdnefe, whercon a fudden he 
became fo numerous. He imputcs that tö God*s 
** proteftion/* whidi» totbem who perfift inabad 
caufe, is either his long-fufFering^ or his hardcning -,' 
and that to wholefome " chaftifemcnt," which w»c: 
the gradualbcgionings of a fevcrc punilhme;it. For 
if neither God nor nature put civil power in the 
hands of any whomfoever, but to a lawful end, and 
commandsour obcdience to the authörityof hw 
anly, iiöt to the tyraniiical force of any perfbn } 
and if the laws of our land have J>laced the fwor4 
in no m2Ln*sJf^k hand, fo much as to unfheath 
againft a foreiga coemy, much lefs upon the native 
pfople -, but have phctd it in that elcftive body 
of the parliamönt, to whom the making, repeal- 
ingi judging, and interpreting, of law itfelf was 
alfo committedj as was fittcft, fo long as we in- 
tcuded to be a free nation, and not the flaves of 
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onc man^s will j then was the king himfelf difobe- 
dicnt and rebellious to that law by which he rcign- 
ed ; and by authority of jparliament to raife arms 
againft him in defencc of law and liberty, we do 
not only think, but believe and kiiöw was juftifiablé 
** both by the word of God, the laws of the land, 
and all lawful oaths ; '* and they who fided with 
him, föught againft all theie. 

The fame allegatiohs which he ufes for himfelf and 
his party, may as well fit any tyrant in the world ; 
for let the parliament be called a fadion when the 
king pleafes, and that no law muft be made or 
changed, either civil or religious, becaufe no law 
will content all (ides, then mull be made or changed 
no law at kil, but what a tyrant, be he proteftant 
or papift, thinks 'fit. Which tyrannous aflcrtion 
forccd lipon us by the fword, he who fights againft, 
and dies fighting, if his other fins outweigh not» 
dies a Martyr undoubtedly both of the faith and of 
the commdnwealth : and I hold it not as the opi-* 
nion, but as the full belief and perfuafion of far 
holier and wjfer men than Parafitic Preachers : 
Who, withöut their dinncr-dodtrine, know that 
neither King, Law, civil Oaths, or Religion, was 
ever eftablilhed without the parliament : and their 
power is the fame to abrogate as to eftablifh : nei- 
ther is any thing to be thought eftablilhed, which 
that houfe dcclares to be abolilhed. Where the par- 
liament 
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liament fits, there infeparably fics the king, there 
the laws, there our oaths, and whatfoever can be 
civil in religion* Thcy who fought for the par- 
liament, in the trueft fenfe fought for all thefe ; 
whQ fought for the king divided from bi» pari- 
limmen t, fought for the Ihadow of a king againft 
all thefe ; and for things that were not» as if they 
vere eftablifhed. It Yf^tt a thing monftroufly ^b- 
furd and conträdidory tö give the parliamcnt a le- 
giflative power, and then to upbraid them f(Hr 
tranfgrefling old eftablilhments. 

But the kihg and his party having lofb m tfais 
quarrel their heaven upon earth> begin to make 
great reckoning of eternal life» and at an eafy råte 
in forma pauperis canonize oné another into hea- 
ven ; he them in his book, they him in the por- 
tr^iture before his book : but as was faid bdfore, 
ftage-work will not do it, much lefs the " juftnels 
of their caufe," whercin moft frequently thcy died 
in a brutifli fkrcenefy, tvith oaths and other damn- 
iBg words in their mouths ; as if fuch had been all 
". tbe only oaths" they fought for : which undoubt- 
edly fent them full fail on another voyage thaja to 
heaven. In the mean whilc they to whom God 
gavc vidtpry, never brought to the king at Oxford 
the ftate of their Confciences/that he Ibould pre- 
fyme without confeflion, more than a pope pre- 
fumcs, to tell abroad what " conflids and accufa- 
lii^si** men whom he never fpoke with, have ^' in 
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their own tboughts." Wc ncver rcad of any Eng- 
lifli king buc one that w.as a confefliM-, and his name 
was Edward •» yct fure it pafled his fkill to know 
thoughis, as this king takes upon him.. But they 
who will not ftick to flander men's inward con- 
fclences, which they can ncither fee nor know, 
much lefs will care to flandet- outward aäions» 
which they pretend to fee, though with fenfes never 
(6 vitiatcd. 

To iudgc of " his condition conquewd," and 
thc manner of ^' dying'* on that (ide, by the Ibber 
menthat choie it, would be his fmall ad vantage : 
it^being moft notorious, that they who were Rotfieft 
in. his caiifc, the moft of thcm were men oftener ' 
dkink, than by their good-will fober, and very 
many of them fo fought änd fo died.* 

And that the Confcience of any man fhould grow 
fufpiciouSj or be now convifted by any pretenlions 
in the parliament, which are now proved falfe and 
unintended, there can be no juft caufe. For neither 
did they ever pretend to eftablilh his throne with- 
out our libcrty and religion, nor religion without 
the word of God, nor to judge of laws by the;ir 
being eftabliflied, but to eftablilh them by their. 
being good and neceiiary.

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Hc télls thc world " he oftcn prayed that all on ' 
his fide might be as faithful to God and their own 
föiils, as to him." But kings, above all othcr 
mcfl, have in their händs nöt to ^ray only, hut to ' 
do. To make thåt prayer cfFeftual, hc Ihöuld ' 
have gbverncd as wéll as prayéd; To pray and 
not to govern, is for a monk, and not a king. 
Till then he might be wéll aflured they weremore 
faithful to their luft and rapine than to him. 
\ In tRe wontéd prcdicåtion of his own virtues he 

goes on to tell us, that to " conqucr he never de- ' 
fired, but only to reftore the laws and liberties of 
his people/' It had been happy then he had known 
af laft, that by force to reftore laws abrogated by 
the legiflative parliament, is to conqiier abfolutely 
both them and law itfelf. And for our liberties, 
none ever opprcfled them more, both in peace and 
war; firft like a mafter by his aibitrary power, 
next as an enemy by hoftile invafion. 

And ifhisbeft friends feared him, "andhe him- 
felf, in the temptation of an abfolute conqueft," it was 
not only pious but friendly in the parliament, both 
to fcar him and refift him ; fince their not yielding, 
was the only means to keep him out öf that temp- 
tation wherein he doubted his own ftrength. 

He takes himfelf to be " guihy in this war of 
jiothing elfe, but of-ConErming the power of fomc 
men f ' Thus all along he fignifies the parliament, 

whom

whöm €0 have fctded by än a6): h^ counts to be his^ 
only guiltinefs. So wcll he knew that to continuc^ 
a parliament^ was to* rai(e a war againft himfelf ;- 
what were ius'aä:idn^ thtnl and his goverament 
the while ? For never was it heard in all our ftory;* 
that parliaments made war on their kings, but on^ 
their tyrants ^ whofe modefty and gratitude was: 
more wanting to the parliament, than theirs to any^ 
of fuch kings. * 

* What hc yieldcd was his fcar ; what he denied- 
was his . obftinacy. Had he yielded more, fcai* 
might perchance have faved him; had he granted- 
Isfsy his (^ftinacy had perhaps the fboner deliver-^' 
cd US. ^ 

'^ To review the occafions of this war," will ber 
to them never too late, who would be warned by^ 
his example from the likie evils : but to wifli only^ 
a happy Goftclufion, will never expiate the fault of 
his unhappy beginnings* It is true, on our fide" 
the fins of our lives not feldom foughc againft us :* 
but on their fidc, befides thofe, the grand fin of 
their caufe. 

How can it be otherwife, when he defires here' 
moft unreafonably, and indeed facrilegioufly, that 
we ihould be fubjeft to him, though not furcher,^ 
yet as far as all of us may be fubjeét to God 5 to* 
whom this expreipon leaves no precedcncy ? He 
wbo defires from men äs much obedience and fub-- 
... jcftion 
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jf^oH) aa we may Bilpwjfto God, drfires^notiefs' 
than to be a God : a facrilejge far wprfe th^n med^ 
dKng/with tbe Qi(hop'$knd9, as h^e^crao^it. 

His prayer is a good pr^or aiid a gHöriow ;.but 
glorying is notgood» ifi it know not that a little 
Jbvtcfi kvens' th^ whole lump* . It ihould havc 
puFged out the jieven of untruth, i^ telling God 
that thq blood of his f^bje^ by htm {hed, was ia 
his juft and necefläry dcfence. Yet thisis remark- 
able ; God hath here fo ordered his prayer, that as 
his own lips acquitted the parliament,. noelong be^ 
lore his death, of all the blood fpilt in this war. Ib 
Qow his prayer imwittingly draws. it upoQ himijd£ 
For God imputes not to any man the blood. he 
j^ills in a juft caufe ^ and no man ever begg^d his 
notimputing of that, which he in hisjufticc could 
not Impute : fo that now, whether purpofely, or 
unaware, he hath con&i&d both to God and man 
the blood-guiltinefs of all this war to. lie upoa- his 
own head. 

XX, Upon the Reformation of the Times. 

^Tp HIS chapter cannot punftuaHy be anfwered 
without more repetitions than now can ^e ex- 
cufable : yi^hich perhaps have already bcen mor^ 
humoured than was needful. As it prcfcnts us with 
uothing new, fo with his exceptipns againft refor- 
mation, pitifully old, and tatcered. with continual 

ufingi 
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-uliAgi not only in h}s book, but in tbeWords and 
writiags of every papUtand po]^ih king. Oa tl« 
fcene he thrufts outfirft an antitnafqueof two bi%- 
bears» Noveity and Perturbation ; that thc ill look^ 
and noife of thofe two, miy as loog as poflibfe 
drive off* all endeavours of a refonnation. Thus 
fought pope Adrian, by reprefcnting the like vain 
terrors, to divert and difCpate the zeal of thofe re- 
forming princes of thc age before in Germany. 
And if we crcdit Latimcr*s fermons, our papifts 
herein England pleaded the ian^e dangers and in- 
conveniencies againft.that which was reformed hy 
Edward the Sixth. , Whcreas if thofe fcars had 
been available, chriftianity ijtfelf had ncver been re- 
ceivéd. Which Chrift foretold us, would not be 
admitted withoiit the cenfure of riovelty and many 
great Cömfrtotiöhs.* ' Thefe therefore are not to dé- 
terus. . ' ' 

He grants reformation to 'be ^* a good work,** 
and confeffes ** what thé indulgcnce' of tiroes and 
corruption of manners might have depraved/* So 
did thc före- mentioncd pope, and our grandfirc 
papifts in this realm. Yet all of them agree m 
onc forig with this heré, that " they are forry to 
*fce fö little regard had to laws cftablifhed, and thc 
'religion fettled.*' 

*• Populär compliance, diflbliition of alt order 
and governmcnt in the church, fchifms, opinions, 

undecencies. 
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uiiidecencie5/cöii&fi.OR$> facrilegbus mväfions; cotf- 
tcmpt of the clergy and their littirgy, dirtiinutidfi 
öf princes •,'* all öiefecomplaims are to be reaä in 
thc meflkges and fpeeches aknorft of evcry legate

He tells with great fliew of prety what kind of 
perforis public reformers ought to be, and what 
they ought to do. It is ftrange that in above 
twénty years, the church growing ftill worfe and 
worfe under him, he could neither be as he bids 
others be, 'not do, as he pretends here ib well to 
know ; nay, which is worft of all, after the greateft 
part of his reign fpent in neither knowing nor dö- 
ing aiight toward a reformation eithcr in church or 

ftate. 
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AsLtCf (hould fpend the refidue in bindring tliofe 
by a ieven years war, whom it coiicécned, with his 
cohfent or wichouc it, to do thdr parts in t^at 
great performance. 

*Tis true that the " method of rcforming*' hiay 
wcU fubfift without " pcrturbation of the ftate >" 
but that it Falls out otherwife for the mofl part, is 
the plain text of fcripture. Ä nd if by his owri rtlfc 
hehadallowed usto "fearGod firftj^rartd the kirig 
in due order, our allegiance might have ftill fol- 
lowed our religion in a fit fubordination. Butif 
Chrift's kingdom be taken for the true difcipline 
of the church, and by *' his kingdom** be meant 
the violence he ufed againft it, and to uphold an 
antichriftian hierarchy, then fure enough it is, that 
Chrift*s kingdom coujd not be fet up without puil- 
ing down his : and they were beft chriftians who 
were leaft fubjedt to him. " Chrifl:*s Goyern- 
ment,*? out of queftiön raeaning it prjslatical, hc 
thought would cönfirm his : an.d this was tbat 
which overthrew it. . 
> He profefles " to own,'his,kingdom from .Chrift, 

and to defire to rule for his glory, and the church*.s 
good.** The pope and the king . of Spain profefs 
cvery where as much 5 and both his pradtice and 
all his reafonings, all his enmity againft the. true 
church we fee hath been the fame with theirs, fince 
the time that in his letter to the pope he affured 

thcm 
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them both.of.htsfulicoiiipliaace. '^ Bucevil be.-^ 
gittnings nover bring forth good conclufipns :" they 
a^e his. o«ka woijdp, må he ratificd th?m by hjs 
QWt): ejwiiog. To the p9pe he cngaged himfelf ta 
lW5?ard. lifip, afldeftate far tjie Roqian religion, whe-s 
tb^r io ^ompUment Jje did it, or in earneft; and 
QpjJ, wjbq ftppd ncarer xhm h^ for complimenting 
minded, wric down thofe words ; that according to 
\(i^ rdibhitjion, fo it (hpuld cqme to pafs. He prays

XXL Uppn his Letters taken and diyulged 

THE king's letters taken at the ba^rle of Nafe^ 
by, being of greateft importance jcq let the 
people fee what fj^ith there was in all his pronijfe^ 
and folcnin proteftations, were iranfmitted to pub- 
Jic view by fpecial order of the parliament. They 
difcovered hi$ good afFedion to papifts and Irifh 
febels, the ftri6l* intelligence he held, the perni- 
cious and dilhonoqrable peace he made wich them, 
not IblUcitedj but rather foIliGiting, which by all 
Uivocations that wcre hQ!y he had in public abjure.^, 
They reveaied bi^ endcavours to briqg in furcign 
forces, iri(h, Frencb, Dutcb, LorraiBcrs, ^nd guf 

f 'J^be fccond edidon lias the eld ^ctÅJirdghi, 
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old invaders the Danes upon us, befides his fub- 
cleties and myfterious arts in treating : to fum up 
all, they fliewed him governed by a woman. All 
^hich, though fufpecled vehemently bcfore, and 
from good grounds believed, yet by him and his 
adhcrcnts peremptorily dcnied, wcre, by the q5en- 
ing of that cabinet, vifible to all men under his 
öwn hand. 

The parliäment thercfore, to clear themfelves-of* 
afperfing him Vithout caufe, and that the people 
might no longer be abufed and cajoled, as they call 
it, by falfities and court-impudence, in matters o( 
fo high concernment; to let them know on what 
terms their duty ftood, and the kingdoin's peace, 
conceived it moft expedient and neceflary that thofe 
letters ftiould be made public. This the king af- 
Ij firms was by them done without " honour and ci- 

vility :'* words, which if they contain not in them, 
as in the language of a courtier moft commonly they 
do not, more of fubftance and reality than compli-. 
ment, ceremony^ court-fawning ^nd diflembling, 
enter not I fuppofe further than the ear into any wife 
man*s confideration. Matters were not then be- 
tween the parliarent and a king their enemy, in 
that ftate of triflng, as to obferve thofe fuperHcial 
vanities. But if honour and clvility mean, as they 
did of old,. difcretion, honefty, pruderice, andplain 
truth, it will be then maintained againft any fedfc of 

thofe 
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thoié Cabaliits, that the parliament in doing what 
they did with thofe letters, could fufFer in their ho- 
nour and civility no diminution. The reafons are 
already heard. 

And that it is with none more familiar than wich 
kings, to tranfgrefs the bounds of all honour and 
civility, therc fhould not want examples good ftore, 
if brcvity would permit ; in point of letters, this 
one fhairfufEce. The Dutchcfs of Burgundy, and 
beir of Duke Cljarles, had promifcd to her fubjeös 
that fhe intended no otherwifc to govern, than by 
advice of the three eftates ; but toLewis the French 
king had written letters, that fhe had refolved to 
commit wholly the managing of her affairs to four 
perfons, whom Ihe named. The three eftates, not 
doubting the fincerity of her princcly word, fend 
cmbafladors to Lewis, whothen befieged Ärras bc- 
longing to the duke of Burgundy. The king, tak- 
ing hold of this pccafion to fet t hem at divifion ä- 
mong themfelves, queftioned their credence : which 
whcn they offered to produce with their inftrudions, 
he not only fhews them the private letter of their 
dutchefs, but gives it them to carry home, whcre- 
with to affront her j which they did, flic denying 
it ftoutly ; till they, Ipreading it before her face in a 
fullaflembly,convi6led hcrof artopen lye. Which» 
although Comincs the hiftorian much blames, as 
å decd too harfh and difhonourable in them who 
0^2 wcrc 
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were fubjeds, and not at? war wilh* rfirir prinrdl, 
yet to his mafter Ltwis, wliö fifff divulged' tKölfe 
letters, to the open fliaming of that young gover- 
nefs, he imputes no incivility or dilhoriour at all; ^U' 
tnough Betraying a certaiii conftderice repofed by 
that letter in his royaV fecrefy. 

With miich more réafon tben may lettets^notin* 
tcrceptcd otily, bur won in: battle fröman cntmy, 
écmude public to the bcft advatitagcs of thenithatf 
mn thern, to thedifcovery*of fuch^impor-tant truch 
oir fainiood"; Was it noe more diflionour-able in 
birhfelf tö feignlbJ^icionsandjöalDufleSj» Whidi we 
firitfoiuldiaiTrongitiioie letters, tontching the chaf* 
tity of his motber, thcrtiby to g^ir> affiftanee from 
tha kifig of Denmftfk, as in v-inditation-of his fif-.- 
fer ? The damfel of Biirjgundy at Ggfit of hcr own. 
letter was foon- blänk, aad mofe ing^-nuQUS^rhan ca 
ftÄnd o(it'-täfcing ; but this; man, whom nothing 
wltconvinc^, think-sby talking world without end, 
Ö> rtiak^ good his int^grity and fair dealing,. con- 
tradifted by his owa hax^d and feal, They wha 
canpick nothing,.Qux-of tlie.m but.phrafes, fhallbe 
counted bees ; they that diicern further boch there 
and bcre, that conftancy to his wife is fet in piace 
bcfore laws and religion, are in his naturalities no 
better than Spiders, - 

He would vvork the people to a perfuafion, that 
*' if heb3 mifcF^bk, they can .ot be happy," Whit 

Ihould 
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Ikould hinder tbcm ? Were they ali born twins.of 
Hippocrates with him and his fortune, one birth, 
pne,buri^l ? it w^re a nation: naiferable indeed, *not 
^orthxi^ uamcof a naqon, »but ^ race of idiots, 
whole.bappinefs and welfare depcnded upon one 
inan. T}ie h^{ipjnefs;of ^ natioji confifts in trup 
^cligioa, fpicty, juftic^,. pradence,vtemperance,rfor- 
jeicudf» and the^comempt lof^avarice and ambition* 
pThey ifi .wbomfipeyjer thele virtues dwell cminemly^ 
^eed wt-kings toip^ke them happy, but-ape the^r- 
chiMfts of theirawn tb^gpinefs ; and /wbether to 
jdaem/elvÄS.or othiefs a-;e not.leli than ,kings. .Btit

B.uttheopening^ of .his letters vväs .defigned hy 
ithe parliaRiMt ".Eo.make all reconciliacion defpe- 
ratc/* •Are\tbe 4iyös .of fo .many good and faithful 
men that died for the freedom of their country, to 
be fo flighted, as to be lOFgorten in ia ftupidreconcile* 
mcntwithout juftice^done tbcm^ Wbat he fcaKs 
^iiot^by war andOaöght^er^ .(houid ,we fear to npwkc 
ticfperate by opemng his. letters? Wfaifb ifaél .J>e 
woitld pftmlkl*withiehain's rcvcäliogjof hk fatherls 
nakednéfs : whenJhe-at^t-feat timecoutd b&qo .uiaytf- 
tecmfed theFather^f-hiSiCountry, but thedeftray-

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er •, nor had he cver bcfore mcritcd that former 
title. 

** Hc thanks God he cannot only bear this with 
patience, but with charity forgive the docrs/* Is 
not this meer mockcry, to thank God for wbat hé 
can do, but will not ? For is it patience to imputc 
Barbarifm and Inhumanity to the opening of aa 
cnemy's letter, or is it charity to clothe them with 
curfcs in his prayer, whom he hath forgiven in his 
difcourfe? In which prayer, to fhewhowreadilyhc 
can return good for evil to the parliamentj and that 
if they take away his coat, hc can let them have his 
cloak alfo ; for the difmantling of his letters he 
wilhes •* they may be covered with the cloak of 
confufion.*' Which I fuppofc they do refign with 
much willingnefs, both livery, badge and cogni- 
zance, to them who chofe rather to be the Jlaves 
andvajfah of bis willj tban to fianä againfi^ him^ as 
men hy na t ur e free^ horn and createdwitb a het ter title 
to their freedomy tbanany king hatb to bis crown. 

XXII. Upon his going to the Scots. 

THE king*s coming in, whether to tjie Scofs 
or Englifh, deferved no thanks: for Nepeffity 
was his Counfellor \ and that he bated them both 
alike, his expreflions every where manifeft. Soipc 
fay his purpofe was to come to Lpndon, till hea^- 
ing how ftriiäly it was proclaimed, that no majnt 

fliouic^ 
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ifaould conceal him, he diverted his courfe. But 
that had beeil a frivolous excufe : and befides, he 
himfclf rehcarfing the confulcations had, before he 
took his journey, ihews us clearly that he was de*- 
termined to adventure ** upon their loyalty whp 
firft began his troubles/' And that the Scots had 
notice of it before, hath been long fince brought 
to light. What prudence there could be in it, no 
man can imagine •, malice there might be, by raif- 
ing new jealoufies to divide fricnds. For belides 
his diffidence of the EngUfli, it was no fmall dif- 
honour that he put upon theip, when rather thaa 
yield himfelf to the parliament of England, he 
yielded to a hireling army of Scots in England, paid 
for their fervice hcre, not in Scmch coin, but in Eng-» 
li(h filver j nay, who from the firfi beginning of 
chefe troubles, what with brotherly afliftance, and 
what with monthly pay, have defended their own 
liberty and confcicnces at our charge. However, ic 
was a hazardous and rafli journey taken, " to re- 
folve riddles in mens loyalty,'* who had more rea- 
fon to miftruft the riddle of fuch a difguifcd yieid- 
ing 5 and to put himfelf in their hands whofe loy- 
alty was a riddle to him, was not the courfc to be 
refolved of it, but to tempt it. What Providenée 
denicd to force, he thought it might grant to fraud, 
which he ftiles Prudence ; but providence was not

he him&lf hath been thc author of all our troublef. 
Hcrcin only we (hall difagrcc to thc world*s cnd, 
while he whofought fo manifefily to häve annihilated 
all our kws and liberties, hath the confidence to 
perfuade us that be hath fought andfuf&ced all tlua 
while in their defence. 

But he wbo neither by his own letters and com-* 
miflions under hand and fea], aor by his own 
aétions held as In a mirror before hisface» wiUbe con« 
vinced to fee his faults, can much lefs be won upon 
by any force of words, neither he, nor any that 
take after him ; who in that refped are no morp to 
be difputed with, than they who deny principles* 
No queftion then, but the parliament did wifely In 
their decree at laft, to make no more addrefles. For 
how unalteraWe his will was, that would have been 
our Lord, how utterly av^rfe from the parliament 
and reformation during his confinemenf, we may 
beliold iri this chapter* But to be ever anfwering 
fruitlefs repetitions, I fhould become li^ble to an- 
fwer for the fame myfelf, He bgrrows David*s 
pfalms, as he charges the aflembly of divines in his 
twentieth difcourfe, " To have fet forth old c^- 
techifnis and cqnfeflions of faith qew drcft :*' had he 
borrowed Pavid*s heartj^ it had b^en much the hp- 
lier thcft. For fqch kind of borrowing as this, if 
it be not bettered by the borrower, among good ay- 
^ors is accounted Plagiary* However, this was 

moro 
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inore tolerable than Pamela's prayer^ fiolen out of 
Sir Philip. 

XXIY. Upon the denying him tbe att^ndance of 
his chaplains. 

AChap}ain is a thing fo diminutive and incon- 
fidcrgble, that how he fhould come here a* 
Aiong matters of lo great concernment, to take fuch 
xoom up ia the difcourfes of a prince, if it be not 
wondcred, is to be fmiled at, Certainly by me, fo 
xnean an argument fhall not be w ritten ; but I (hall 
buddlc him, as he does prayers. The fcripture 
owns no fuch order, no fuch funftion in the church ; 
iand the church not owning them, theyarelcft, for 
aught I know, to fuch a further examining as the 
fons of Sceva the Jew met with. Bilhops or pref- 
byters we know, and deacons we know, but what 
are chaplains ? In ftate perhaps they may be lifted 
among the upper ferving-men of forne great houf- 
hold, and be admitted to fome fuch place, as may 
flile them the fewers, or the yeomen-ufliers of de- 
vption, where the mafter is too refty, or too rich 
to fay his own prayers, or to blefs his on^n table* 
Wherefore fliould the parliamcnt then take fuch im* 
"plements of the court cup-board into their confide- 
ration ? They knew them to have **been the main 
corrupters at the king's elbow ; they knew the king 
to hayc bccn always their moll attentive fcholar and

ment had fent» *' Amos hath confpired againftme^ 
the land is not able to bear all his words." 

Returning to our firft parallcl, ibis king looked 
upon his prelates, '^ as orphans under the facrile* 
gious eyes of many rapacious reformers :" and there 
was as great fear of facrilege between Micah and 
his mother, till with their holy treafure, about the 
lofs whereof there was fuch curfing, they tnade a 
graven and a moUen image, and got a prieft of 
their own. To let go his criticizing about the 
^' foundofprayers, imperious, rude^ orpafiionate/' 
modes of his own devifing, we are in danger to fall 
again upon theflats andfhallowsof liturgy. Which 
if I ihould repeat again, would turn my anfwers into 
Refponfories, and beget another liturgy, having 
€00 much of one already. 

This only I fhall add, that if the heart, as he al* 
kdges, cannotfafély " join with another man's ex- 
temporal fufficiency/' becaufc we know not fo ex- 
aftly what they mean to fay ; then thofe public pray- 
ers made in the temple by thofe forenamed kings, 
and by the apofUes in the congregation, and by the 
ancient chriilians for above three hundred years be- 
före licurgies catne in, were with the people made 
in vain, 

After he hath acknowledged that kings hcrcto- 
fore praycd without chaplains, even publicly in the 
temple itfelf, and that every " private bclievcr is 

invcftcd

invcfted with a royal pricfthood ;'* yet like one that 
rclifhed not what he " tafted of the heavenly gift, 
and the good word of God," whofe name he fo con- 
fidently takes into his mouth, he frames to himfelf 
impertinent and vain reafons, why he fhould rather 
pray by the officiating mouth of a clofet-chaplain*^ 
•* Their praycrs,'* faith he, " are more prevaknt, 
they flow from minds more enlightened, from af- 
fedions Icfs diftraflcd.*' Admit this true, which 
is not, thiS might be fomcthing faid as to their 
prayers for him, bUt what avails it to their praying 
with him ? If his own mind " be incumbered with 
fecular affairs," what helps it his particular prayer, 
though the mind of his chaplain be not wandring, 
either after new preferment, or his dinner ? The 
fervency of one man in prayer, cannot fupererogatc 
for the coldnefs of another ; neither can his Ipiri- 
tual defeds in that duty be made out, in the ac- 
ceptance of God, by another man*s abilities. Let 
him endeavour to have more light in himfelf, and 
not to walk by another man's lamp, but to get oil 
into his own. Let him caft from him, asinachrif- 
tian warfare, that fecular incumbrancc which ei- 
ther diftrafts or overloads him ; his load elft will 
nevcr be the lefs heavy, becaufe another man's is 
light. Thus thefe pious flouriflics and colours ex- 
aroined throughly, are like the äpples of Afphaltis, 
appearing goodly to the fudden eye, but look well

3tXV. Upon his penitential Meditations and Vows 
at Holmby. 

IT is not härd for any man who hath a Bible in 
his hands, to borrow good words and holy fay- 
ings in abundance; but to make them hLs own, is 
a work of grace, only from above. He borrows 
herc many penitential vcrfcs out of David*s pfalms. 
So did many among thofe Ifraelites, who had re- 
voltcd from the true worfhip of God, ** invcnt to 
themfelves inftrumcnts of mulic like David," and 
probably pfalms alfo like his ; and yet the prophet 
Amos complains heavily againft them. But to prove 
how fhort this is of true repentance, I will recite 
the penitence of others who have repented in words 
not borrowed, but their own, and yet by the doom 
of Scripture itfelf are judged rcprobates. 

'\Cain faid unto the Lord, My iniquity is great- 
er than I can bear : behold thou haft driven me this 
day from the face of the earth, and from thy face 
Ihalllbehid. 

** And when Efau hcard the words of his father, 
he cried . with an exceeding bitter cry, änd faid, 
Blcfs me, even me alfo, O my father ; yet found 
no pLce of repentance, though he fought it care- 
fuUy with tears. Heb. 12. 

'^ And Pharaoh faid to Mofes, the Lord is right- 
cous, I and my people are wickcd •, I have finned 
againft the Lord your God, and againft you. 

R " And 
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*^ And Balaam faid, Let me die the death of 
the righteous, and let my läft' end be like his. 

^ And Saul faid to Samuel» I have finned, for 
Ihave tranfgrefled thecommahdmentof the Lofd ; 
yét honour me now, I pray thee; beföre the elders 
ofmypeople. 

*' And when* Ahab Hearä the Word^ ö^ Elijah^

"Thei^efi)re, fåith tHe Lordi thcy have not cfied 
unto me with theirhcart, whenthcy howled upon 
their beds. They return, bue iK)l'to the moft high, 
Hofea vii. 

" And Jodasifaid, Ibavefinned^ inthat IHave 

betrayed innocent blood. 

** AnjJ Simon Maguslaid, Prayye to the Lord 

for me, that none of thefe things come upon me/^ 

All thefe took thepains- bpth to.opnfefs and to rc- 

pent in thcir o^n words, andmanyof thGni io their 

own tears, not in David^^i -But train^oitedwith^ 

the vain oftent^tlon of imitating.0avfd's Jaitguage, 

not his life^.öfbfervc, how he briiig$ a cotH upon- 

himfdf 
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himfölf and his father's houib (God fo difpoiihg it) / 

by his ufurpcdand ilUimitated prayer, " Let thy / 

anger I beieech thee be againft me and my &ther'9 / 

hoofe ; as för thefe öicep^ what have they donc i" i 

For if David indeed finned in numbring the people, i 

of which fault he in eoriiefir made that cdnfeOion, 
andi acquitted the wholc pec^Ie from' the guilt of 
that (in^ then doth diis king,. ufing the fame words» 
bear witncfs againft himfelf to be the guilty p^rfoni 
and either in his foui 9nd coofcience höre aCquits 
the parliament and the peopk, or elfe abufes tho 
wotd$ of E>avid, and ddfibmbloa grofly to/tfae v^rjr 
faoe of God ; which > is ^^parent in the neic^t lihe i 
whercin he accufes even the church itfelf to God» 
aå if (be werc the chuccWs ehemyy for having over- 
come.his tyraniiy byi the powerful a^d imracuk)ua 
mightof God's manifeft arm;: For to other ftrength 
in the tbidft of ourdiviflonsand diforders, ^ho can 
at^ibutR our viftories ? Thus had tbis miferable 
man no worfe enemies to foUicit and maturehis own 
deftrudbion, from the haftened fentence of divine 
juftice, than the obdurate curfes which proceeded 
againft. himfelf out of his own mouth^ 

Hiiherto his meditations, now his vows ; which 
as^the^ vows of hypocrites ufe to be^ are moft com- 
moniy abfurd, and forne wicked. Jacob vowed 
that God (hould be his God/if he granted him bue 
what was neceflary to perform that vow, life and 
R 2 fubfiftcnccj 
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fubfiilence; but the obedienceproflPeredhere is no- 
thiog fo cheap. He who took fo heinouQy to be 
oiFered nineteen propofitions from the parliament, 
capiculates here with God almoft in as many arti- 
des. 

*' If he wiU continuc that light," or.rathcr that 
d^rknefs of tbe gofpel» which is among his prelates, 
i^tde their luxuries, wd make chem gorgqous bir 
fliips i . 

If he wiU " reftorc** the grievances and mifchicfs 
of thofe obfolete and popi& laws, which the par- 
liament withput his confent hath.abrc^ted, and 
wilifufferjuftice to be cxccutcd accprding to his 
ienie; 

" If he wiil fupprefi the many fchifms in church,** 
10 contradid himfelf in that which he hath foretold 
ihiift and fhaU come to pafs» and will remove re- 
formation, as the greateft fchifmof all, and faftions 
in ftatc, by which he means in every leaf the par- 
liament; 

If he wiH " reftore him" to his negative voice 

and the militia, as much as to fay, to arbitrary 

power, which* hewrongfuily avcrs to be the "Righc 

of his Predeceffors ;** 

'* If he will turn the hearts of his people" to 

their old cathedcal and parochial fervice in the li- 

turgy, and their paQive obedience to the king ; 

« If 
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** If he will quench" the army, and withdraw 
our forccs from withftanding the piracy of Ru- 
pert, and the plotted Irifh invafion ; 

*' If he will blefs him with the frcedom*- of Bi- 
fliops again in the houfe of peers, and of fugitive 
delinquents in the houfe of commons, and deliver 
the honour of parliament into his hands, from the 
moft natural and due proteftion of the peoplc, that 
entrufted them with the dangerous enterprize of be- 
ing faithful to their conntry againft the råge and 
maliceof his tyrannous oppofition ; 

** If he will kcep him from that great ofFence** j 

of following the counfel of his parliament, and enaft- ( 

ing what they advife him to, which in. all realon, | 

and by the known law, and oath of his coronation 
heoughttodo, and not to call that Sacrilege which 
neceflity through the continuance of his own civil 
war hath compelled them to ; neceflity, which made 
David eat the (hew-bread, made Ezekiah take all 
the filver which was fonnd in God*s houfe, and cuc 
oflF the gold which ovcrlaid thofe doors and pillars, 
and give it to Senacherib -, necpffity, which* oft 
times made the primitive church to fell her facred 
utenfUs, even to the communionchalice ; 

" If he will reftore him to a capacity of glorify- j 

ing him by doing" that both in church and ftate^ 

which muft necds diflionour and pollute his namc i / 

** If he will bring him again with peace, honoar h 

R 3 and I 
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and fafcty to his chief city," without repenting,^ith- 
out fatisfying for tbe blood fpilt, only for a fe^ po-, 
litic conceffions, which are as good as nothing ; 
)^ " If he will put again the fword into his haad, 

' to punifli" thofe that have delivered us, and to pro- 

teét delinquents againfl: the juftice of parliament ; 
Then, if it bepoflibleto reconcile concradic-» 
r tions, he will praife him by dilpleafing him, and 

/ fcrve him by differving hini. 

** His glory," in the gaudy copes and painted 

windows^ mitres, roch^ts, altars, and the chantcd 

j ^ervice-book, ** Ihall be dearer to him" thanthe 

eftablilhing his crown in righteoufnefs, and the Ipi- 

ritual power of religion. 

" He will pardon thofe that have ofFendedhim in 
particular," but there (hall want no fubtle ways to 
]be even with them upon another fcore of their fup- 
pofed ofFences againfl: the commonwealth ; where- 
by he may at once afFe6t the glpry of a fceming juf- 
tice, and ^deftroy them pleafantly, while he fcigns 
to forgive them as to hi&own particular,» and put- 
wardly bewails them, . 

Thefc are the conditions of his treating with Öod, 
to whom he bates nothing of what^he ftood upon 
with the parliament: as ifcommiffions of arraycould 
deal with him alfo. • 

But ofall thefe conditions, as it is now evidtnt 
in our cyes, God accepted none, but that final pe- 
tition 
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•tition which he (b ofi:,;no doubt but by the fccrcc 
'^dgment of Godyiiipportunes againilihis own head •, 
prayitig God, " Thathis mercies might be fo to ward 
him^ ashts rcfolutions^öf trutband peace weretow^rd 
his people.** Itifbllows then, God having cut him 
ofF, without granting any of ihefemercics, thathis 
refolutions wcrc as-fcigned, as his vows were fruf- 
trate. 

XXVI. Upon -the Army's furprifal of the King 
at Holmby. 

TO give account to royalifts, what was done 
with their vanquiftied king, yielded up into 
our hands, is not to be expeéled from them whom 
God hath made his conqiierors. And for brethren 
to debate and rip up their falling out in the ear of 
a common encmy, thereby making him the judge, 
or at leaft the well-pleafed auditor of their difegrec- 
ment, is neithcrwife nor comely. To the king 
therefore, were he living, or to his party yet re- 
maining, as to this aftion, thereb«longs noanfwer. 
Emulatiofis, all men know, are incident among 
military men, and are, if they exceed not, pardon- 
^ble. But forne of the former army, eminent 
enough for. their own martial-deeds, and prevalent 
in the houfe of .commons, touched with en vy to be 
fo faroutdone by a new medel which they contem- 
ned, took ^dvantage of preflby terian and indcpen- 
dant names, and the virulence of fome minifters»

to raife difturbance. And the war being then end* 
ed, thought flightly to have difcarded them, who 
had faithfuUy done the work, without their due 
pay, and the reward of their invincible yalour. But 
they who had the fword yet in their hands, difdain- 
ing to be made the firft objedbs of ingratitude and 
oppreflion, after all that expence of their blood for 
juftice and the common liberty, feized upon the 
king their prifoner, whom nothingbut their match- 
lefs deeds had brought fo low as to furrender up 
his perfon : though he, to ftir up new difcord, chofe 
rather to give up himfelf a captive to his own coun- 
try-men, who lefs had won him. This in likeli- 
hood might have grown to forne height of mifchief ; 
partly through the ftrife which was kindling between 
our cider and our younger warriors, but chiefly 
through the feditious tongues of forne falfe mini- 
fters, more zealous againit fchifms, than againfl: 
their own fimony and pluralities, or watchful of the 
conimon enemy, whofe fubtle infinuations had got 
ib far in among them, as with all diligence to blow 
the coals. But it pleafed God not to embroil and 
put to confuGon his whole people for theperverfe- 
nefs of a few. The growth of our diffention was 
either prevented, or foon quieted : theenemy foon 
deceived of his rejoicing, and the king efpecially 
difappointed of not the meancft morfel that his hope 
prcfented him, to ruin us by our divifion. And 

bcing 
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foeing now fo nigh the tnd, we may the better be 
ac leifure to flay a while» and hear him comment- 
ing upon his own captivity. 

He faithof bis furprifal, that itwas a ** motioa 
ccccntric and irr egular." What thcn ? his own al- 
lufion from the celeftial bodies, puts us in mind 
that irregular motions may be necefiaiy onearth 
fometimes, as wcU as conftantly in hcavcn. That 
is not always befl which is moil regular to written 
la w. Great worthics herctoforp, by difobeying law, 
oft-times have faved the commonwealth ^ and the 
law afcerward by firm decree hath approved that 
planetary motion, that unblameable exorbitancy in 
thcm. 

He means no good to either independcnt or prelby- 
terian, and y et his parablé like that of Balaam, is 
overrrulcd to portend them good, far befide his in- 
tention. Thofe Twins that ftrove cnclofcd in the 
womb of Rcbccca, were the feed of Abraham ; the 
younger undoubtedly gained the heavenly birth- 
right ; the elder, though fupplanted in his fimile, 
ihall yet no queftion find a better portion than Efau 
found, and far.above his uncircumcifed preiates. • 

He cenfures, and in cenfuring feems to hope it 
will be an ill omen, that they who build Jeruialem 
divide their tongues and hands. But his hope faii« 
ed him with his example -,. for that there wcre divi- 
duns both of tongues and hands at the building of 

Jerufalcm, 
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Jemrälem» theftorywould^havecertificdhim.; and 
jet the wodc »pPOfpeFcd-: and if ^God will, fo måy 
this, notwithftanding all. the craftatid mal^aiit 
wiles of Saitbällat and Tobiah, adding what fuei 
they can to our diflencions ; orthe indignity of his 
comparifon, tha^ likens us to thofe feditious Zea*- 
lots whofe inteitine fury brought deflruAion tx> the 
:lall Jerufalem. 

Jt:being nowno more in his hand to be reveng- 
ed on his oppofers, he feeks to fatiate his fäncy with 
the imagination of forne revenge upon them ifrom 
above ; and like one who in a drowth obferves^the 
iky, be fics and watches when aay tbing will dröp, 
that might folace him with the likenefs of apunifli- 
ment fron^ heaven upon us ; which he ftrait ^x- 
pounds how he pleafes. No evil can béfftl the par- 
liament or city, bgt he pofitively interprets it a judg- 
mcnt upon them for his fakc 5 a$ if the verymanu- 
fcriptof God'sjudgmcntshad been délivered to his 
cuftody and expofition. But his rcading declares it 
well to be a falfe copy which he ufcs : difpenfing 
often to his own bad deeds and fuccefles tho tefti- 
mony of divine favour, and tothe.good d^eds an4 
fuccefles of other men, divine wrath and vengeance, 
But to cbunterfeit the hand of God, is the boldeft 
of all forgery : And he who without warrant, but 
his own fantaftic förmifc, takes upon him pcrpe- 
tually to unfold thefecret and unfearchable myfte- 
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iks of high prpvidcnc^, islikely ^for tbcmoft pjtft 
CO miftake and ilandertl;iem -, .and approaöhes to thc 
madncfs of thofc reprobate thoughts, that would 
wreft the fwordof juftice out of^God'5 hand, tod 
employ it, more juftly in thcir own conceic. It was 
a fmali thing to contend with the parliament aboiic 
fole power of the militia» when we fee him doing 
little lefs than laying hands on the weaponsof God 
himfelf, which are his judgments, to wield and ma- 
nage them by the fway and bcnt of hisown frail co- 
gitations. Therefore " they that by tumults firft 
occafioned the raifing of arniies,'* in hisdoom muft 
needs " be chaftcncd by thcir own army for new 
tumults.*' 

Firft, note here his confeflion, that thofe tumults 
were the firft occafion of raifing armies, and by con- 
fequence that he himfelf raifed them firft, againft 
thofe fuppofed tumults. But who occafioned thoie 
tumults, or who made them fo, bcing at firft no- 
thing more than the unarmcd and peaceable con- 
courfe of people, häth been difcuflcd already. And 
that thofe pretcndcd tumults were ehaftized by thcir 
own army for new tuimults, is not ptt)ved by a game 
at tic-tac with words j " tumults and armies, ar- 
niies and tumults," but ,feems more like the method 
of a juftice irrational than divine. 

If the city were chaftened by the army for new 
tumults, the reafon is by himfelf fet down evident 

and 
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and immediatc, " thcirnew tumults." Withwhat 
fenfc can it be referred then to another far-fetched 
and imaginary caufe that happcned fo many years 
bcfore, and in his fuppofition only as a caufe ? Manli- 
u$ defended the capitol and the Romans from their 
enemies the Gauls : Manlius for fedition aftcrward 
was by the Romans thrown headlong from the ca* 
pitol ; therefore Manlius was punifticd by divine 
juftice for defending the capitol, becaufe in that 
place punifhed for fedition, and by thofe whom he 
defended. This is his logic upon divine juftice j 
and was the fame before upon the death of Sir John 
Hotham. And here again, " fuch as werc con- 
tent to fce him driven away by unfuppreflcd tumults, 
are now forced to fly to an army." Was this a 
judgment ? was it not a mercy rather, that they had 
a noble and vidorious army fo néar at hand to fly 

I to? 

/ From God^s juftice, he comes down to man*s 

juftice. Thofe few of both houfes, who at firft 
withdrew with him from the vain prctence of tu- 
mults, wcre counted defertcrs ; therefore thofe many 
muft be alfo deferters who withdrew afterwards from 
feal tumults : as if it were the place that made a 
parliament^ and not the en d and caufe. Becaufe it 
is denied that thofe were tumults from which the 
king made Ihew of bcing driven, is it therefore of 
neceffity implied, that there could never be any tu- 

mults 
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mults for the future ? If forne men fly in craft, may 
not other men have caufe to fly in earnefl: ? Buc 
mark the diflerence between their flight and his ; 
they foon returned in fafety to their places, he not 
till after many years, and then a captive to receivc 
his punifliment. So that their flying» whether the 
caufe be confidered or the event, or both, neither 
juftified him, nor condemned themfelves. 

But he will needs have vengeance to purfue and / 

overtake them ; chough to bring it in, it coft him 
an inconvenient and obnoxious comparifon^ ^* As 
the mice and råts overtook a German bifliop/' I 
would our mice and råts had been as orthodoxal 
bere, and had fo purfued all his bilhops out of Eng- 
land ; then vermin had rid away vermin, which 
now hath loft the lives of too many thoufand honefl: 
men to do. . 

** He cannot but obferve this divine juftice, yet 
with forrow and pity." But fbrrow and pity in a 
weak and over-maftered enemy, is looked upon no 
otherwife than as the aflies of his revenge burnt out 
upon itlelf : or as the damp of a cooled fury when 
we fay, it gives. But in thismanner to fit fpelling 
and obferving divine juftice upon every accident 
and flight difl:urbance that n>ay happen humanly to 
the affairs qf men, is but anocher fragment of his 
broken revenge ; and yet the flirewdeft and the cun- 
ningeft obloqqy that can be thrpwn upon their ac- 

tiens. 
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tiofls» For if he mix perfuadé men that'< the papUfih 
metit and their c^fe is^puriued with divinc vcn- 
geance^ he hatk attained his cnd^ to make all meti 
forfafce thcm^ and thiitk the worft that cän be thought 
of therti. 

Nor IS he only contfent tö fuborn divihe juftice in 
his ccnfure of what is paft, hut hé affumes the per- 
fon of Chrift himfelf to prognöfticate ovér lis what 
he wifhes^ would come. So little is ahy thihg or 
perfon facred from^hinl, no-flot in*heaVen, which 
he will not ufr, afnd^^uton, iJF it mäy fcrve hiiti 
^laufibly to \*Teck hisfpken, or eafef his mind ilpön 
the parfiament. Although, ifever fatal blindnefi 
dld- both attend- ahd {iunrfh wilfiilnefi, . if ever any 
enjaycd not oortifbrts-for neglcfting coiinfd belong- 
ing to ' thcir peate, it was • in rtone" more * cönfpicuouffy 
brought to pafs than in himfelf: and His prcdic- 
tions^againft the pärlianitnt and their adherents havc 
for the moft'paftbeén'vtt-ified upbn' hisowri heädi 
and upon his chicf counfellor^. 

He condudes with high praifes of thd army. 
Biit praifes in* an enem Jr. are fuperfluous, or fmdf 
öf craft; and the-arftiy fhall not need His praifes, 
.northeparfiamertt fefe worfe for his accufing pray- 
ers thatfollow; W:h€Teiri, as his cb^rity canbe 
no way compa^rable to that of Chi^ift^ fö neither eran 
bis aflBurancc that they whom he fecms to pray for, 
in doiog 4srhat they did ågainft him^ " knew not 

what 
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what they did/* It was but arrogance therefare, 
and fiot charity, to lay fuch ignoranccto othcrs ia 
the fight of God, till hc himfelf had bccn infalliblc^ 
like him whofe peculiarwords he overwceningly ai- 
fumes. 

XXVII. ImitkdtothePrinceofWalcs. 

WHAT the king wrote to his lon, as a fiEb* 
ther, concerns not vis ; what he wm^e to* 
him as a' king of England, concerr» not him ; Godr 
and the parliament haviog now öthcrwife difpoiéd 
of England. But becaufe I fec it done with forne 
artifice and lab<>ur, to poflefs the peopk that they 
might atnend theirprefenteonditiön, by htsorby) 
his l(Hi*s reftorement». I fhall fhew point by pdnt^ 
thot although the. king had beeh.re-tnftallcd to his^ 
d^fire, orthathisfonadmitted» fliould obferveex- 
aäly all his father's precepts» yec tbat this wouldbe' 
fo far from conducing to our hzppaAcfsj either as) 
aremcdy to thej^efint diitempcrs, or a prcven- 
tion of the like to oome, that itr wöuld. inevitably^ 
throw US back again into all our paft and fulfilled> 
miferies ; would fbrce us to fight över again all our 
tedious wars, and putus toanother fatal ftru^ling 
for hberty and lifc, morc dubious than the former. 
In which, as our fuccefs hath bcen no other than/ 
our caufe; fo it will be evident to allpofterity, that. 
his misfortunes were the merc confequence of his. 
perveriejudgment« 

Firft, 
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Firft, hc argues from thc expcrience of thofe* 
troublcs which both he and his fon have had, tö 
the improvement of thcir picty and patience : and 
by thc way bears witnefs in his own words, that thc 
corruptcducation of hisyouth, which was but glan- 
ccd at only in fomc former paflages of this anfwcr, 
was a thing neithcr of mean corifideration, nor un- 
trulycharged upon him or his fon : himfclf confef- 
fing here, that " court-delights are prone cithcr to 
root up all true virtuc and honour, or to be con- 
tentcd only with Ibmc leaves and withcring forma- 
lidesof them, without any real frtiits tending to the 
public good.** Which prefents him ftill in his own 
tirords another Rehoboam, foftened by a far worfe 
court than Sölomon's, and fo corrupted by flatter- 
ics, which he affirms to be unfcparable, to the över- 
turning of all peace> and the lofs of his own hon- 
our and kingdoms. That he came theréfore thus 
bred up and nurtured to the throne, far worfe than 
Rehoboam, unlels he be of thofe who equalized 
his father to king Sobmon, wc have here his own 
confeflion. And how voluptuoufly, how idly reign- 
ing in the hands of other men, he either tyranni- 
zed or trifled away thofe fevcnteen years of peace, 
without care or thought, as if to be a king had 
been nothing elfe in his apprehenfion, but to cat 
and drink, and havé his will, and take his pleafure ; 
though there be who can reläte his domcftic lifc to 

the 
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the exaöncfs of a diary, there fliall be hcre no men- 
tion made» Thisyet we might havc then forefecn» 
thac he who fpent his leifure fo remifsly and fo cor- 
ruptly to his own pleafing, would one dayor other 
be worfe bufied and cmploycd to our fI:>rrow* And 
that hc adted in good earneft what Rehoboam did 
but threatcn, to make his little finger heavier than 
his father's loins, and to whip us with his two-twif- 
ted fcorpions, both temporal and fpiritual tyranny, . 
all his kingdoms havc felt. What good ufc he 
made afterward of his advcrfity, both his impeni- 
tence and obftinacy to the.end(for he was no Ma- 
nafleh) and the fequel of thele his mcditated refo- 
lutions, abundantly exprefs ; retaining, commend- 
ing, teaching to his fon all thofe putrid and pcrni* 
cious documents both of ftate and of religion, in- 
ftillcd by wicked doftörs, and received by him as in 
a véffcl nothing bctter feafoned, which were the 
firft occafion both of his own and all our mifcries. 
And if he, in the bcft maturity of his years and un- 
derftanding, made no better ufe to himfelf or others 
of his fo long and manifold afBidions, eicher look- 
jng up to God, or looking down upon the reafon 
of his own afFairs •, there can be no probability that 
his fon, bred up, not inthe fofc efRminacies of a 
court only, but in the rugged and more boifterous 
liccnce of undifciplined camps and garrifons, for 

S • years 
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years unable to refleö: with judgment upon his own 
condition, and thois ill inftruéled by his father, 
fhotfld give his mihd to walk by any other rules 
than thefe, bcqueathed him as on bis father^ sdeatb- 
hed^ and ås the choiceft of all that expericnce, which 
his moft ferious obfervation and retirement in good 
or evil days had taught him, David indeed, by 
fufFering without juft caufe, learned that meeknefs 
and that wifdom by adverfity, which made him 
much the fitterman to reign. But thcy who fo&r 
as oppreflbrs, tyrants, violaters of law, and perfc- 
cutors of reformation, without appearance of re- 
penting •, if they once get hold again of that dignity 
and power which they had lod, are but whetted and 
cnraged by what they llifFcrcd, againft thofe whom* 
they look. upon as them that caufed their Tuffer* 
ings. • . 

Höw he hath been " fubjed to the fceptrc ot 
God's word and fplrit/* thopgh acknowledged to 
be the beft governmenr, and what his difpenfatiön 
ef civil power hath been, with whatjuflice, and 
what honour to the public peace, it is but Icoking 
back upon the whole cataiogue of his deeds, and 
that will be fufficietit to remember us. *• The cup 
of God^s phylic," as he calls it, -what alteration it 
wroughtin him to a firm heakhfulncfs from any 
furfeit, or excefs whereöf the peopk generally thought 
him fick, if any man would go about to prove, wc 

have 
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have his own teftimony fullowing hcre, that it 
wrought none at all. 

Firft, he hath the fame fixed opinion and efteem 
of his old Ephefian goddefs, called the Church of 
England, as he had ever ; and chargcs ftriélly his 
fon afcer him to perfevere in that anti-papal fchifm 
(for it is not much better) as that which svill be 
ncceflary both for his fouFs and thekingdom'speace. 
But if this can be any foundation of the kingdom's 
peacc, which w^s the firft caufe of our diftradlions, 
let CQinmon fenfe be judge. It isa rule and prin- 
cipic worthy to be known by chriftians, that no 
fcripturcj no nor fo much as any ancient crced, binds 
pur faith, or our obediencc to any church whatfo- 
ever, dcnominated by a particular nanae •, far lefs, 
if it be diftinguifhed by a feveral government from 
that which is indeed catholic. No man was ever 
bid be fubjeft to the Church of Corinth, Romc, 
or AGa, but to the Church without addition, as it 
held faithful to the rules of Scripture, apd the go-» 
vernment eftabliflied in all places by the Apoftles ; 
ivhich atfirft was uaiverfaUy the fame in all cl^urchcs 
and congregations ; not differing or diftjnguiihed 
hy the diveriity of countries, tcrritories, or civil 
bounds. That Church, that from the name of a 
diftinift place, takes autbority to fet up a diftinft 
faith or government, is a fchifm and fadlion, npt a 
^ChurcL It were an injury to condcmn the papift 
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of abfurdity and contradiftion, for adhering to his 
catholic Romifli religion, if wc, for the plcafiire of 
a king and his politic coniideracions, ihall adhere 
to a catholic Engliöi. ' 

Bat fuppofe the Church of England were as it 
oughc to be, how is it to us the fafcr by being fö 
named and eftablifhed, whenas that verynamc and 
eftablilhment, by his contriving, or approbation, 
ferved for nothing elfe but to delude us and amufe 
US, while the Church of England infenfiblj was al- 
moft chapged and tranflated into the Ghurch of 
Rome. Which as cvery man knows in general .to 
be truc, fo the particular treaties and tranfaftions 
tcnding to that conclufion, are at large difcovered 
in a book intitled the " Englijb Pope.^^ Batwhcii 
the peoplc, difcerning thefe abufcs, began to caH 
for reformation, in order to which the parliament 
demanded of the king to un-eftablilh that prelati- 
tal government, which without Scripture bad ufur- 
pedWer us; ftrait, as Pharaoh accufed of idlcn fs 
the Ifraelites that fought leave to go and facrifice lo 
God, he lays faétion to their chargc. And that 
we may not hope to havc ever any thing reformed 
in the Church either by Him or his fon, he fore- 
^arns him, " that the devil of rebellion doth moft 
commonly turri himfelf into an ängel of reforma- 
tion :" and fays enough to make him hate it, as the 
worft of evils, and the bane of his crown ; nay he 

counfeJs 
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counfcls him to " let nothing feem littlc or defpi- 
cabie to him, (o as not fpeedily and efFedually to 
fupprefs crrors and fchifms." Whereby we may 
perceive plainly that our confciences were deftined 
to the fame fervitude and perfecution, if not worfe 
than before, whether under him, or if it Ihould fo 
happen, under his fon ; who count all proteftant 
Chiirches crroneous and fchifmatical, which are not 
^pifcopal. His next precept is concerningour civil Ii- 
berties ; which by his fole voice and predominant 
will muft be circumfcribed, and not permitted to 
cxtend a hand*s breadth further than his interpre- 
tation of the laws already fettled. And although 
all human laws are but the offspring of that frailty, 
that fallibility, and imperfedion which was in their 
authors, whereby many laws, in the change of ig- 
norant and obfcure ages, may be found both fcan- 
dalous, and full of grievance to their pofterity that 
made thcm, and no law is further good than mu- 
table upon juft occafion -, vet if the removing of an 
öid law, or the making öf a new would fave the 
kingdom, we {hall not have it, unlcfs his arbitra- 
ry voice will fo far fläcken the ftifF curb of his pre- 
rogative, as to grant it us ; who are as freeborn 
to make our öwn laws, as our fathers were who 
made thefe we have. Where are then the Englifli 
libcrtics which we boaft to have been left us by our 
frogenitors? To that he anfwcrs, that " our li- 

S 3 berties 
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berties confift in the enjoymertt of the fruits of our 
induftry, and the bencfit of thofc laws to which wc 
ourfelves have confented." Firft, for the enjoy- 
ment of thofe fruits which our induftry and labours 
have made our own upon our own, what privilege 
is that above what the Turks, Jcws and Moors en- 
joy under the Turkirti monarchy? For without 
that kind of juftice, which is alfo in Algiers, among 
thievts and pirates between themfelves, no kind of 
government, nofociety, juft or unjuft, could ftand ; 
rio combination or confpiracy could ftick togethcr. 
"Which he alfo acknowlcdges in thefe words : ** that 
if the crown upon his head be fo heavy as to ppprefi 
the whole body, the weaknefs of inferior mennbers 
cannot return any thing of ftrength, honour, or 
fafety to the head ; but that a neceffary debilita- 
tion muft follow." So thatthis liberty of the fub- 
jcft concerns himfclf and the fubfiftence of his own 
regal power in the firft place, and before the con- 
jpderation of any right belonging to the fubjeft. Wc 
fxpedt thereforc fomething more, that muft dif- 
tinguifli free government from flavilh. But inftead 
of that, this king, though ever taUcing and pro- 
tefting as fmooth as now, fuffered it in his own hear- 
ing to be preached and pleaded without controulor 
check, by thcm whom. he moft favourcd and up- 
held, that the fubjc6b had no property of his own 

goods, tu: that all was the king's right. 

Next, 
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Next, for the " benefit of thofe laws to which 
we ourfelves havc confented,** we never had it un- 
der him ; for not tofpeak of laws ill executed, wben 
the parliament, and in chem the people, have con- 
fentcd to divers laws, and, according to our an- 
cient rights, demandcd them, he took upon him to 
havc a negative will, as the tranfccndcnt and ulti- 
mate law above all our laws ; and to rule us for- 
cibly by laws to which we ourfelves did not con- 
fent, but complained of. Thus thefe two heads, 
whcrein the utmoft of his allowance here will give* 
our liberties leave to confift, the one of them fhall 
be fo far o«ly made good to us, as may fupport his- 
own imereft and crown from ruin or debilitation ; 
and fo far Turkifli vaflals enjoy as ;nuch liberty un- 
der Mahomet and the Grand Signior : the other we 
neither yet have enjoyed under him, nor were ever 
like to do under the tyranny of a negative voice, 
which he claims above the unanimous confent and 
power of a whole nacion virtually in the parlia- 
ment. 

In which negative voice to have been caft by the 
doom of war, and put to death by thofe who 
vanquilhed him in their own defence, he reckons to 
himfelf more than a negative Martyrdom. But 
martyrs bear. witnefs to the truth, not to them- 
felvcs. If I bear witnefs of myfelf, faith Chrift^ 
my witnefs is not true. He who writes himfelf 
S 4 Martyr 
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Martyr by his own infcription, is like an ill pain- 
ter, wh6 by writing on the fliapclefs piöure which 
he liath'draw.n, is fain tö tell paffengers what Ih-^pe 
it is ; which elfe no man could imagine : no more 
than howamartyrdom canbelong tohim, who there- 
fore dics for his religion becaufe it is eftabliffied. Cer- 
tainly if Agrippa had turned chriftian, as he was once 
turning, and had put to death Scribes and Phari- 
fees for obferving the law of Möfes, and refufing 
chriftianity, they had died a truer martyrdom. 
For thofe laws were eftabliflied by God and Mofes, 
rhf fe by ho warrantable authors of religion, whofe 
hvvs in all other beft reformed churches are re- 
jeded. And if to die for an eftablifliment of re- 
ligion be martyrdom, thenRomifh priefts exccuted 
for that, which had fo many hundred years been 
eftabiifhed in this land, are no worfe martyrs than 
he. Laftly, if to die for the teftimony of his own 
confcience, be enoiigh to make him m^artyr, what 
heretic dying for direcft blafphcmy, as forne have 
dcne conftantly, may not böaft a martyrdom ? As 
for the conftitiuion or repeal of civil laws, that 
pow^cr Jying only in the parliamenr, which he by 
the very law ef his coronation was to grant them, 
roc to debar them, nor to preferve a lefTer law with 
the contcmpt and violation of a greater -, it will 
conclude him not fo much as in a civil and meta. 
phorical fenfe to have died a martyr of our laws, 

but 
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but a plain tranfgrcflbr of them. And Ihould the 
parliamcnr, endued with legiflativc powcr, make 
our lawS, and be after to difpute.then> piecc-mea 
with thereafon, confcience, humour, paffion,fancy, 
folly, obftinacy, or other ends of one man, whofc 
fole word and will iball baffle and unmake wbat 
all the wifdom of a parliament hath been delibe- 
rately framing ; what a riwliculous and contempti- 
ble ching a parliament would foon be, and what a 
bafe unworthy nation we, who boaft our freedom, 
and fend them with the manifeft peril of their lives 
to preferve it, th?y who are not marked by deftiny 
for (laves, may apprehend ! >n this fervile condi- 
tion to have kept us ftill under hatches, hc both 
refolves here to the laft, and fo inftrufts his fon. 

As to thofe offered condefcenfions of ** charita- 
ble connivance, or toleration," if we confider what 
wcnt bcfore, and what follows, they moulder into 
nothing. For, what with not fuffering ever fo lit- 
tlc to feem a defpicable fchifm, without cfFefbua* 
fuppreffion, as hc warned him before, and what 
with no oppofition of law, government, ör eftablifh- 
ed religion to be permitted, which is his foUowing 
provifo, and whoUy within his own conftrudlion ; 
what a miferable and fufpeéled toleration, under 
fpies and haunting promooters we (hould enjoy, is 
apparenr. Befides that it is fo far beneath the ho- 
nour of a parliament and frec nation, to beg and 

fupplicate 
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fuppHcate the godfhip of onc frail man, for thc 
bare and fimple toleration of what they all confent 
to be both jult, pious, and beft pleafing ro God, 
while that which is erroneous, unjuft and mifchiev- 
ous in the church or flate, Ihall by him alone a- 
gainft thcm all be kept up and eftablifhed, and 
they cenfured the while for a covetous, ambitious, 
and facrilegious, faftion, 

•Another bait to allure the people, is the charge 
he lays upon his fon to be tender of them. Which 
if wc fliould believe in part, becaufe they are his 
herd, his cattle, the flock upon his ground, as he 
accounts them, whom to waftc and deftroy would 
undo himfclf, yet the inducement which he brings 
to move him, renders the motion itfelf fomething 
iulpicious. For if princes need no palliations, as 
he tells his fon, wherefore is it that he himfelf hath 
fo often ufed them ? Princes, of all other men, 
have not more change of raiment in their wardrobes, 
than variety of fhifts and palliations in their folemn 
aftings and pretences to the people. 

To try next if he can enfnare the prime men of 
thofe who have oppofed him^ whom, more truly 
than his meaning was, he calls the ** patrons and 
vindicators of the people," he gives ont Indemnity, 
and offers Aäs of Oblivion. But they who with a 
good confcience and upright heart did their civil 
duties in the fight of God, and in their feveral 

places, 
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places, to rcfift tyranny and the violcnce öf fuper- 
ftition banckd both agatnft them, hc may be fure 
will never fcek tx> be forgiven that, which may be 
juftly attributed to their immortal praife ; nor will 
affent ever to the guilty blotting out of thofe aftions 
before men, by which their faith affures them they 
chicHy ftand approved, and are had in remem- 
brance before the throne of God. 

He cxhorts his fon *' not to ftudy revengc.** 
Rut how far he, or at Icaft they about him intend 
to follow that exhortation, was feen latcly at the 
Hague,* and now lateliefi at Madrid^-]' wbere to ex-- 
tcute in tbe hafefi mannerj tbougbbut tbe fmalleft fart 
of tb^it favage and barbar ous revenge wbicb tbey do 
notbing elfe^ but ftudy and contemplate, tbey cared n$t 
to kt tbe world know tbem for profeffed tratt ors and 
ajfajftnators of all hw bot b divine and bumanj even 
of tbat laji and moft extenfive law kept inviolable to 
fublic ferfons among allfair enemies in tbe midft of ut- 
termoft defiance and boftility. How implacable tbere^ 
före tb^ would be^ af ter arty terms of clofure or ad- 
mittance for tbefuture, or any like opportunity given 
them hsreafter^ it will be wifdom and our fafety to 
belicve rather, and prevent, than to make trial.

And 
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And it will conccrn the multitudc, though courtcd 
hcre, to take beed how they feek to hide or colour 
tbeir own fickicnefs and inftability with a bad re- 
pentance of thcir well-doing, and their fidelity to 
the bctter caufe ; to which at firft fo chcarfully and 
confcienuoufly thcy joincd themfelvcs. 

He returns again to cxtol the Church of Eng- 
land, and again requircs his fon by the joint autho- 
rity of " aFatherand a King, not to let his heart 
receive the leaft check or difaffeftion againft it.** 
And not wichout caufe, for by that means having 
Ible inPiUence upon the clergy, and they upon the 
people, '* after long fcarch and many difputes," h^ 
could not pofiibly find a more compendious and po- 
litic way to uphold and fettle tyranny, than by fub- 
duing firft the confciences of vulgär men, with the 
infcnfible poifon of their flavifh doftrine : for thcn 
the body and befotted mind without much reluc- 
tancy was likelieft to admit the yoke. 

He commends alfo " parliaments held with free- 
dom and with honour." But I would aflc how 
that can be, while he only muft be the fole free 
perfjn in that number ; and would bave the power 
with his unaccountable denijal, to diQionour them 
by rejefting all their counfcls, to confine their law- 
'giving power, which is the foundation of our free- 
dom, and to change at his pleafure the very name 
of a parliament into thé name of ^ faftion.

The conclufion thcrcfore muft needs be quke 
contrary to what he concludes ; that nothing cati 
be more unhappy, more dilhonourable, morc un- 
fafe for all, than when a wife, grave, and honour- 
able parliamenc (hall have laboured, debaced^ zx* 
gued, confulted, and, as he himfelf fpeaks, ^^ conr 
tributed'' for the public good all their couniéls in 
common, to be then fruftrated, difappointed, de- 
pied and rcpulfed by the fingle whiflF of a negative, 
from the mouth of one wilful man j nay, to be 
blafted, to be ftruck as mute and motiunlefs as a 
parliament of tapeftry in the hangings ; or elfe after 
all their pains and. travel to be diflblved, and call 
away like fo many noughts in arithmetic, unlefs it 
be to tum the O of their infignificance inro a la. 
mcntation with the people, who had fo vainly fent 
them. For this is not " to cnadt all things by pub- 
lic confent,'* as he woiild have us be perfuaded, 
this is to ena£l nothing but by the private confent 
and Icave of one not negative tyrant ; this is mif- 
chief without remedy, a ftifling and obftrufting 
evil that hath no vcnt, no out-lct, no paflagé 
through : grant him this, and the parliament hath 
no more freedom than if it fäte in his noofe, which 
when he pleafes to draw together with one twitch 
of his negativa, (hall throttle a whole nation, to 
the wi(h of Caligula in one neck. This with the 
powcr of the militia in his own hands över our bo- 

dies 
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dies and eftates, and tbe prelates to enthrall our 
qwfGiences either by fraud or force, >^s tbe fum of 
that happincfo and libcrty'wc werc to look for, 
whether in his own rcftitution, or in thefe precepts 
given to his fon. Which unavoidably would have 
fet US in thc famc ftate of mifery, wherein we wcre 
bcforc ; and have either compciled us to fabmit 
like bond-flaves, or put us back to a fecond wand- 
ring ovcr that horrid wiWérne& of diftra(9i6n and * 
civil flaughter, which, not without tlie ftrong and 
miraculous hand of God afliftihg us, we have nicai 
fured out, and furvived. And who knows, if wc 
make fo flight of this incomparable deliverance, 
which God hath beftowed upon us, but that we 
fliall, like thoie fooKfli Ifraelites, who depöfed God 
and Samuel to fet up a king, ** cry out,'* one day, 
•' becaufe of our king," which we have bcen mad 
upon i and then God, as he foretold them^ will no 
more deliver us. 

There remains now but lUtle more of his dif- 
courfe, whereof yet to take a fl;ort view will not 
be amifs. His words make fembiance as if he were 
magnanimoufly exercifing ^im£élf, and fo teaching 
his fon, "To want as wcU as to wear a crownj** 
and would ieem to accouAt it " not worih takrng 
up or enjoying, upon fordid, dilhonouraWe, and 
irreligious terms j*' ancl yct to his vciy laft did no- 
thing more induftrioufly than ftrive to take up and 

cnjoy 
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cnjoy again his fequeftered crown, upon thc mpft 
fordid, difloyal, dilhonourabk, and irFeligiouft 
terais, not of making peace Qi^y^ but of joining 
and incorporacing with the marderous Irifh^ £or-r 
merly by himfelf declared againft, for '' wickcd 
and deteftable rebels, odious ca God and all good 
men.'* And who but thofe rebels now, are the 
chief ftrength and confidencc of his fon ? fFbih 
the prefbytcr Scot that woos and folicits him, b 
ncglcfted and put ofF, as if no terms were to* Wm 
fordid, irrcligious and diflionoiirable, but the Scot- 
tifh and ptefbyterian, never to be compHed mfb^ till 
thefear of infiant perijhing ftarve him out a t Ungt b to 
forne unfound and bypocritical agreement. 

He bids his fon " keep to the true principles of 
piety, virtue, and honour, and he fhall never want 
a kingdom." And I fay, people of England,} 
kecp ye to thofe principles, and ye fhall never want 
a king. Nay, after fuch a fair deliverance as this, 
with fo much fortitude and valour fliewn againft a 
tyrant, that people that ftiould feek a king, claim- 
ing what this man claims, would (hew themfelves to 
be by nature flavcs;> and arrant bcafts \ not 6t for 
that liberty which they cried out and bellowed for^ 
but fitter to be led back again in to their o\Åfervitude\ 
like a fort of clamouring and fighting brutes, broke 
loofc from tbeir copy-bolds^ thät know not how tö 
ufe or poflfefs the liberty which they fought for 5 

hit 
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hut witb tbe Jair. words and promifes of an old exaf^ 
peratedfocy are ready to hefiroaked and tamtd again i 
nio tbe wonted and well-pleafing fiate of tbeir trut 
Norman villenage^ to tbem beji agreeahle. 

The laft fcmencc, whereon he feems to Venturc 
the whole weight of all his former jeafons and ar- 
gumentations, " That religion to thcir God, and 
loyalty to their king, cannot be parted, wirhouc 
the fin and infelicity of a people," is contrary to 
the plain teaching of Ghrift, that " No man can 
ferve two mafters ; but, if he hold to the one, hc 
muft rejeét and forfake the other/* If God then, 
and carthly kings be for the moll part not féveral 
only, but oppofite mafters, it will as oft happcn, 
that chey who will lerve their king muft forfake 
thcir God ; and they who will ferve God, muft 
forfake thcir king ; which thcn will neither be thcir 
lin, nor their infelicity ; but their wifdom, their 
piety, and their true happinefs : as to be deluded 
by thefe unfound and fubtlé oftentations here, 
would be their mifery ; and in all likelibood mucb 
greater tban wbat they bitberto bave undergone : if 
now again intoxicated and moaptd witb tbefe royal^ 
and tberefore fo delicious becaufe royal rudiments of 
londage^ tbe cup of deception^ fpiccd and tempered to 
tbeir bane^ they fhould deliver up tbemfelves to tbefe 
glozing words and illujions of bim^ wbofe råge and ut- 

mofi 
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nufi vioJme tbey bave fufiained^ and åvercme /$ 

XXVin. Intitled Meditations upon Deäth. 

IT might be weli thought by him who reads no 
funher than the title of this laft efiayy that it 
itquired no anfwer. For all other human things 
are difjpaced^ and will be varioufly thought of to 
the world^s end. But this bufinels of death is a 
plain caie« and admits no contrQveriy : in thät cen-^ 
tre all opinions meec Neverthelefs» (ince out of 
thofe few mordfying hours that ihould have been 
inticeft to themfdves, and moft at peace from all 
paflion and dtfijuiet» he can afibrd fpare time to 
inveigh bitterly againft that juftice which \vas done 
upon him ; it will be needful to fay fomething in 
defenoe of thofe proceedings^ though briefly» in 
itgard ib much on this fubjed hath been written 
lately. 

It happened once, as we find in Efdras and Jo- 
fephus» authors not lefs believed than any under 
(äcred, to be a great and folemn debate in the court 
of Dariu£, what thing was to be counjted ftrongefl 
of all other. He that could refolve this« in reward 
of his excelling wifdom, (hould be clad in purple» 
drink in gold, fleep on a bed of gold, and fit next 
Darius. None but they doubtlefs who were re- 
puted wife» had the queftion propounded to them : 
T who 
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who after forne rcfpite given thcm by the king to 
conflder, in full aflembly of all his lords and graveft 
counfellors, returned fcverally what tbcy thcught. 
The firft held, that wine was ftrongciB:, anothcr 
that the king was ftrongeft. But ZoroBåbcl priitcc 
of the captive Jews, and hcir to the crown of Ju- 
dah, bcing one of them, proved wotticn to be 
ftronger than the king, for that he himfclf tad feen 
a concubine take his crown from ofF his head to fet 
It upon ber own : and otHers béfides him have late- 
ly feen the like feat done, and not in jeft. Yet hc 
proved on, and it was fo yielded. by thfe king him- 
felf, and all his fages, that ncither wihé, nor wo- 
men, nor the king, but truth of all othcr things 
was the ftrongeft. För me, though neither afked, 
nor in a nation that gives fuch rewards to wifdom» 
I Iball pronounce my fentence fomewhat difFerent 
from Zorobabelj and fliall defend, that either 
truth and juftice are all one, (for truth is biit juf- 
tice in our knowledge, and juftice is but tnilh in 
our praftice •, and he indeed fo explains himfelf, ia 
faying that with truth is no accepting of perfons, 
whichis the property of juftice :) or elfe if there 
be any odds, that juftice, though not ftronger than 
truth, yet by her office is to put; forth and exhibit 
- more ftrength in the afFairs of mankind. For truth 
is propcrly no more than contemplation ; and her 
utmoft efBciency.is but teaching ; but juftice in her 
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very eflence it all ftrength and aftivity ; and hath 
a fword put into hcr hand, to ufe againft all vio- 
Jcnce and oppreffion on the earth. She it is moft 
truly, who acccpts no perfon, and cxcmpts none 
from the fevcrity of her ftrokc. Shc never fufFers 
injury to prcvail, but when falfhood firft prevails 
ovcr truth ; and that alfo is a kind of juftice done 
on them who are fo dcluded. Though wicked 
kings and tyrartts counterfeit her fword, as forne 
did that buckler, fabled to fall from heaven into 
the capitol, yet Ihe communicates her power to 
none but fuch as like hcrfelf are juft, or at leaft 
will do juftice. • For it were extreme partiali ty and 
injuftice, the flat denial and overthrow of herfelf, 
to put her own authentic fword into the hand of an 
unjuft and wicked man, or fo far to accept and ex- 
alt one mortal perfon above his equals, that he 
alone'fhalI have the punifhing of all other men 
tranfgreffing, and not receive like punilhment from 
men, when he himfelf (hall be found the higheft 
tranfgreflbr. 

We may conclude thcrefore, that juftice, above 
all other things, is and ought to be the ftrongeft : 
Ihe is the ftrength, the kingdom, the power, and 
msgefty of all ages. Truth herfelf would fubfcribe 
tö this, though Darius and all the monarchs of the 
world ftiould deny. And if by fcntence thus writ- 
ten, it were my happinefs to fet free the minds of 
Ta Englifli- 
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Englifhmen from longing to return poorly under 
ihat captivity of kings, from which tbe ftrcngth 
And fupitme fword of juftice hath delivered them, 
I fhall have done a work not much inferior to that 
of Zorobabcl : who by well praifing and extoUing 
theforceof truth» in that contemplative ftrength 
conquered Darius % and fre^d his country and th^ 
people of God from the captivity of Babylon. 
Which I (hall yet not defpair to do, if they in this 
landi whofe minds are yet captive, be but as inge- 
nuous to acknowledge the ftrength and fupremacy 
of juftice, as that heathen king was to confefs the 
ftrength of truth : or let them but as he did» grant 
that, and they will foon perceivc that truth refigns 
all hcr outward ftrength to juftice : jufticc therefore 
niuft needs be ftnmgeft, both in her own and in 
the ftrength of truth. But if a king may do among 
men whatfoever is his will and pleafure, and not- 
withftanding be unaccountable to men, then con- 
trary to his magnified wifdom of Zorobabcl, nei- 
ther truth nor juftice, but the king is ftrongcft of 
all other things : which that Perfian monarch him- 
felf in the midft of all his pride and glpry durft not 
aflurne. 

Let us fee therefore wbat this king hath to af- 
firm, wby the fcntence of juftice and the weight of 
that fword which fhc delivers luto the hands of men, 
Ihculd be more partial to him oäending, than to 

all 
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all others of human race. Firft he pleadg that 
^* no law of God or oian gi ves to fut^eds any power 
c^judicature wichout or againft him." Which af^ 
fertion (hall be proved in every part to be moft un- 
true. The grft exprefs kw of God given to man. 
kind» was that to Noah, as a law, in general, to all 
the fons of men. And by that moft ancient and 
univerfal law, " Whofoc^rer ibcddeth man*s blood»* 
by man fhall his blood be (hed */' we find here na 
exception. If a king cherefore do |his ; to a king, 
and that by men aifo, the fame (hall be done. This^ 
in the law of Mofes, which came ncxt, feveral 
times is repeated, and in one place remarkat>ly^ 
Numb. XXXV. " Ye (hall take no faci$faftion for 
the life of a murderer, but he (hall furely be pH); 
to death : the land cannot be cleanfed of the blood 
that is (hed therein/' but by the blood of him thac 
(hed it, This is fo fpokcn as that which concemed 
all Ifrael, not one man alone, to fee performed ^ 
and if no fatisfaétion were to be taken, then ccr- 
^ai^ly no exception. Nay the king, when they 
ihould fet up any, was to obferve the whple law, 
and nöt only to fee it done, but to " do it j that 
his heart might not be lifted up above his brethren," 
to dream of vain and reafonlefs prerogatives or ex- 
cmptions, whereby the law itfelf muft needs be 
founded in unrighteoufnefi. 

'i 
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And wcre that truc, which is moft falfc, that all 
king's are the Lord*s anointed, k were yet abfurd 
to think that thc anointment of God fhould be, as 
it were, a charm againft law^ and give therh privir 
lege, who punifh others, to fin themfclves unpu- 
nifhably. The high-pricfi: was the Lord*s anoiiited 
as well as any kirtg, and with the fame confecrated 
oil : yet Solomon had put to death Abiatharj had 
it not bccn for other rcfpcfts thän that anointment. 
If Göd hinrifelf fay to kings, " Touchnot mine 
anointed/^ meatiing his chofcn people, as is evi- 
dent in that pfalm, yet no man will argue thence, 
that he pfotfefts them from civil laws if they ofiend • 
then certainly, though David as a private "^man, 
ånd in his own caiife, feared to lift his hand againft 
the Lord*s ahbinted, much lefs can this forbid the 
law, or difarm juftice from hfaving legal power 
againft any king. No other fupreme magiftrate, 
in what kind of goyérnment foevcr, lays claim to 
any fuch enormöus priviicge ; wherefore then fhould 
any king, who is but onc kind of magiftrate, and 
fet ovér thé people for no other end than they ? 

Next in order of time to the läws of Mofes, are 
thofe of CJirift, who declares profefledly his judica- 
ture to' befpirituä], abdradl from civil manage7 
mcnts, and theiefore leaves all nations to their owT^ 
particular laws, and way of government. Yet be- 
faufe the church hath a kind of jurifdicäion within 

hcc 
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Iwrown boi^aUs^/aDfitbät^lfO) thoogh in procefs 
of time much corrupted and plainly turned into a 
CQrpocel judicajvre, yct much ajpproved by tbis 
king; k will be firtn enough and valid agatnfl him> 
iXfubjcas, by thc laws of church alfo, be " in-. 
vefted with a power of judicature? both withouc 
and a^aipH their king» thpugh pretendiog, and by 
^hen^ acknowlcdgcd " next and immediately under: 
Qviftfuprcmehcad and governor.** Thcodofius,^»^ 
q[-jtf be^ cbtifticnmperars^ h^vU\g'tnade a fl^ug||ter: 
9f xhcTheffalopiaris.for feditipn, but tpo cruejly, was, 
excpnQauinicate4. to his facc by St. Ambrofe, who 
was his fubjeft j and excommurvon is the,utmoftof 
eccleGafticaljudicature, a Ipiritual putting to death. 
But this, yc will fay, was only an example. Read 
then the ftory ; and it will appcar, both that Am- 
brofe avouched it For .thc" law of God, and Theo- 
dofius confcft it oFhis own accord to be fo •, " and 
that the iaw of God was not to be made void in him, 
for any reverence to his imperial power." From 
henc?^ not to be tcdious, I (hall pafs into our own 
landof Bricain ; andfliow that fubjedshcfe* have 
exercifed the utmoft of fpiricual judicature, and 
mprc than. fpiritual againft their kings, his prede- 
cefTors. Vortiger, for committing incefl: \vith his 
jdaughter, was. by St. German, at'that time his 
fubjeffc, curfed and condemncd in a Britifh coun- 
cilabout the year 44?*; and thereupon ioon after 
T 4 was 
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iK^as det>ored* MMrku%a]duEiginWidrs,&rbreadi 
of oath and the murder of Cynetus^ was excomiau- 
nicated and curft» with all bi$ oSspring, by Oudo* 
ceiTs bifhop of Llandaff in full fynod, abouc the 
year 560 ; and not rcftorcd tHl hc häd- repcntcd. 
Morcant, another king in Wales, having (hån 
Frioc his uncle, was fain to come in perfon, and 
receiye judgment from the fame bifhop and his. 
ckrgy i who upon his penitcnce acquitted himt fw 
no otber cauie thah left the kingdom fbould im 
deff itutt of a fucceflbr in the royal line. The& ex;« 
aoiple^ are of the primitive, Britiih, and epifcopal 
church j long ére they h^d any commerce or com- 
munion with the church of Rome. What power 
afterward of d^pofing kings, and fo confequently 
of putting them to death, was aflumed and prac- 
tifed by the canqn law, I omit, as a thing generally 
known. Certainly, if whole councils of the Ro- 
mifli church have in the midft of their dimncils dif- 
cerned fo much of truth, as to decree at Conftance, 
and at Bafil, and many of them to avouch at Trcnt, 
alfo, that a council is above the pope, and may 
judge him, though by them not denicd to be the 
vicar of Chrift ; we in our clearer light may be 
albamed not to difcern further, that a parliariient is 
by all equity and right above ä king, and may 
judge him» wbofe reafons and pretenfions to hold 

of

As for tht ixwB of man» u would aflc a voiunie 
to repeat all åuit might be citedin tkts pc»M:agaiii$ 
him from all antiquityi^ lo Gjrwac» Oteites, thc 
libti of AgamemnoA, and hy fucceflion kuigof Är«- 
gos» was in diac country judged and condcmned 
to death fi>r kUling his mocher : w)i^ce dcapMig» 
he was judged again, thongh a ftranger» beforo 
the great cpuncil of Areopagus in Athens. . And 
this memorable ad: of judicature, was the firft that 
broi^ht the juftice of that grave fenate into fame 
and high eftimation över all Gi:eece for many ages 
aftcr. And in the fame city, tyrants were to un- 
dcjrgo legal fentence by, the laws of Solon. The 
kings of Sparta, thou^h defcénded lineally frön) 
Hercules, eCteemed a God among tbem, were bf- 
ten^judged, and &metimeg put to death by the 
mpft juft and renowned laws of l*ycurgus > whp, 
though a king, thought it moft unequal to bind 
his fubjedls by any law^ to which be bound not 
himfclf. In Rome the lavrs made by Valerius Pub- 
liGola, /oon af t er the expelling cf^arquin andhu race^ 
CxptiUed ^ithout awritten laWj the law heing af ter- 
ward written s and what the fenate dccrced againft 
Nero, that he ihould be judged, and punifhed ac- 
cording to the laws of their ^peftors, and what in 
like rnaoner wi^ decreed againft otber cmperors, is

Jawi the law nia/'jddge him; and if judge Him, 
ma^ punifli him',' pVö^ing tyVarfnotiS : ' how elfe^iis 
thc law abové hifn^.' or to y/hzt purpofe .^ Thefe 
are neceflary deduÄUpns j and tfiefcaftcj h^th been 
done in all ages and kingdoms, oftncr than' to pc 
hcrerecited. . , . . . , 

But what need.we any fiirther feafch/äftcr the 
law of bther Unds, ]for that wh^jch^is to fully and 
lo plainiy fet dowti lawFul ih our owh ? Where ah" 
cient books tcfl'us,''^rä6i:ön,''Flei:al" ändothers, 
that thé king is imdcr law,' and inferlor to his 
couVt of jiärliäm^ént) thäC älchough his place " to 
dojuftice^-be^hijgtierf^ yét thät he ftartds as liablc 
** toreceive juftice,** äs the meaneft of his king- 
döm. Nay, Alfred themoft worthy king, 'and by 
forne accounted firft abfolute monarch of the Saxons 
here, fo ordained -, as is cited out of an ancient 
law-böok called " the Mirror ;'• In ** Rrghts of the 
kingäom,** p. 31. where it iscomplained on^ ^^a$ 
thefovercign abufe of all>" thät >' thc king fliouU 

bc 
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be dcemcd above the law, whercas he oufght to.be 
fubje£t to it by his o^tb." Of which oath, antiently . 
it was the laft claufe, that the king " ihould be as 
liable, and obcdicnt to fuffer right, as othcrs of his 
people." And indeed it were but f0n4 and fenfer, 
lef^ ^hat the kiflg (hould be accountable to every . 
petty fuit in Icffer courts, as we all know he was, 
and noi be fubjeä:. to the judicature of pariiament^ 
JA the main maf ters of our common fafcty or de- 
ftruÄion j th^t he Ihould be anfwerable in the or-, 
dinary courfe of law for, any wrong done to arprivate 
perfon, and not anCyyerable in cqqrt of parliament 
for deftröying the wiioie kingdom. By all this, 
and much more that might be added» as in an ar- 
gument ovjer-copious räther than barren, we lee it 
manifeft.that all laws, both of, God and man are 
made without exemption of any perfon whomfo- 
ever -, and that If kings prefume to over-top the 
Iaw:by which they reignfor the public good, they 
are % law to be reduced into order ; and that can* 
HO way.be more 3iiftly,..than by thofe.who exaltcd 
tbet^ to that high place. For who ihould better 
uft<äe^Äänd theirownläws, and when they are tranf- 
greft,' than they who are governed by them, and 
whole confent firft madcthcm ? And whocan have 
more right to take knowledge of things done within 
a frce nation, than tbey within themfclves ? 

Thofe 
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Thofe olg^iibéd oaths of allegiancc and Aipremacy 
wc fworc, not to hk perTon, but as it was inrcfted 
\rith his authority y and his authority was by the 
pcoph firft given him conditionaQy, in Jaw, and 
under law, and under oath alfo for the kingdom^s 
good, and not otherwife ; the oaths then wére in^» 
terchanged, and mutaal ; ftood and fell together ; 
he fworc fidelity to hb truft ; (not as a deluding 
cereinony, but as a rcal condition of their admit- 
tit)g him for king ; and the conqueror himfelf 
fwore it oftAer than at his crowning :) they iwore 
homage and fealty to his perfon in tbat truft. 
There was no rt^fon why tHe kii^dom Ibould be 
fiother bound by oaths to him, than he by his co* 
rdnatkn oatb.to us, which he faath every way 
braken : and havlng hrc^r^ 4he ancietit crown- 
oath of Alfred :aboire'mentiooed> conceab not hia 
pettaity, 

M 6)r tk^CcfftnMty if that.be sneaat, ce!;täialy 
no difbreet pecfon can imagine it fiioukl bind ub ta 
ftiin in anyitä&cr fenfe than thofe oaths fornserfy* 
Tbe afts.of Jk)ftÄKtyiffhich.^0e redeived åom him, 
were po fiich dear pbfiigppa«i|{s (hat we fhould owe 
him more fealty and defence fpr beii^ our enetrty) 
than wc coolcj beforc whcn we took him only for a 
king. They were accafed jby km and his^ party 
to pretend libcrty and reforjjnajtion, butto h^ve no 
other end than to make themfelves great, and to 

deftroy 
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deibroy the king^s perfon and authorirjr* For which 
reafon they added tbat tbird amckt teftifying to 
liie world» diat as théy wot rdblTed to endeavour 
€rft a reformation in the church, to extirpate pre*- 
iacy, to preferve the right$ of parliament, and the 
Kberties of the kingdom, ib they intenckd, fo far 
as it might confift with the piefervation and defence 
of theie, to preferve the king^s perfon and audio- 
ricy ; but not otherwife. As far as this coffles to^ 
they corenant and fwear in the fixch artick, to pre-- 
ftrve and defend the perfims and authority of one 
another; and all thofe that enter into that league ; 
fo that this covehant gives no unlimltable exemp- 
tion to the king^s perfi>n, but gives to all as mucb 
defence and prefervation as to him, and to him as 
much as to their own pérfons, and no more ; that 
is to fay. In order and fubordination to thofe main 
ends for which ^e live and are a nation of men 
joined in Ibcicty éither chriftian, or at leaft human. 
But if the covenant werc made abfdute, to preferve 
and defend any ohc ivhomfoever, without refpeÄ 
had, either to the true religion, or thofe other fa- 
perior things to be defended and preferved however, 
it cannot then be doubted, but that the covenarft 
was rather a moft foolilh, hafty, and uniawful vow, 
than adeliberate and well-weighed covenant; fwear- 
" ing US into labyrinths and repugnances, no way to 
be folved or rcconcilcd, and thereforc no wåy to be 

kept ;

kept ; as firfi: offending ag^infl: the law of God,' to 
VDw the abfoiluté prelérvation, de&nce, and maiit- 
taining of one mån, though iiihis fin&aad offencés 
never fo great and heinous agaihft God or his neigb^ 
bour ; and to exoept a perfönfrom juftice, v^hercv 
as his law excepts norie. Secondly, it ofFcnds a- 
gainft the law of this nation, whéréin, as hath beexi 
proved, kingsin receivingjuftice, and undergoing 
due trial, are not difFerenccd from the mcaneft fub- 
jeA. Laftly, itcontradift&and ofitnds againft the 
covcnant itfelf, which vows in thefburth artide to 
bring to opcn trial and condign puniöimcnt all thofc 
that Ihall be found guilty of fuch crimes and de- 
linquencies, whereof the king by his own letters 
and othcr undeniable tcftimonies not brought to 
light till afterward, was found and convided to be 
chief aétor in what they thought him, at the timc 
of taking that covenant, to be over-rulcd only by 
evil counfcUorsj and thofe, or whomfoever they 
Ihould difcover to be principal, they vowcd to 
try, either by their own fupremejudicatories,** (for 
fo even then they called them,) " or by others hav- 
ing power ifrom them to that eflfeft.*' So that to 
have brought the king to condign punilhment hath 
not broke the covenant, but it would have broke 
the covenant to have faved him from thofe judica- 
tories, which both nations declared in that cove- 
nant to be fupreme againft any perfon whatfoever^

for well doingi be will not fail to find tbem work • 
feekingfar and near^ and inviting to bisxcurt all tbe 
concourfe of evil counfellors^ or agents ^ tbat may be 
found: wboy temptedwitb^ prefertnents and bis pro-

On all tbefe grounds tberefore of tbe covenant 
itfetfj wbefber religious orpoliticaU it appears likeli- 
efi^ tbat bet b tbe Englifb parliament and tbe Scotcb 
eonmnffioners^ tbus interpreting tbe covenant^ (as in- 
deed at tbat time tbey were tbe beft and mcft autbenti- 
cal interpreters joined togetber) anfwered tbe king tma- 
9umonJjy^ in tbeir letter dated January tbe i pb^ t 6j{ 5, 
tbat till fe^urity and fatisfa&ion firfl given to botb 
kingdoms for tbe bloed f^lledy for tbe hrifh rebels 
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bråiUgbt cvefy and for tbe war in Inland hy bim/o-^ 
mentedj tbey could in no wife yteld t betr confent to bis 
reiurn. Herewas fatisfaSliony fulltwoyears and up^ 
wardiafter tbc covenant taken^ demanded of tbe king 
ty hotb nations in farliament for crimes at leaft capi^ 
Jal, '^berewitb tbey cbarged bim. And v^bat fatii" 
faSion could hi given for fo mucb hlood^ but jujli^e 
^upon bim tbat fpilled it ? tillwbicb done^ tbey n^ t ber 
jfpok tbemfilves iound to grant bim tbe epcercifi of bis 
regal office hy, any meaning ef tbe covenant wbicb tbey 
Jben declared {^tbo^ otber meanings bave ieen Jince con-- 
trived) nor fo mucb regarded tbefafety of Ms perfon^ 
as to admis of bis retuH. among tbemfrom tbe midft of 
tbofe wbom tbey declared, to he bis great^Ji ^nemies ; 
., nay from Jbimfelf as from an aflual enemy^ not as from 
A kingj tb^ demanded fecurily. But if tbe covenant^ 
all tbis.notwitbjlandingy fwpre othcrwife to prefervc 
him than in the prefervafion of true religion and 
Gur liberties, againft which he fought, if not in 
arms, yet in refolution to his dying day, and now 
aftcr death ftill fights againft in this his book, thc 
covenant was better brdken than he faved. And 
God hath teftified by all propitious and tbe moji evi- 
dent figns; whereby in thefelatter tlmes he is wopt 
to teftify what pleafes him, that fuch a folemn and 
for many ages unexampled aär of due punifhmenr, 
was no mockery of juftice, but a moft grateful and 
well pleafing facrifice. Neither was it to covcr

tbcir pcrjury, as hc accufcs, but to uncovcr his per-

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over all kings/' as being the greateft patrons of law» 
jttftice» order, and religion on earth* fiut what 
patrons they be^ God in the fcripture oft enough 
hath expreft ; and the earth itfelf hath too long 
groaned under the burden of their injuftice, diibr* 
der^ and irreligion. Therefore ** to bind their 
kingsinchains, andtheirnobleswith linksoflron»" 
is an honour belonging to his faints i not to build 
Babel, (which was Nimrod's work, the firft king» 
9nd the beginning of his kingdom was Babel,} but 
CO deftrey it» efpecially that fpiritual Babel : and 
firft to.overcome thofeEuropean kings, which re- 
ceive their power, not from God, but from the 
beaft ; and are counted no better than his ten horns. 
V Thcfe (hall hate the great whore,** and yet " ihall 
^ve their kbgdoms to the beaft that carries heri 
they ihali commit fornication witb hcr/* and yet 
•• (hall burn hcr with firc," and yet " Ihalllament 
the fall of Babylon," whcre they fornicated with 
ber. Rtvetations 17 and 18, chap. 

Thus Ihall they be to and fro, doubtful and am- 
luguous in all their doings, until at laft, ** joining 
their armies with the beait,'' whofl^ power firft raif« 
cd them, they (hall pcrilh with him by the " King 
of Kings,'' againft whom they have rebelled *, and 
*• the fowls Ihall cat their Hcfli.*' This is their doom 
written, Rivil xix. and the utmoft that we find 
conceming them in thefe latter days ; which w« 
U 2 have 
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have muclr more caufc to bclicve, thanhis tmwkV*^ 
rantcd révelatioh here, prophe^itigf^whÄt ftalt -fol* 
Jöw afier his death, with tfxc fpirit of eniriity, nöt; 
of Sff, JoRtt. 

Hc would fairt bring trs out oFcoifcelt-Vidi ti* 
goodSiiccefs' which God häth vdUcKnfed iri. Wte' 
meafiire not our caufc by dur fucccf», butx)ör filc** 
cefi by our caufé* Yet certainly in a gjootf caufc,* 
iucceis is a gobd confirmaäon ; för God haith pro^ 
Äiifed it to good men almoft in cvcry Icaf of fcnpv 
éiitf. If it argu^ not for usr, we are tåte it argues^ 
not agäihft u$ ; but as much or more fot trs^ than^ 
31 fuécefs ärgues for them ; f<>t tö the wicked God 
hath denounced ill fuccefs in all thcy take ih haimf. 

Hc hopes much of^ thofe '* foftéf tcmperi^*' as 
hé calls thcm; and ** lefs adväntaged by ^his ruiA^ 
thätthdr confcicncés do already** gripc tbcM. fTié 
true, thcré be ä fort of moody, hat J^winéd, anS 
alwaysi uncdified confcienccs 5 äpt to ragage thtit 
leaders into great and dahgerotisf äfl&irs p^ rcti)««^ 
iTient, and then upon a fodden qpalm and fwim^ 
hg of their confeience, to betray them balély iHi^ 
midft of what was chiefly undertaken för thtirfakc*.*' 
JLet fuch men never meet with any fiithful psrltfi^ 
Äicnt to hazard for them ; never with any ooidé fyU 
ftt to condufl and léad them ont, but let them IW6 
ånd die in ftrvilc céndition and eheir fcruptfkmr

queafineis^ 
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queafioefs» if no iftftrufiion will oonfirm tbem : 
Others there be in wHofe confcienees tbe bfs of 
gain» and tfaofe advantages they hoped for, hath 
Iprung a fudden leak. Thefe are they that cry out» 
tiie Covenant broken I and to keep it better, ffidev 
book ihto aeutrality, or join adu^y with incen* 
diarifes atid mal^nalits. But God hath emineiltly' 
kfgj^a to punifli th<^» firft^ in Scotland, then itt 
Vlfter^ 'V9J)o havé provoked him with the moft hate* 
i[ul khid of mockery, to break his covenant under 
prctwce of.ftrideft keeping it ; and hath fubje£ted 
i;hem to thofe malignants, with whom they fi:ru«* 
pled not to be aflbci^es. In God therefore wc 
fiiall not fear what their ^fe fratumity can do ^ 
gainftus. 

Ue feeks again with cunning words to turn our 
fucceis into our fin. But might ca}l to mind, that^ 
tlie fcripture ipeaks of thofe alfo, who " when God 
flcw them, then fought him ;." yct did but ^* flat- 
ter him- with their mouth» and lycd to him with 
their tongues ; for their heart was not right witK 
him/* And there was one, who in. the time of his 
9ffli(flion trefpaffed more againft God ; ^^ This waa 
that king Ahaz." 

He glories much in the forgivencfs of his ene* 
mies ; ib did his grandmother at her death. Wift^ 
l^n would fooner have believed him» had he not 
fo oftcn told US fo. But he hopei to ereä: *' the 
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trqpdies of his charity över us." And trophte$ of 
tbarity no doubt will be as gloriou& as trumpets be« 
före the alms of hypocrites ; and more efpecially che 
trophies of fuch an afpiring charicy as offers in his 
pi^ayertofhare viélory with God's compaffion,which 
is över all his works. Such prayers as thefe may 
hapfy catch che people, as was inteoded: buc fapw 
they pleafe God» is to be niuch doubted» thougk 
prayed in fecret, much^lefs written to be divulged» 
ivhich perhaps may gain him after death a fiiortt 
contemptible, and foon fadiiig reward ; not what 
he aims at, to ftir the conftancy and folid firmnels 
of any wife man, or to unfettle the conlcience of 
any knowing chriftian (if he could ever aim at a 
thing fo hopelefs, and above the genlous of his Ce* 
ric clocution,) but to catch the worthlefs approba- 
tion of an inconftant, irrational and image-doring 
rabble ; tbat liks a ^r^ulosi^ und baplefs berdy be^ 
got ten tofern)iliiyy and encbanted witb tbefe populär 
injiitutes of tyrannyy fubfcribed witb a new device ef 
tbe hng*s piilun at bis prayers^ böld out botb tbeä^ 
ears wiib fucb deligbt and ravijhment to be ftigmatized 
and bor ed tbrougb^ in witnefs oftbeir own voluntary 
and belovedbafenefs. The reft, whom perhaps igno- 
rance without malice, or forne error, lefs than fatal» 
bath for the time mifled, on this fidc forccry or pb- 
duration, may find the grace and good guidance ta 
bethink thcmfelves and recover. 
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
